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TOPOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 


OF 

TRAVANCORE. 


Description.— Travancore  (Mai.  Timvitankur,  Sa?is.  Sri- 
vardhanapuri,  the  place  where  the  goddess  of  prosperity  resides), 
the  southern  portion  of  the  ancient  division  of  Kerala,  is  situated 
between  8°  4'  and  10°  21'  North  Latitude  and  between  76°  13’ 
and  77°  38' Bast  Longitude.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Native  State  of  Cochin  and  the  British  District  of  Coimbatore, 
on  the  east  by  the  Districts  of  Madura  and  Tinnevelly  and  on 
the  south  and  west  by  the  Indian  Ocean.  The  extreme  length 
of  Travancore  from  north  to  south  is  174  miles,"  its  extreme 
breadth  75  miles  and  its  area  7, 624'84  square  miles.  The  State 
is  in  subsidiary  alliance  with  the  British  Government  to  which 
it  pays  an  annual  tribute  of  Bs.  8,00,000.  Compared  with  other 
Native  States,  it  is  more  than  five  times  the  size  of  Cochin  and 
six  times  that  of  Pudukotta.  It  is  above  seven-eighths  the  size 
of  Baroda,  two-seventlis  of  Gwalior,  one-fourth  of  Mysore  and 
one-twelfths  of  Hyderabad  or  Cashmir.  It  is  smaller  than  the 
Principality  of  Wales  by  about  250  square  miles  and  bears  to 
England  and  Wales  together  the  proportion  of  one  to  eight. 

Physical  Geography. — Travancore  is  one  of  the  most  pictur¬ 
esque  portions  of  Southern  India.  The  mountains  which  sepa¬ 
rate  it  on  the  east  from  the  British  Districts  are  clothed  with 
magnificent  primeval  forests,  while  the  belt  of  flat  country,  to  an 
average  distance  of  10  miles  inland  from  the  sea,  is  covered  with 
an  almost  .unbroken  mass  of  cocoanut  and  areca  palms  which  in 
a  great  measure  constitute  the  wealth  of  the  coimtry.  The 
whole  surface  is  undulating,  and  presents  a  series  of  hills  and 
valleys,  traversed  from  east  to  west  by  munerous  rivers.  Nan- 
clianad,  with  its  numerous  villages,  palmyra  groves  and  extensive 
paddy  fields,  resembles  in  some  respects'  the  neighbouring  dis¬ 
trict  of  Tinnevelly.  Northward,  this  fertile  plain  is  succeeded  by 
the  wooded  and  rugged  surface  of  the  Malayalam  country.  The 
rich  and  variegated  tract  along  the  coast  is  finally  contrasted 
with  the  mountainous  wilds  farther  inland.  The  hill  scenery  has 
peculiar  beauties,  among  which  are  the  wild,  rocky  and  preci¬ 
pitous  acclivities  and  fantastic  forms  of  the  mountains  in  the 
southern  parts.  The  valleys  are  studded  with  temples  and 
churches.  The  numerous  houses  and  gardens  scattered  thickly 
over  the  country  give  it  an  appearance  entirely  different  from 
that  of  the  eastern  coast. 


The  hilly  region  is  very  extensive  ami  is  a  marked  feature 
of  the  country.  The  mountains  are  of  every  variety  of  elevation, 
climate  anti  vegetation.  Certain  portions  are  cultivated  by 
European  and  Native  capitalists  hv  whom  the  natural  fertility 
of  the  soil  is  being  turned  to  tire  best  account.  Some  of  the 
loftier  mountains  have  a  precipitous  descen  t  towards  the  west  and 
are  connected  on  that  side  with  a  succession  of  low  hills  which 
diminish  in  altitude  as  they  approach  the  coast.  Among  the 
mountains  a  few  elevated  tablelands  are  found,  which  afford 
pasturage  for  cattle  and  enjoy  a  good  climate  for  a  portion  of  the 
year.  To  the  north,  the  mountains  rise  to  a.ti  elevation  of  8,000 
feet.  The  Anainaltii;  mountain!.,  are  the  nwsl,  important  of 
these.  The  southernmost  peak  of  note  is  the.  sacred  Ay< txlia- 
kudam  (6,200  ft.).  One  plateau  alone  (Krarimluy  or  Hamil¬ 
ton's  valley)  is  (1  miles  long  by  3  wide  and  contains  about  10,000 
acres  of  excellent  tea  and  coffee  land.  Similar  smaller  valleys 
are  found  in  the  group  called  the  Kantian  T)conn  Hilht.  At  the 
head  of  Travancove  hills  stands  Ana-mudi-  (H, 807  feet),  the  high¬ 
est  peak  south  of  the  Himalayas.  'South  of  this  is  the  lower 
region  of  the  Caritmom  Ilttbt  no  called  from  their  special  pro¬ 
duct.  Still  further  wrath  are  large  tracts  of  forestsamong  which 
lie  the  Athmnboo  coffee  plantations.  The  HilKtations  enjoy  an 
excellent  climate  and  are  resorted  to  by  Europeans  ami  others 
during  the  hot  season.  Peermtub,  about  50  miles  cast  of  Kotta- 
yam,  was  once  the  residence  of  a.  Mabomedan  saint  from  whom 
the  place  takes  its  name.  It  is  over  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  and 
is  the  centre  of  the  coffee  and  tea  planting  industries.  Ponmiuhj, 
north-east  of  Trivandrum,  is  also  a  sanitarium.  The  scenery 
from  the  heights  is  enchanting. 

Numerous  rivers  run  down  from  the  Ghats  and  flow  by 
tortuous  courses,  with  high  banks  and  rocky  beds,  into  tire  back¬ 
waters  Had  the  sea.  Most  of  these  are  navigable  only  near  the 
sea.  The  most  important  of  these  rivers  is  the  Pcriyar  rising  in 
the  High  Ranges,  which  after  a  course  of  142  miles  enters  the 
backwater  of  Kodungalloor  (Clranganore).  A  portion  of  its 
enormous  volume  of  water  is  now  diverted  into  Madura  by  the 
Periyar  water-works.  The  Pamba  (90  miles),  the  liallada  (70 
miles),  the  Kulakada  (70  Miles),  the  UumUtqnizha  (02  miles), 
the  Karamana  (42  miles),  tire  Thamravanu  (37  miles),  the 
Ney-yar,  the  Minaahil,  and  the  Vamanapitram  (35  miles  each,) 
are  other  important  rivers. 

A  succession  of  lagoons  or  backwaters,  connected  by  navi¬ 
gable  canals,  extends  along  the  coast,  from  Trivandrum  north¬ 
wards,  forming  a  most  important  means  of  communication.  It  ex¬ 
tends  from  Tirur,  in  British  Malabar,  to  Trivandrum  ;  between 
the  latter  place  and  Quilon,  there  rises  at  Varkalay  a  high  pro¬ 
montory  of  land,  about  6  miles  in  breadth,  the  highest  portions  of 


which  in  two  places  have  been  tunnelled  through  and  the  re¬ 
maining  portion  cut  open  mto  a  canal,  thus  making  the  line  of 
water  communication  complete.  A  strip  of  land,  from  seven 
miles  to  about  halt  a  mile  wide,  separates  these  backwaters  from 
the  sea.  There  are  however  several  outlets  to  the  sea. 

There  are  several  good  cart-roads  in  the  inland  parts  of  the 
country  for  local  tralkc  and  lor  communication  with  Madura  and 
Tinnevelly.  Railway  communication  between  the  latter  town 
and  Trivandrum  has  been  established.  As  many  as  five  tunnels 
had  to  be  bored  through  the  Ghats  to  extend  the  line  from  the 
east  coast  to  this  side. 

Iron,  alum,  sulphur,  lignite,  plumbago  and  mica  exist  in  the 
country. 

The  mountains  and  forests  of  Travaneore  afford  some  of  the 
best  sport  to  be  got  anywhere  in  India.  Elephants  are  numerous. 
Tigers,  leopards,  bears,  bison,  sambur  and  various  kinds  of  deer 
abound.  Crocodiles  infest,  in  iarge  numbers,  the  lakes  and 


The  climatic  variations  of  the  whole  of  India  may  on  a  small 
scale  be  experienced  in  Travaneore.  On  some  of  the  peaks,  the 
pinching  cold  of  the  northern  regions  of  Europe  may  be  felt ; 
lower  down,  on  an  elevation  of  between  2,000  and  3,000  feet,  one 
meets  with  the  bracing  temperature  of  England,  while  a  cloud¬ 
less  sky  with  a  clear,  cun  marks  the  cessation  of  the  heavy 
monsoons.  Erom  January  to  May  which  constitutes  the  months 
of  the  hot  season,  there  is  an  intense  and  oppressive  heat  which 
at  times  becomes  so  intolerable  that  some  of  the  taluks  then 
present  the  aspect  of  a  true  equatorial  region. 

Eor  administrative  purposes  the  State  is  divided  into  34 
taluks,  which  are  grouped  into  !>  districts  called  divisions. 

Population. — Tlic  total  population  of  the  State  as  enumerated 
at  tbs  Census  of  1921  is  40,0(3,0152.  Hinduism  is  (.he  predomi¬ 
nant  religion  of  the  State.  Its  followers  constitute  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  population  while:  Christians  form  nearly  a 
fourth  and  Mahomiidans,  about  one-sixteenth.  Compared  with, 
other  States  and  Provinces,  Travaneore  is  the  most  Christian 
territory  in  all  India,  if  we  except  the  sister  State  of  Cochin 
which  has  the  highest  proportion  of  Christians  in  its  population. 

In  point  of  Education,  Travaneore  is  ahead  of  British  India 
and  most  of  the  other  Native  States  and  maintains  the  position 
it  occupied  in  1001.  The  proportion  of  literates  works  up  to 
241  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Males  number  330  per  mille  of 
the  sex  and  females  150.  ' 


IMPORTANT  TOWNS. 


Trivandum—  This  town  forms  the  southern  terminus  of  the 
Travancore  Branch  of  the  South  Indian  Railway  and  of  a  chain 
of  backwater  communication.  It  is  the  residence  of  His  Highness 
the  Maha  Raja  and  Head  quarters  of  Government.  The  cele¬ 
brated  pagoda  of  Sri  Padmanabhaswamy  within  the  Port  has 
made  it  a  great  religious  centre  and  attracts  pilgrims  from  all 
parts  of  India.  The  Fort  and  its  neighbourhood  constitute  tho 
most  crowded  part  of  the  town.  The  military  cantonment,  the 
Government  offices  and  other  public  buildings  and  the  residences 
of  the  upper  classes  are  picturesquely  situated  on  small 
eminences  each  commanding  a  refreshing  scenery  of  verdure 
all  around.  The  town  is  liberally  supplied  with  well-equipped 
colleges,  schools  and  hospitals.  There  is  a  well  laid-out  park, 
with  a  museum  and  a  menagerie.  The  seaport  is  at  Valiuthurai, 
about  one  mile  from  the  town.  It  is  an  open  roadstead,  with 
deep  water  close  to  the  shore.  A  pier  for  the  landing  and  ship¬ 
ment  of  cargo,  450  feet  in  length,  and  fitted  with  two  steam 
derricks,  has  recently  been  erected.  Lengthening  the  pier  by 
SO  feet  and  widening  it,  is  under  consideration;  also  the  provision 
of  storage  godowns.  The  five  fathom  depth  line  is  about  000 
feet  off  the  end  of  the  pier,  but  steamers  anchor  in  12J  fathoms 
4/10  of  a  mile  off  shore.  It  is  a  port  of  call  for  coasting 
steamers  when  inducement  offers.  ( Population  7*2,784). 

Nagercoil. — Nagercoil  stands  within  7  miles  of  the  Aramboli 
Pass  and  is  the  only  important  town  south  of  the  Capital.  With 
Nagercoil  as  the  nucleus,  the  town  comprises  a  number  of 
villages  via,  Kottar,  Vadiveeawarain,  Ozhughanacherri  and 
Vadaseri.  Of  these,  Kottar  and  Vadaseri  form  the  trading  and 
manufacturing  centres.  The  town  owes  much  of  its  improve¬ 
ment  and  its  position  to  the  efforts  of  the  Christian  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  (Population  34,406). 

Shencottah— The  head  quarters  of  the  taluk  of  that  name 
lies  at  the  foot  ofjhe  Ghats  on  their  eastern  aspect.  The  main 
road  that  runs  through  it  connects  the  British  town  of  Tinnevelly 
with  the  port  of  Quilon.  There  are  several  coffee  estates  in  its 
neighbourhood. 

Quilon- — Quilon  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  of  the  Malabar 
Coast.  Its  natural  situation  and  consequent  commercial  import¬ 
ance  made  it  the  cynosure  of  every  foreign  power  and  subjected 
it  in  its  early  days  to  political  vicissitudes  of  no  mean  order. 
Towards  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  State  of 
Quilon,  also  called  Desinga  Nadu,  was  annexed  to  Travancore. 
It  was  one  of  the  greatest  ports  in  Malabar.  With  the 
opening  of  the  Railway,  Quilon  finds  herself  in  direct 


and  easy  communication  with  the  towns  of  the  Madras 
Presidency  and  is  likely  to  regain  her  former  position  as  an  im¬ 
portant  commercial  centre.  The  Palace  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Raja  on  the  borders  of  the  Quilon  lake,  which  has  come  to 
be  known  as  the  Loch  Lomond  of  Travancore,  commands  an 
enchanting  scenery.  Cotton  spinning  and  weaving  and  the 
manufacture  of  tiles  are  its  chief  industries.  The  sea-prrt  is  an 
open  roadstead  situated  off  a  bight  in  the  coast  formed  by 
Tangacherri  point  projecting  slightly  beyond  the  coast-line. 
During  the  fine  weather  period"!  from  September  till  May, 
vessels  can  anchor  in  the  inner  anchorage  in  4£  to  5  fathoms  of 
water,  4/10  of  a  mile  off  the  shore.  ( Population  25,135). 

Kayankulam. — This  town  was  formerly  the  capital  of  an 
independent  principality  of  that  name.  In  1746  a.  d.,  the  terri¬ 
tory  was  annexed  to  Travancore.  A  well-attended  market  is 
held  here.  Communicating  by  backwater  with  Cochin  in  the 
north  and  Quilon  in  the  south  by  road  with  Madura  and  Tinne- 
velly  in  the  east,  it  was  a  centre  of  trade  during  the  early  days 
of  the  Dutch  influence-  A  Syrian  Church  appears  to  have  been 
built  at  the  place  so  early  as  829  A.  D.  ( Population  9,172). 

Alleppey. — This  is  the  most  important  commercial  town  in 
the  State.  Open  to  foreign  trade  towards  the  latter  part  of  the 
18th  Century,  it  has  long  been  the  premier  Port  of  Travancore, 
and  has  become  an  important  trade  and  industrial  centre,  having 
backwater  communication  with  the  surreunding  country.  The 
manufacture  fof  coir  matting  is  carried  on  extensively,  besides 
hydraulic  baling  of  coir  yarn  and  fibre  for  foreign  markets. 
Cocoanut  oil  mills  worked  by  steam  power  have  also  been 
established.  The  town  has  an  extensive  canal  system,  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  backwater,  which  affords  considerable  water  front¬ 
age  of  immense  importance  to  mercantile  firms  handling  goods 
and  produce,  all  transport  being  water-borne.  As  a  sea-port, 
Alleppey  owes  its  importance  to  a  mud-bank  off  the  coast, 
which  renders  the  sea  quite  smooth  for  shipping  operations, 
though  it  shifts  its  position  occasionally.  It  is  an  open  road¬ 
stead  with  good  lio]  Iding  ground  of  sand  and  mud.  It  has  a 
very  fine  pier  756  feet  long,  fitted  with  three  hand  cranes,  for 
handling  cargo,  also  large  godown  accommodation-  The  re¬ 
placement  of  the  hand  cranes  by  hydraulic  cranes  is  under 
consideration.  The  Port  is  closed  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon, 
generally  from  about  the  15th  May  till  the  15th  September. 
Steamers,  however,  call  at  or  near  the  Port  during  the  monsoon, 
when  weather  conditions  permit,  and  when  the  mud-bank  is 
sufficiently  developed  to  afford  smooth  water  for  shipping 
operations,  as  may  be  notified  by  the  Marine  Authority. 
(Population  32,074). 
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Kottayam. — This  town,  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Minachil 
river,  is  the  centre  of  the  Syrian  Christian  community  and 
possesses  one  of  the  most  ancient  Syrian  churches  in  all  Malabar. 
It  was  also  the  scene  of  the  early  labours  of  the  Anglican  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  It  exhibits  much  educational  activity  and  possesses  a 
Second  Grade  College  and  several  High  Schools.  The  old  Syrian 
Seminary,  where  English  education  is  said  to  have  been  first  im¬ 
parted  in  Travancore,  is  an  interesting  institution.  Standing 
at  the  portal  of  communication  with  the  Peermade  range  of 
Hills  where  coffee  and  tea  plantations  are  worked  on  a  large 
scale,  Kottayam  serves  as  a  convenient  mart  for  the  exchange  of 
goods  {Population  18,833). 

Changanacherry. — This  town  was  once  the  capital  of  the 
principality  of  Tekkumkur.  Like  Kottayam  .it  is  a  centre  of 
Christian  influence  aud  possesses  the  grandest  Syro-Roman 
Church  on  the  Malabar  Coast.  One  of  the  best-attended  markets 
in  North  Travancore  is  held  here,  and  people  flock  to  it  from 
all  parts.  ( Population  18,955) 

Parur. — A  Rajah  of  Parur  once  ruled  here  before  its  subju¬ 
gation  by  Travancore.  It  is  more  or  less  surrounded  by  Cochin 
territory  and  at  one  time  belonged  to  it.  It  was  made  over  to 
Travancore  in  1702.  {Population  11,949). 

Colachel — Is  the  southernmost  sea-port  in  the  State  and 
is  a  Port  of  call  for  coasting  steamers  when  inducement  offers. 
Foreign  going  steamers  call  occasionally  to  load  monozite  and 
palmyra  fibre  for  Europe.  In  former  years  Travancore  coffee 
was  prepared  and  exported  from  this  Port,  but  this  trade  has  now 
ceased.  There  is  a  group  of  outlying  rocks  in  front  of  the  town 
which  form  a  partial  breakwater,  under  the  shelter  of  which 
landing  and  shipping  operations  are  carried  on  from  the  beach. 
Steamers  anchor  in  7  fathoms  of  water  half  a  mile  off  the 
shore.  Small  vessels  anchor  in  about  5  fathoms,  less  than  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  shore.  ( Population  7,967.)

Revised  Rules  passed  by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja 
of  Travancore  regarding  the  payment  of  interest  to  the 
Debenture  Bond  Holders,  the  transfer  of  Bonds,  etc., 
under  date  the  7th  July  1921,  corresponding  to  the  24th 
Mithunah  1096. 

JSnfaceinerd  for  Payment  of  Interest. 

Interest  on  the  Government  Debenture  bonds  of  1091  M.  e.  is 
payable  at  tlie  Treasury  at  which  the  bonds  have  been  enfaced  for 
payment.  Any  holder  desiring  payment  of  interest  at  any  other 
Treasury  should  therefore  apply,  along  with  the  bond,  to  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  to  Government,  either  direct  or  through  the  Treasury 
Officer  concerned. 

2.  The  Financial  Secretary  will  advise  the  Treasury  Officers  of 
the  issue  of  any  bonds  with  interest  payable  at  their  Treasuries  as 
also  the  transfers  and  eancelments  of  any  such  bond.

V.  Holders  of  cardamom  lands  may  remove  the  undergrowth 
and  fell  such  trees  as  it  is  necessary  to  clear  in  order  to  admit 
sufficient  sunlight  for  the  cultivation  of  cardamoms ;  but  they 
shall  not  fell  any  tree  exceeding  4  feet  in  girth  at  a,  height  of  3  feet 
from  the  ground  without  first  giving  notice  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  Division  who  shall  satisfy  himself  of  the  necessity  to  do  so 
and  then  grant  permission  in  writing.

VII.  The  Superintendent  may  permit  the  burning  of  the 
undergrowth  in  a  new  clearing  provided  the  undergrowth  is 
heaped  and  carefully  removed  from  the  surrounding  jungle.

VIII.  Holders  may  collect  dead  trees  as  fuel  free  of  charge, 
but  no  trees  shall  be  felled  for  firewood.  With  the  permission 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cardamom  Hills  any  holder  may 
fell  trees,  except  royal  trees  growing  on  his  own  holding  for  the 
construction  of  buildings  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  such 
holding,  provided  that  such  felling  does  not  interfere  with  trees 
left  for  shade.  The  trees  so  felled  should  he  used  on  the  estate 
and  should  not  be  removed  outside  it. 

IX.  No  lands  given  for  cardamom  cultivation  shall  be  of  less 
extent  than  two  acres;  but  only  the  extent  that  is  fit  for  growing 
cardamom  will  be  assessed  to  land  revenue,  the  remainder 
although  shown  in  the  survey  number  will  be  treated  as  ur  assess¬ 
ed  waste  but  shall  not  be  cultivated. 

Provided  that  applications  for  land  to  square  off  a  holding 
may  be  entertained  for  less  than  two  acres  and  granted  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cardamom  Hills  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  upset  price  without  auction.

At  the  1 1th  Session  of  the  Assembly,  Mr.  Sanyasi  Mallayan 
Chetti,  Member,  Devicolam  taluk,  made  the  following  represen¬ 
tations  : — 

(1)  That  the  tharavila  on  cardamom  lands  should  be  re¬ 
duced  and  the  system  of  levying  arrears  of  assessment  as  penalty 
abolished. 

(2)  That  the  Forest  Rules  should  be  relaxed  so  as  to 
permit  the  free  use  of  the  Forests  adjoining  cardamom  lands  for 
grazing  purposes  and  also  for  the  free  felling  of  the  reserved 
trees  on  cardamom  lands  for  the  private  use  of  the  ryots. 

(3)  That  the  cardamom  ryots  be  permitted  generally  to 
shoot  such  of  the  wild  animals  as  are  dangerous  to  cultivation. 
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(4)  That  the  Government  might  afford  all  other  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  successful  cultivation  of  cardamom  lands. 

The  above  representations  were  referred  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  Devicolam,  and  the  Conservator  of  Forests,  for  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  their  views  on  the  subject.  Their  replies  have  been 
received  and  considered  by  Government. 

OitDEB  THEBEOS  No.  73S1/L.  R,  DATED  TRIVANDRUM, 

5th  November  1916. 

As  regards  the  first  prayer,  Government  do  not  feel  justified 
in  reducing  the  existing  rate  of  tharavila  on  Cardamom  lands. 
They  have  allowed  the  tharavila  to  be  paid  in  six  instalments  as 
follows: — 

(1)  Rupees  2  per  acre  along  with  the  application,  Rupees 
S  per  acre  prior  to  registry  and  the  balance  of  Rupees  20  in  four 
equal  yearly  instalments.  The  penal  assessment  complained  of 
has  also  been  abolished.  Government  hope  that  these  measures 
would  give  substantial  relief  to  the  ryots. 

(2)  The  Government  agree  with  the  Commissioner, 
Devicolam,  and  the  Conservator,  in  considering  that  no  free 
grazing  can  he  allowed  on  the  Cardamom  Hills,  nor  can  any 
further  concessions  be  given  to  the  ryots  in  the  matter  of  felling 
timber  than  those  allowed  by  the  existing  Cardamom  Rules. 

(3)  With  regard  to  the  third  prayer  of  the  Member,  the 
Government  do  not  see  their  way  to  comply  with  the  Member’s 
request. 

(4)  The  fourth  prayer  is  vague  and  calls  for  no  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  Government  apprehend  that  the  grievances  of  the 
cardamom  ryots,  so  far  as  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  by  the 
Forest  Department  is  concerned,  are  dne  more  to  their  ignorance 
of  the  existing  rules  than  to  the  rigour  of  Forest  policy.  The 
Commissioner,  Devicolam  Division,  will  therefore  be  requested 
to  arrange  for  the  existing  Cardamom  Rules  being  given  wide 
publicity  in  the  cardamom  area  by  a  wide  distribution  of  the 
Rules,  both  in  English  and  in  the  Vernaculars,  among  the  ryots.

Revised  rules  far  the  grant  of  licenses  to  explore  and  prospect 
for  minerals  and  of  mining  leases  sanctioned  by  Bis  Highness  the 
Maha  Rajah  on  the  17th  May  1808  as  amended  by  Notification  dated 
8th  March  1916. 

In  these  rules — 

Person  includes  any  persons,  syndicate,  partnership,  or 
company. 

A  license  or  lease  under  these  rules  may  be  granted  to  any 
person ;  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  person  or  any  of  the  persons 
to  whom  it  is  granted,  it  shall  inure  for  the  benefit  of  the  legal 
representatives. 


Explobing  Licenses. 

1.  A  license  to  explore  land  for  minerals  or  mineral  oil, 
called  .hereinafter  an  exploring  license,  will  authorise  the  licensee 
to  search  the  surface  of  the  land  specified  in  the  license  for 
minerals  of  every  description  and  for  mineral  oil,  and,  subject  to 
such  restrictions  as  the  Sirkar  may  from  time  to  time  impose,,  to 
remove  any  specimens  or  samples  found  by  the  licensee  in  or 
upon  such  land. 

2.  Such  license  shall  not  authorise  the  licensee  to  enter 
upon  any  land  in  the  occupation  of  any  person  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  occupier. 

.3.  Such  license  cannot  be  assigned  nor  can  any  right  or 
interest  thereunder  be  transferred  without  the  assent  of  the 
Sirkar.  '  . 

.  ..  4.  Such  license  shall  not  authorise  the  licensee  to  mine  or 
quarry,  but  he  may  turn  up  to  such  depth  as  the  Dewan  may 
sanction,  and  subject  to  such  conditions,  as  he  may  impose,  the 
surface  of  unoccupied  land,  or,  with  the  consent  of  the  occupier, 
that  of  and  in  the  occupation  of  any  person. 

•  Siite —  The  surface  of  an  unoccupied  and  unreserved  land  which,  is  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  Sirkar  may  be  freely  searched  without  a  license,  but  the  Sirkar  does  not 
object  to  granting  a  license  to  explore  whoa  one  is  applied  for,  . .

5.  Such  license  may  be  granted  by  such  person  and  under 
such  rules  as  the  Sirkar  may  prescribe. 

G.  Every  such  license  shall  run  for  one  year,  but  may  be 
renewed  for  further  similar  term  by  the  same  authority,  and 
there  shall  be  paid  for  each  license  or  renewal  such  fee,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Es.  10  as  the  Sirkar  may  prescribe. 

7.  A  royalty  shall  he  payable  to  the  Sirkar  on  the  value  of 
all  precious  stones  found  and  removed  by  an  explorer,  whether 
he  has  taken  out  a  license  or  not.  In  tb.e  case  of  licenses  such 
royalty  shall  be  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  15  per  cent  as  shall 
be’ fixed  by  the  license,  and  in  the  case  of  an  unlicensed  explorer, 
shall  be  15  per  cent  on  the  value  of  the  stones  removed.  Neglect 
to  report  the  discovery  of  any  such  stone  within  a  reasonable 
time  shall  involve  the  forfeiture  of  the  license  and  of  all  claim  to 
have  an  application  for  a  prospecting  license  or  a  mining,  lease 
favourably  considered. 

8.  Such  license  shall  give  no  exclusive  or  preferential 
rights,  but  in  considering  rival  claims  for  prospecting  license  or 
mining  lease,  due  regard  will  be  had  to  operations  conducted 
under  cover  of  an  exploring  'license. 

Prospecting  Licenses. 

9.  A  license  to  prospect  for  minerals  or  mineral  oil,  called 
hereinafter  a  prospecting  license,  shall  confer  on  the  licensee  the 
sole  right,  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the  license,  to 
mine,  to  quarry,  bore,  dig  and  search  for,  win,  work,  and  carry 
away  any  mineral  or  mineral  oil  specified  in  the  license,  and 
lying  or  being  within,  under  or  throughout  the  land  specified  in 
the  license.  Such  license  shall  apply  only  to  the  area  described 
in  the  license. 

10.  No  prospecting  license  shall  be  granted  except  to  a 
person  approved  by  the  Sirkar,  and  such  person  shall,  before  the 
license  is  granted,  deposit  as  security  in  respect  of  each  license 
such  sum,  not  being  less  than  Rs.  100,  as  the  Dewan  may  deter¬ 
mine  or  give  security  to  the  like  amount  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Dewan.  Subject  to  such  deduction  on  account  of  compensa¬ 
tion  for  surface  damage  as  the  Dewan  may  order,  the '  amount  of 
any  deposit  made  under  this  rule,  should  the  depositor  afterwards 
become  the  lessee  of  any  fining  lease,  will  he  carried  to  his 
credit  as  part  of  the  rents  and  royalties  payable  under  his  lease, 
and  should  he  decline  or  fail  to  obtain  any  such  lease  as  afore¬ 
said,  will  be  returned  to  him. 

11.  (1)  Every  application  for  a  prospecting  license  shall 
be  made  to  the  Dewan. 

(2)  Every  such  application  shall  contain  the  following 
particulars,  namely —

(9)  Period  for  which  granted. 

15.  Every  prospecting  license  shall  contain  such  conditions 
as  may  in  any  particular  case  seem  necessary,  and  shail  in  all 
cases  contain  the  following  conditions: — 

(i)  The  term  for  which  the  license  shall  be  granted  shall 
be  one  year  or  such  shorter  term  as  the  applicant  may  desire. 
The  license  may  be  renewed  by  the  Dewan  for  a  further  term 
not  exceeding  two  years,  whenever  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
licensee  has  been  prevented  from  completing  his  search  of  the 
land  by  any  cause  other  than  his  own  default. 

(ii)  A  moderate  rent  not  exceeding  one  rupee  per  acre 
shall  be  paid  for  the  land  covered  by  license. 

(iii)  The  licensee  shall  pay  a  royalty  at  a  rate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  15  per  cent  of  the  value  on  all  precious  stones  won  and 
carried  away,  and  a  royalty  at  the  rates  specified  in  schedule  C 
on  all  other  minerals  won  and  carried  away  over  and  above  such 
quantity  as  the  Sirkar  may  allow  to  be  taken  free  for  purpose  of 
experiment. 
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(iv)  No  land  in.  the  occupation  of  any  person  shall  he 
entered  upon  without  the  consent  of  the  occupier,  and  no  trees, 
standing  crops,  or  other  private  property  shall  be  cut  or  in  any 
way  injured  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof. 

(v)  The  licensee  shall  make  and  pay  reasonable  satis¬ 
faction  and  compensation  for  all  injury  which  may  be  done  by 
him  in  exercise  of  the  powers  granted  by  the  license  and  shall 
identify  the  Sirkar  against  ail  claims  which  may  he  made  by 
third  parties  in  respect  of  any  such  damage  of  injury. 

(vi)  The  licensee  shall  not  cut  or  injure  any  tree  on  un¬ 
occupied  and  unreserved  land  without  the  permission  of  the 
Dewan  in  writing. 

(vii)  Such  license  cannot  be  assigned  nor  can  any  right 
or  interest  thereunder  be  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the 
Sirkar. 

(viii)  In  case  of  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  licensee 
of  any  of  the  five  last  preceding  clauses,  the  Dewan  may  sum¬ 
marily  revoke  the  license,  and  thereupon  all  rights  conferred 
thereby  or  enjoyed  thereunder  shall  cease. 

(ix)  The  licensee  shall,  within  six  months  next  after  the 
determination  of  the  license  or  the  date  of  the  abandonment  of 
the  undertaking,  whichever  shall  first  occur,  securely  plug  any 
bores  and  fill  up  or  fence  any  holes  or  excavations  that  he  may 
have  made  in  the  land  to  such  extent  as  the  Dewan  may  require, 
and  shall  to  the  like  extent  restore  the  surface  of  the  land  and 
all  buildings  thereon  which  he  may  have  damaged  in  the  course 
of  prospecting.  Provided  that  this  clause  shall  not  apply  to  any 
land  held  under  a  mining  lease. 

(x)  Should  any  question  of  dispute  arise  regarding  the 
license,  or  any  matter  or  thing  connected  therewith,  or  the

16.  On  or  before  the  determination  of  his  license,  the 
licensee  shall  have  a  right,  subject  to  the  rules  hereinafter  con¬ 
tained  and  to  the  proviso  contained  in  rule  26  as  regards  the 
grant  of  mining  lease: — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  mineral  oil  or  minerals  other  than 
precious  stones,  to  a  mining  lease  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
contained  in  rules  for  mining  leases; 

(i)  in  the  case  of  precious  stones,  to  the  first  offer  of  such 
mining  lease  as  the  Sirkar  may  think  fit  to  grant. 

Such  lease  may  include  so  much  land,  whether  comprising 
the  whole  or  a  part  only  of  the  area  for  which  the  prospecting 
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license  was  granted,  as  shall  not  exceed  the  area  specified  with 
respect  to  mining  leases  in  schedule  A  annexed  to  these  rules. 

Minins  Leases. 

17.  Every  application  fo.r  the  grant  of  mining  lease  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Dewan.  The  Sirkar  may  by  general  or 
special  order  require  a  deposit  of  money  not  exceeding  Bs.  500 
to  be  made  by  the  applicant  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases  before 
the  application  is  taken  into  consideration. 

18.  Every  application  for  a  mining  lease  shall  contain — 

(а)  the  name,  residence  and  profession  of  the  applicant; 

(б)  the  name  of  the  mineral  for  which  the  applicant  in¬ 

tends  to  mine; 

(c)  a  map  of  the  area  over  which  the  proposed  lease  is 
to  extend. 

19.  On  receipt  of  any  such  application,  the  Dewan  may, 
if  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a  lease  under  Buie  16,  or  if  he 
considers  that  the  applicant  should  be  granted  a  mining  lease, 
grant  the  same  with  the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha 
Baja,  in  accordance  with  these  rules  over  such  one  or  more 
blocks,  each  not  exceeding  in  extent  the  area  specified  in  sche¬ 
dule  A  annexed  to  these  rules  as  the  Sirkar  may  think  fit. 

Provided  that  no  mining  lease  shall  be  granted  under  these 
rules  so  as  to  cause  the  total  area  held  under  mining  leases  by 
the  lessee  or.  by  those  joint  in  interest  with  him  to  exceed  ten 
square  miles. 

Provided  also  that  the  area  covered  by  any  lease  or  sub¬ 
lease  shall  be  such  as  to  leave  unallocated  a  substantial  portion 
of  the  deposits,  within  the  State,  of  the  mineral  affected  this 
condition  being  of  special  importance  when  the  mineral  is  of 
rare  occurrence.

21.  The  terms  for  which  a  mining  lease  may  be  granted 
shall  not  exceed  thirty  years. 

22.  Every  such  lease  shall  contain  such  conditions  and 
stipulations  as  the  Sirkar  may  in  each  case  consider  necessary; 
but  shall  in  every  case  contain  the  following  conditions, 
namely: — 

(i)  the  lessee  shall  pay  a  royalty  at  the  rate  specified  in 
the  lease  which  rate  shall  be  that  fixed  for  the  particular 
mineral  in  schedule  C;  and  if  any  other  mineral  shall  he  dis¬ 
covered  by  him  then  the  royalty  shall  be  paid  therefor  at  such 
rate,  not  being  less  than  20  per  cent  of  the  value  thereof,  as  the 
Sirkar  may  determine,  until  a  mining  lease  has  been  obtained 
in  respect  of  such  mineral;  but  the  lessee  shall  be  entitled  to

(i)  the  lessee  shall  also  pay  for  every  year  after  the  first 
year  a  fixed  yearly  dead  rent  at  a  rate  not  less  than  that  laid 
down  in  schedule  B;  provided  that  no  lessee  shall  pay  both 
royalty  and  dead  rent  in  respect  of  the  same  lease,  but  only  such 
one  of  them  as  may  be  of  the  greater  amount; 

(iii)  the  lessee  shall  also  pay  for  all  land  which  he  may 
take  up,  use  or  occupy  for  the  purpose  of  the  mine  a  surface 
rent  at  the  rates  specified  in  schedule  B ;

(v)  the  lessee  shall  make  and  pay  reasonable  satisfaction 
and  compensation  for  injury  which  may  be  done  by  him  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  granted  by  the  lease,  and  shall  indemnify 
the  Sirkar  against  all  claims  which  may  be  made  by  third  par¬ 
ties  in  respect  of  any  such  injury ;

(x)  the  lessee  shall  allow  any  officer  authorised  by  the 
Sirkar  in  that  behalf  to  enter  upon  the  premises  comprised  in 
the  lease  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same ; 

(xi)  the  lessee  shall  without  delay  send  to  the  Dewan  a 
report  of  any  accident  which  may  occur  at  or  in  the  said  premises

— All  information  and  returns  obtained  or  furnished  m  der  this  clause 
shall  be  treated  as  strictly  confidential. 
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(xii)  should  the  royalty  or  rent  reserved  or  made  payable 
by  the  lease  hut  not  paid  within  two  months  next  after  the  date 
fixed  in  the  lease  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  the  Sirkar  may 
enter  upon  the  said  premises  and  distrain  all  or  any  of  the 
minerals  or  movable  property  therein,  and  may  carry  away  or 
detain  them  until  the  rent  or  royalty  due  and  all  costs  arid  ex¬ 
penses  occasioned  by  the  non-payment  thereof  shall  he  fully 
paid ;  and,  if  any  royalty  or  rent  remain  at  any  time  unpaid  for 
six  calendar  months  after  the  date  on  which  it  is  due,  the  Sirkar 
■may  determine  the  lease  and  take  possession  of  the  premises 
comprised  therein ;  and  in  such  case  the  deposit  referred  to  in 
Rule  17  above  is  also  liable  to  forfeiture ; 

(xiii)  in  the  case  of  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  lessee 
of  any  covenant  or  condition  contained  in  the  lease,  the  Sirkar 
may  determine  the  lease  and  take  possession  of  the  premises; 

(xiv)  at  the  end  or  sooner  determination  of  the  lease,  the 
lessee,  shall  deliver  up  the  said  premises  and  all  mines  (if  any) 
dug  therein,  in  a  proper  and  workmanlike  state,  save  in  respect  of 
any  working  as  to  which  the  Sirkar  may  have  sanctioned  abandon¬ 
ment  ; 

(xv)  should  any  question  or  dispute  arise  regarding  the  lease 
or  any  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the  mines  or  minerals 
leased,  or  the  working  or  non-working  thereof,  or  the  amount  or 
payment  of  the  royalty  or  rent  reserved  or  made  payable  by  the 
lease,  the  matter  in  difference  shall  be  decided  by  the  Sirkar  whose 
decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

(xvi)  No  lessee  or  sub-lessee  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
into  any  arrangement  with  any  other  person  or  corporation  for 
the  joint  control  of  the  price,  output  or  sale  of  the  product. 

General  provisions  as  to  licenses  and  leases. 

23.  (1)  All  operations  conducted  under  the  authority  of  these 

rules  within  a  reserved  forest  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  the  Sirkar  may  by  general  or  -special  order  from  time  to  time, 
prescribe. 

(2)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  every  license  granted  under 
these  rules  that,  before  the  commencement  of  exploration  or  pros¬ 
pecting  (as  the  case  may  be)  within  a  reserved  forest,  notice  shall 
he  given  to  the  Conservator  of  the  intention  to  commence  opera¬ 
tions  and  that  the  operations  shall  he  conducted  subject  to  any 
conditions  regarding  the  use  of  fire  that  he  may  prescribe, 

(3)  Every  mining  lease  which  includes  any  portion  of  a  re¬ 
served  forest,  shall,  if  it  authorises  the  lessee  to  fell  timber  for 
mining  purposes,  specify  the  area  within  which,  or  the  quantity 
up-  to  which  and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which,  he  may 
exercise  that  authority. 
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24.  Should  the  applicant  for  a  prospecting  license  or  raining 
lease  desire  the  Dewan  to  prepare  for  him  the  sketch  required  by 
Kule  1 1  (2)  (6)  or  the  map  required  by  Buie  18  (o),  or  should  the 
sketch  or  map  presented  by  the  applicant  be  insufficient,  the 
Dewan  may  prepare  the  sketch  or  map  required  and  may,  if  he 
so  order,  recover  the  cost  from  the  applicant  at  a  rate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  four  annas  per  acre.  If  the  Sirkar  has  prepared  a  map  of  a 
tract  of  country  specially  for  the  convenience  of  the  intending 
applicants  for  licenses  and  leases  under  these  rules  and  if  any 
applicant  makes  use  of  such  map  for  the  sketch  or  map  aforesaid, 
it  will  he  open  to  the  Sirkar  to  recover  as  above  such  share  of  the 
cost  of  preparing  the  map  as  it  may  consider  to  be  equitably  due 
from  applicant. 

25.  If  a  license  or  lease  is  not  executed  within  6  months  after 
leave  has  been  granted  for  it,  the  right  of  the  applicant  to  such 
license  or  lease  shall  be  held  to  have  lapsed,  unless  the  Sirkar  for 
special  reasons  consents  to  grant  the  same,  notwithstanding  the 
delay. 

26-  Any  prospecting  license  which  may  be  issued  under  the 
foregoing  rules  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  proviso  that  the  grant 
of  mining  lease  of  any  portion  of  the  area  prospected  shall  be 
conditional  on  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government  of  India.

— Liberty  and  power  to  dig,  sink,  drive,  make, 
repair  and  use  all  such  pits,  shafts,  drifts,  levels,  water  gates,  water 
courses,  air  gates  and  other  works  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
for  searching  for,  mining,  working  and  getting  the  said  mines 
and  premises  and  for  ventilating  and  draining  the  same. 

3.  To  appropriate  water. — Liberty  and  power  to  appropriate 
and  use  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the  working  of  the  said 
mines  the  water  upon  or  within  any  of  the  said  lands  and  to 
collect  and  impound  the  same  in  ponds,  reservoirs  or  otherwise 
for  the  purpose  of  working  the  said  mines,  but  so  that  in  the 
exercise  of  this  privilege  the  lessee  shall  not  deprive  any  lands, 
Villages,  houses  or  watering  places  for  cattle  of  a  reasonable 
quantity  of  water  as  before  accustomed  and  do  not  in  any  maimer 
foul,  impregnate  or  otherwise  deteriorate,  any  springs  or  streams 
of  water,  so  as  to  render  them  useless  or  unprofitable,  and  so  also 
that  no  mining  operations  be  commenced  or  carried  on  within 
a  distance  of  70  yards  of  any  irrigation  source  or  channel  without 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Dewan  and  upon  such  terms  as  he 
may  decide. 

4.  To  appropriate  land  for  stacking.- — Liberty  and  power 
to  enter  into  and  open,  use  and  occupy,  a  sufficient  part  of  the 
said  lands  adjoining  any  pits,  for  depositing  and  heaping  thereon 
the  produce  of  the  said  mines  .and  all  the  earth-soil  and  other 
substances  dug  up  and  brought  to  the  surface  in  or  about  the 
working  of  the  same  and  for  otherwise  carrying  on  the  works 
of  the  said  mines. 

5.  To  prepare  and  make  merchantable . gotten. — 

Liberty  and  power  in  and  upon  the  said  land  to  dress,  prepare 
and  make  merchantable  any.. . that  may  be  obtained  there¬ 

from,  whether  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  otherwise. 

Note  -ThePakuthi,  Muri,Proverthy  and  Burvey  numbers  should  be  mentioned 
wherever  possible  as  alao  boundaries. 
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C.  To  lead  and  carry  away  Liberty  and  power, 

to  take  and  carry  away  over  the  said  lands  the  to  -  be 

gotten  as  aforesaid  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  at  his  own' will 
and  pleasure. 

7.  To  erect  houses  Ac. — Liberty  and  power  to  erect,  set  up 
and  make,  in  upon  and  over,  the  said  lands,  workments 
houses,  sheds,  engines,  machinery,  pumps,  furnaces,  buildings, 
erections,  lines,  tram-roads,  and  other  roads  and  works  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  effectual  working  of  the  said  mines  and  the 
exercise  of  the  several  liberties  and  powers  hereinbefore 
granted. 

8.  To  get  gravel  Ac. — Liberty  and  power  to  search  for,  get 
and  dig  gravel,  sand  and  stone  within  the  said  lands  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  second  part  of  this  schedule,  but  not 
for  sale  and  also  to  dig  for  and  get  clay  and  to  make  and  burn 
the  same  into  bricks  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  not  for 
sale. 

Part  III. — Rbstbictions  and  conditions  as  to  the 

EXERCISE  OF  THE  ABOVE  LIBERTIES,  POWERS  AND  PRIVILEGES. 

1.  No  Building  fyc.,  upon  sacred  places. — No  shaft;  pit, 
enginework,  building  or  thing,  shall  be  sunk,  opened,  made  or 
erected  and  no  surface  operations  shall  he  carried  on  by  the 
lessee  by  virtue  of  the  liberties  and  privileges  above  granted, 
in  or  upon  any  place  of  worship,  sacred  grove,  burial  ground, 
tanks,  water-courses,  house,  village-site,  public  road  or  other 
place  in  respect  of  which  on  public  grounds  it  appears  to  the 
Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  of  Travancore, 
that  objections  exist  to  so  doing,  nor  in  such  a  way  as  to  injure 
or  affect  any  Railways,  reservoirs,  canals  and  other  public  works 
or  any  inhabited  sites,  buildings  or  other  works,  property  or 
rights  of  private  individuals,  nor  shall  any  land  he  taken  or 
occupied  for  any  of  the  above  purposes,  if  the  same  is  already  in 
the  occupation  of  and  used  by  any  person  other  than  the  lessor 
for  other  works,  or  purposes  not  included  in  this  present  demise 
if  any  other  lands  not  so  occupied  and  used  are  suitable  and 
convenient  and  equally  available  for  any  such  shaft,  pit  engine- 
work,  building  or  thing  or  for  surface  operations. 

2.  Notice  to  be  given  before  entering  on  lands,  and  lessor  to 

beat  liberty  to  object  to  proposed  site. — Before  taking  any  land 
for  surface  operations  whch  has  not  already  been  used  for  such 
operations,  the  lessee  shall  give  to  the  lessor’s  agent  (who  for  the 
purpose  of  this  clause  shall  he  taken  to  he  the  Dewan  Peishkar 
of  for  the  time  being!  two  calendar  months’  previous 

notice  in  writing  specifying,  by  name  or  other  suffiicient 
designation,  and  by  quantity  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken,  and 
the  purpose  for  which  the  same  is  required.  The  lessor’s  agent 
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may  at  any  time  within  two  calendar  months  from  the  receipt 
of  such  notice  state  his  objection,  if  any,  to  the  proposed  site 
and  the  ^validity  of  such  objections,  in  case  of  dispute,  shall  be 
determined  by  reference  to  His  Highness  the  Maharajah’s 
Government,  whose  decisiomthereon  shall  be  final. 

3.  Lessee  not  to  cut  down  trees  without  sanction. — The 
lessee  shall  not  without  express  sanction  in  writing  of  the 
Dewan  or  any  officer  duly  authorised  by  him  in  that  behalf,  cut 
down  or  injure  any  timber  or  tree  on  tlie  said  lands  belonging  to 
Government  or  any  specially  reserved  timber  or  tree,  such  as, 
teak,  ebony,  blackwood,  sandal ;  but  may  acquire  any  such  trees 
at  prices  fixed  by  Dewan.  He  may  however  clear  away  brush¬ 
wood  or  undergrowth  which  interferes  with  the  due  exercise  of 
the  liberties  and  privileges  above  granted. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  notwithstanding  anything  in  this 
clause  contained,  the  lessee  shall  not  enter,  for  the  purpose  of 
commencing  eperations  under  the  rights  and  liberties  hereby 
granted,  upon  any  reserved  forest  included  in  the  land  delineated 
in  the  plan  hereunto  annexed  without  giving  15  days’  previous 
written  notice  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests,  nor  without 
obtaining  the  sanction  in  writing  of  that  officer  upon  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  such  officer  may  in  his  discretion  prescribe.  Provided, 
always,  that  such  decision  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests  shall  be 
open  to  appeal,  if  made  within  thirty  days  from  such  decision, 
tc  the  Dewan,  whose  decision  in  such  case  shall  be  final. 

Part  IV.  Rights  reserved  to  lessor. 

1.  Liberty  for  lessor  to  work  minerals  &c.—  Liberty  and 
power  subject  to  the  provisions  in  clause  9  of  Part  VII,  for  him 
the  lessor  aud  any  lessee  or  other  person  authorised  by  him  in 
that  behalf  to  enter  into  upon  the  said  lands  and  to  search  for, 
dig,  work  and  get  any  mineral  or  substance  other  than 
in,  upon  or  under  the  said  lands  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  to 
sink,  make,  erect  and  use  such  pits,  shafts,  levels,  drains,  water¬ 
courses,  reservoirs,  tunnels,  buildings,  engines,  or  machinery, 
canals,  railways,  wagon- ways  and  other  ways  works  and  conven¬ 
iences  upon,  through  or  under  the  said  lands  as  shall  be  necessary 
or  expedient.  Provided  always  that  the  said  reserved  rights  and 
privileges  to  work  for  minerals  other  than  shall  be  exercis¬ 

ed  and  enjoyed  in  such  manner  as  not  to  hinder  or  interfere  with 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  lessee  under  these  presents  and 
provided  also  that  fair  and  proper  compensation  shall  be  paid  by 
the  lessor  to  the  lessee  for  all  loss,  damages  or  injury  which  the 
lessee  may  sustain  to  be  put  to  by  reason  or  in  consequence  of 
the  exercise  of  the  said  reserved  rights  and  privileges  to  work  for 
minerals  other  than  the  amount  of  such  compensation  to  be 
settled  in  case  of  difference  by  reference  to  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Rajah’s  Government  whose  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 
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Provided  further  that  no  mining  lease  shall  be  granted  to  any 
third  party  in  respect  of  any  new  mineral  or  substance,  other' 
than  in,  upon  or.  under  the  said  lands  until  -the 

lessee  has  had  an  opportunity  of  exercising  his  right  of  option 
clause  9  of  Part  VII  hereinafter-  provided  and  has-  failed  to 
exercise  such  option. 

2.  Liberty  to  re-enter. — Liberty  and  power  for  the  lessor,  if. 
the  lessee  shall  not  within  two  years  from  the.  commencement 
of  the  said  term  hereby  granted  have  started  operations  under 
this  lease  to  some  substantial  extent ;  or,  if  at  any  time,  during 
the  said  term  after  such  operations  shall  have  been  started  the 
same  shall  not,  unless  prevented  by  nna voidable  cause,  be  carried 
effectually  in  a  proper,  skilful  and  mining-like  manner  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Government,  to  re-enter  upon  the  said 
premises  and  to  hold  the  same  and  to  lease  the  same  to  third 
parties  or  to  'otherwise  deal  with  the  same  as  if  this  lease  had 
not  been  made. 

3.  Liberty  to  make  roads. — Liberty  and  power  for  the  lessor 
and  all  persons  authorised  by  him  at  all  times  during  the  said' 
term  to  enter  upon  the  said  lands  and  to  make  and  maintain  all 
such  surface  roads  and  ways  in,. upon  or  across  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  as  he  or  they  shall  think  proper  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever,  and  to  obtain  from  and  out  of  the  said  lands  such 
stone,  earth  and  other  materials  as  may  be  necessary  or  requisite' 
for  making,  repairing  or  maintaining  such  roads  and  ways.

8.  Surface  rent.— The  further  yearly  rent  of  one  rupee  per 
acre  or  fraction  of  an  acre  of  land  the  surface  whereof  shall  be 
occupied  or  used  by  the  lessee  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
demise,  the  said  surface  rent  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  same

manner  above  appointed  in  that  behalf  and  will  also  pay  and 
discharge  all  taxes,  rates,  assessments  and  impositions  whatso¬ 
ever,  being  in  the  nature  of  public  demands  which  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  charged,  assessed  or  imposed  upon  the  said  mines 
or  any  part  thereof,,  by  authority  of  the  Government  of  Travan- 
core,  except  demands  for  land  revenue  and  will  also  pay  interest

2.  To  erect  boundary  marks. — The  lessee  will  at  his  own 
expense  forthwith  erect  and  at  all  times  maintain  and  keep  in 
repair  boundary  marks  and  pillars  according  to  the  demarcation 
shown  in  the  plan  hereto  annexed  so  that  the  boundaries  of  the 
said  lands  may  at  all  times  be  maintained. 

3.  To  work  continuously. — The  lessee  will  "within  two  years 

from  the  commencement  of  the  term  hereby  granted  start  and 
work  the  said  mines  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Government 
and  will  thereafter  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this 
lease  unless  prevented  by  unavoidable  cause,  continuously  work 
for,  in  a  proper  skilful  and  mining-like  manner,  and  as  far  as 
possible  obtain  from  the  said  lands  and  maintain  in 

good  repair,  working  order  and  condition  and .  work  all  mines 
when  opened  without  voluntary  intermission  in  a  proper  skilful 
and  mining-like  manner  and  upon  the  most  approved  principle 
without  doing  or  permitting  to  be  done  any  unnecessary  or 
avoidable  damage  to  the  surface  of  the  said  lands  ,  within  or  . 
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under  which,  the  said  mines  may  lie  and  will  not  cultivate  or  use 
the  said  lands  in  any  manner  save  for  the  purposes  qf  this 
demise  and  the  rights  hereby  granted. 

4.  To  secure  pits  and  shafts. — ’The  lessee  will  well  and  pro¬ 
perly  secure  and  keep  open  with  timber  or  other  durable  means

But,  the  lessor  will  so 
far  as  is  compatible  with  the  objects  aforesaid  select  the  land  to 
be  set  apart  and  appropriated  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere

6.  Not  f  j  obstruct  roads  dc. — The  lessee  will  keep  open  and  in 
no  way  obstruct  any  road,  path  or  by- way  of  any  kind  whatsoever 
now  existing  on  the  said  lands. 

7.  Lessor  to  inspect. — The  lessor’s  agents,  servants  and  work¬ 
men  shall  he  at  liberty  at  all  reasonable  times  during  the  said 
term  to  enter  upon  the  said  premises  and  to  inspect  and  examine 
all  works  carried  on  by  the  lessee  under  the  liberties  hereinbe¬ 
fore  granted,  and  the  lessee  with  proper  persons  employed  by 
him  and  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  the  mines  and  works 
will  effectually  assist  the  lessor’s  agents,  servants  and  workmen 
in  conducting  such  inspection  and  will  afford  them  all  informa¬ 
tion  connected  with  the  working  of  the  mines  which  they  may 
reasonably  require  and  will  also  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  during  the  said  term  hereby  granted  conform  to  and  observe 
all  orders  and  regulations  which  the  lessor  as  the  result  of  such 
inspection  may  from  time  to  time  see  fit  to  impose  in  the  interest^ 
of  public  health  and  safety. 


8.  To  report  accidents. — The  lessee  will  without  delay  send  to

^Police  Officer,  reports  of  any  accident  which  may  at  any  time 
occur  at  or  in  the  said  lands  or  any  pit  or  shaft  or  mine. 

9.  To  report  finding  o;  minerals,  £c.  ether  than. — The  lessee 
Will  at  all  times  upon  finding  any  mineral  or  product  other  than 
that  or  those  for  which  this  lease  is  granted  immediately  report 
such  finding  in  writing  to  the  Dewan  with  full  particulars  of  the 
nature  and  position  of  each  find,  and  if  the  lessee  is  desirous  of 
working  or  winning  such  new  mineral  or  product  he  will  pay  to 
the  lessor  a  royalty  on  all  that  he  may  work  or  win  at  such  rate 
not  being  less  than  20  per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof  as  the 
.Dewan  may  determine,  (the  value  being  that  from  time  to  time 
prescribed  by  the  Travaneore  Government,  and  in  the  event  of 
any  dispute  as  to  such  value,  the  decision  of  the  said  Govern¬ 
ment  being  final  and  conclusive),  until  a  fresh  mining  lease  may 
have  been  given  in  respect  of  such  new  mineral  or  product;  and 
the  lessee  will  at  any  time  after  discovery  of  such  new  mineral 
or  product  he  entitled  to  obtain  a  mining  lease  therefor,  or  if 
precious  stones  be  concerned,  the  first  offer  of  a  mining  lease 
therefor,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  Buie  16 
of  the  revised  rules  passed  by  the  Travaneore  Government  for 
the  grant  of  prospecting  licenses  dated  the  17th  May  1908,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  lessee  exercises  his  right  of  option  hereby  given 
within  6  months  from  the  date  of  such  discovery  or  find. 

10.  To  keep  hooks  of  accounts  or  registers. — The  lessee  will 
at  all  times  during  the  said  term  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  at  the 
office  or  counting  house  of  the  works,  to  be  situate  in  or  conti¬ 
guous  to  some  part  of  the  said  lands,  correct  and  intelligible 
books  of  accounts  upon  such  plan  or  principle  and  in  such  form 
as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Travaneore  Government,  which 
books  shall  contain  accurate  entries  of  (1)  the  quantity  of 

raised  and  brought  to  hank  from  the  mines  which  have  been 
or  may  be  made  or  sunk  by  the  lessee  or  otherwise  gotten  by 
him  under  the  license  and  liberty  on  that  behalf  hereinbefore 
contained,  (2)  the  quantity  of  sold  and  exported  from  the  said 
mines  and  (3)  the  quantity  of  otherwise  disposed  of  and  the 
manner  and  purpose  in  and  for  which  the  same  have  been  or  are 
intended  to  be  applied,  (4)  the  number  of  persons  employed  in 
the  said  mines  and  works,  together  with  all  other  facts  necessary 
or  proper  for  conveniently  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  royalty 
from  time  to  time  payable  under  these  presents  and  the  manner 
in  which  such  has  been  disposed  of  and  will  also  at  his  own 
expense  furnish  to  such  officer  as  the  said  Government  may  from 
time  to  time  direct  and  at  such  times  as  the  said  Government 
may  appoint,  true  and  correct  abstracts  Of  all  or  any  of  such 
accounts  &c.,  and  returns  and  will  at  all  reasonable  times  allow 
guch  officers  or  persons  as  the  said  Government  shall  in  that 


behalf  appoint,  to  enter  into  and  have  free  access  to  the  ;eaid 
office  or  counting  house  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  ins¬ 
pecting  the  said  several  books  of  account  and  to  take  copies 
thereof  and  make  extracts  therefrom. 

11.  To  keep  plans  of  working. — The  lessee  will  at  all  times 
during  the  said  term  cause  to  be  rnide  and  kept  at  the  said  office 
or  counting  bouse  true  and  eo  erect  and  intelligible  plans  and 
sections  of  the  said  mines  and  workings  which  plans  and  sections 
shall  shew  as  well  the  operation  and  workings  which  have  been 
carried  on,  as  also  all  views,  faults  and  other  disturbances  which 
have  been  observed  and  encountered  in  such  workings  and  opera¬ 
tions  and  all  such  plans  and  sections  shall  be  made,  amended, 
and  filled  up  by  and  from  actual  survey  to  be  made  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  at  the  end  of  every  period  of  twelve  calendar  months  and 
the  lessee  will  at  his  own  cost  furnish  to  the  lessor  true  and 
correct  copies  of  such  plans  and  sections  when  thereunt'o 
required. 

12.  To  provide  weighing  machine. — The  lessee  will  provide 
and  at  all  times  keep  at  or  near  the  pit-head  or  each  of  the  pit- 
heads  at  which  the  produce  of  the  said  mine  shall  be  brought  to 
bank,  or  at  or  near  the  workings  or  each  of  the  works  where 
such  produce  shall  be  gotten,  a  good  and  properly  constructed 
weighing  machine  and  will  weigh  or  cause  to  be  weighed  all 

brought  to  bank  from  or  out  of  the  mines  hereby  demised 
or  which  may  be  sunk  or  made  by  the  lessee  under  the  license 
and  liberty  in  that  behalf  herein  before  contained  and  -will  at 
the  end  of  each  day  cause  the  total  weight  of  the  gotten 

during  the  previous  24  hours  and  weighed  as  aforesaid  to  he 
entered  in  the  aforesaid  book  or  books  of  account;  the  lessee  will 
also  weigh  or  cause  to  be  weighed  in  the  said  machine  or 
machines  all  sold  at  or  exported  from  the  said  mines  and 

will  cause  true  and  correct  entries  to  be  made  daily  in  the 
aforesaid  books  of  account  of  all  so  sold  or  exported,  and 

it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  lessor  at  all  times  during  the  said  term 
to  employ  any  person  or  persons  to  be  present  at  the  raisi  ng 
eetting  and  weighing  of  the  said  and  the  removal  thereof 

from  the  mines  or  works  for  sale  or  for  export  and  to  keep  ac¬ 
counts  thereof  and  to  check  the  accounts  kept  by  the  lessee. 

13.  The  lessor  may  test  weighing  machine.— Thei  lessor  may 
through  his  agents  or  servants,  at  any  time  or  times  during  the 
said  term,  examine  and  test  each. and  every  weighing  machine  or 
machines  to  be  provided  and  kept  by  the  lessee  as  aforesaid  and  the 
weights  used  therewith  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  same  re¬ 
spectively  are  correct  and  in  good  repair  and  order,  and  if  upon  any 
such  examination  or  testing  any  such  weighing  machine  or 
weights  shall  he  found  incorrect  or  out  of  repair  or  order,  it  shall 
be.lawful  for  the  lessor  or  his  agent  to  require  that  the  same  be 
adjusted,  repaired  and  put  in  order  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
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leasee  and  to  hinder  the  use  thereof  in  the  meantime  and  if 
such  requisition  be  not  complied  with  within  14  days  after  the 
sarpe  shall  have  been  made,  the  lessor  or  his  agent  may  cause 
the  said  weighing  machine  and  weights  respectively  to  be  ad¬ 
justed,  repaired  and  to  put  in  order,  and  may  recover  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  so  doing  from  tne  lessee,  and  if  upon  any  such  examina¬ 
tion  or  testing  as  aforesaid  any  error  shall  be  discovered  in  any 
weighing  machine  or  weight  to  the  prejudice  of  the  lessor,  such- 
error  shall  be  considered  to  have  existed  for  3  calender  months 
previous  to  the, discovery  thereof,  or  from  the  last  occasion  of 
so  examining  and  testing  the  same  weighing  machine  and 
weights  in  case  snch  occasion  shall  be  within  such  period  of  3 
months  and  the  said  rent  and  royalty  shall  be  paid  and  account¬ 
ed  for  accordingly. 

14.  Noth  a~ sign  or  underlet  without  license. — The  lessee 
will  not  assign  or  underlet  the  premises  hereby  demised  or  any 
park  thereof,  or  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  or  any 
of  them  to  any  person  or  persons  or  company  without  the  con¬ 
sent  in  writing  previously  obtained  of  the  lessor. 

15.  No'  to  use  the  lend  for  other  purposes. — The  lessee  will 
not  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  ths  lessor  cultivate  any  of 
the  lands  comprised  under,  these  presents,  or  in  any  way  use'the 
said  lands,  save  for  the  purposes  of  the  rights,  licenses  and  liber¬ 
ties  hereby  granted. 

16.  To  ke*p  a  Manager  or  Agent. — The  lessee  will  at  times 
have  at  the  said  premises  a  duly  accredited  manager  or  agent  to 
whom  all  notices  may  be  given  and  all  communications  from  the 
lessor  may  be  made.  If  there  shall  not  at  any  time  be  such  an 
agent  on  the  said  premises  the  lessor  will  be  at  liberty  to  treat 
any  other  person  there  as  such  agent  and  to  serve  all  notices  and 
documents  upon  the  said  agent  or  in  his  absence  upon  any  such 
other  personas  aforesaid,  or  in  the  case  of  there  being  no  such 
olher  person  as. aforesaid  then  by  affixing  such  notices  or  docu¬ 
ments  upon  some  conspicuous  portion  of  the  said  premises  in  the 
occupation  of  the  lessee. 

17.  To  pay  compensatron  for  injury  to  third  parties. — The 
lessee  will  make  and  pay  reasonable  satisfaction  and  compensa¬ 
tion  for  all  injury  which  may  be  done  by  him,  his  agents  or 
servants,  in  exercise  of  the  liberties  and  powers  hereby  granted, 
to  the  property  and  rights  of  third  parties  and  will  at  all  times 
save  harmless,  and  keep  indemnified  the  lessor  from  and  against 
all  actions,  suits,  claims  and  demands  by  such  third  parties 
in  respect  of  any  such  injury. 

18.  To  deliver  up  mines,  do.,  in  good  order. — The  lessee  will  at 
the  end  or  sooner  determination  of  the  said  term  deliver  up  to  the 
lessor  in  good  order,  repair  and  in  a  proper  and  workman-Uke  con¬ 
dition  and  fit  for  future  working  the  said  premises  and  all  mines 


which  have  been  or  may  be  made  or  sunt  by  the  lessee  under  the 
license  and  liberty  in  that  behalf  hereinbefore  contained,  togetller 
with  all  engines,  pits,  shafts,  water-courses,  air-gates,  levels,  and 
fixtures  below  ground-level  and  which  cannot  be  moved  without 
causing  injury  to  the  said  mines,  except  any  pits,  shafts  or  other 
works  which  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  disused  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  and  fair  course  of  working  of  the  said  mines  and  premises 
and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government. 

19.  To  despatch  consignments  only  after  inspection. — The 
lessee  will  not  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Dewan 
Teishkar  of  despatch  any  consignment  of  from 

the  said  mines,  unless  it  shall  have  been  inspected,  and  its  re¬ 
moval  authorised,  by  a  Government  officer  appointed  for  the 
purpose.  The  dates  on  which  the  inspection  will  be  made  will 
be  notified  by  the  Dewan  Teishkar  to  the  lessee,  but  if 

the  lessee  desires  to  despatch  a  consignment  on  any  other  date, 
he  shall  give  the  Dewan  Peishkar  a  fortnight’s  notice  of  such 
intention. 

Paht  Yin.— The  Lessob’s  Covenants. 

1.  For  quiet  enjoyment — The  lessee  paying  the  rents  hereby 
reserved  and  observing  and  performing  the  covenants  and  pro¬ 
visions  herein  contained  and  on  his  part  to  be  observed  and  per¬ 
formed,  shall  and  may  peaceably  and  quietly  hold  and  enjoy  the 
rights  and  premises  hereby  demised  for  and  during  the  term 
hereby  granted  without  any  lawful  interruption  from  or  by  the 
lessor  or  any  person  rightfully  claiming  from  or  under  him. 

2.  Liberty  to  lessee  after  the  expiry  o :  lease  to  enter  and  remove 
machinery  <&>. — The  lessee  may  at  any  time  or  times  within  six 
calendar  months  after  the  determination  of  this  demise  whether 
by  effluxion  of  time  or  otherwise,  enter  into  and  upon  the  said 
lands  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  taking  down,  re¬ 
moving  and  disposing  of  for  his  own  use  and  benefit  and  the 
machinery,  utensils,  implements,  articles  and  things,  set  up  and 
used  in  and  about  the  working  of  the  said  mines,  and  all  ovens, 
kilns,  sheds,  huts,  railways,  tramways,  and  other  works  (except 
build’ngs  and  erections  of  brick  or  stone)  erected  and  then  stand¬ 
ing  upon  any  of  the  said  lands  for  the  purpose  of  working  the 
said  mines,  unless  the  lessor  shall  be  desirous  of  purchasing  the 
same  or  any  of  them  in  pursuance  of  the  provision  in  that  behalf 
hereinafter  contained. 


Part  IX. — General  Provisions. 

L  Tower  of  distress, — If  the  rent  or  royalty  hereby  reserved 
:  either  of  them  or  any  part,  thereof  respectively  shall  be  behind 
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or  unpaid  for  the  space  of  two  calendar  months  next  after  any 
of  the  days  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid,  then  and  so  often 
as  the  case  shall  happen  the  lessor  may  enter  into  and  upon  the 
said  lands  which  shall  for  the  time  being  be  possessed  or  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  lessee  for  the  purposes  of  this  demise  and  may  distrain

payment  thereof  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

2.  Power  of  re-entry. — If  the  rents  or  royalty  hereby  re¬ 

served  or  either  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof  respectively  shall 
be  behind  or  unpaid  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next 
after  any  of  the  days  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  as

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the  said  mines  ancl  works  shall  become  destroyed  or  _  rendered 
substantially  and  permanently  unfio  for  the  purposes  of  this  de¬ 
mise  by  fire,  tempest  or  flood  or  violence  of  any  army  or  Jnob 
or  other  irresistible  force,  these  presents  shall,  at  the  option  of 
the  lessee,  be  void  provided  that  if  the  injury  be  occasioned  by 
the  wrongful  act  or  default  of  the  lessee  or  his  servants  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefit  of  this  provision.

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Revised  Rules  for  the  grazing  of  cattle  in  the  Government 
Forest  Reserves,  Plantations  and  Un-reserved  lands,  passed  under 
Sections  21  ( last  clause)  and  22  (e)  of  the  Forest  Regulation  II 
of 1068,  as  amended  by  Regulations  IV  of  1071  d  IX  of  1085,  by 
the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah,  under  date, 
the  23rd  August  1911\7th  Ghingom  1087,  in  supersession  of  the 
Rules  regarding  the  grazing  of  cattle  in  the  Reserved  Forests 
and  Plantations  of  the  State,  dated  20th  May  190817th  Edavom 
1083,  and  the  Revised  Rules  for  the  grazing  of  foreign  cattle  in 
the  Cardamom,  Peermade,Mlapara  and  the  AnjanadHills,  dated 
12th  April  1909.  ( As  amended  by  Notification  No.  4249jL. 
R.  <0.  F.  dated  13th  May  1911,  Notification  No.  45701  F. 
A- M.  R.  dated  lltli  November  1915.),  Notification  No.  640jF. 
(l;  M.  R.  dated  14th  February  1919  and  Notification  Dis.  No. 
1127j21  Development,  dated  23-rd  August  1921. 

I.  For  purposes  of  grazing,  Forest  Reserves  (including 
Reserved  Forests  and  Reserved  lands),  Plantations  and  Un¬ 
reserved  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government,  in  a  Forest 
Division,  may  be  divided  into  grazing  blocks. 

Each  grazing  block  may,  wherever  necessary,  be  roughly 
divided  into  compartments,  so  that  one  or  more  compartments 
may,  from  timevto  time,  be  entirely  closed  to  grazing  or 
browsing. 
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II.  The  following  fees  shall  be  levied  for  each  grazing  block: — 
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Exceptions 

(1)  Cows,  hulls,  and  buffaloes,  the  property  of  the  .subjects 
of  Travancore,  will  be  allowed  to  graze  free,  in  all  reserves 
and  plantations  other  than  those  closed  against  grazing  under 
the  rules;  or  by  publication  of  a  special  notification  in  the 
Government  Gazette,  provided  such  cattle  are  covered  by  a 
printed  free  permit  or  permits  issued  by  the  Divisional  Forest 
Officer  or  Bange  Officer. 

(2)  In  the  ease  of  cows  and  buffaloes,  calves  under  one  year 
old  will  be  exempted  from  payment  of  any  fee. 

(3)  All  domestic  animals  of  the  subjects  of  Travancore  shall 
be  allowed  to  graze  free  in  unreserved  lands. 

(4)  The  following  concessions  are  also  granted  so  far  as  the 
High  Bange  Forest  Division  is  concerned. 


(i)  Cereal  cultivators  are  permitted  to  graze  a  pair  of  bul¬ 
lock  for  every  five  acres  of  land  owned  and  actually  cultivated 
by  tbem,  free  of  tax. 

(ii)  Proprietors  or  Managers  of  Tea  and  Coffee  Estates  are 
permitted  to  graze  10  head  of  their  own  cattle  for  every  100 
acres  of  estate,  free  tax.  This  right  is  transferable  from  one 
estate  to  another. 

(iii)  Butchers  may  import  cattle  for  slaughter  under  a  free 
permit  provided  such  cattle  are  not  kept  beyond  a  fortnight  after 
importation. 

III.  Groats  will  be  excluded  from  all  the  Reserves  and  Plant¬ 
ations  in  the  Southern  Division.  In  the  other  Divisions  they 
may  he  allowed  to  graze  in  places  specially  permitted  by  the 
Conservator  of  Porests. 

In  the  Southern  Division,  sheep  will  be  allowed  to  graze 
in  the  Reserves.  In  other  Divisions,  they  will  be  allowed  to  graze 
in  places  specially  permitted  by  order  of  the  Conservator  of 
Porests. 

IV.  In  the  case  of  animals  falling  under  clause  (6),  (c),  (d) 
or  (el  of  Rule  II  supra,  only  half  the  rates  will  be  charged  for 
returning  in  the  same  season.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the 
High  Range  Porest  Division. 

V.  Each  season  will  be  a  period  of  six  months,  i.  e.,  from  1st 
Cbittrai  to  end  of  Purattasi,  and  from  1st  Alpasi  to  end  of  Pan- 
guni.  In  the  case  of  all  animals  in  the  High  Range  Porest 
Division  and  in  the  case  of  sheep  in  the  Southern  Division  the 
grazing  period  will  correspond  to  the  Malabar  year  and  the  graz¬ 
ing  fees  will  be  consequently  double  the  rates  fixed  fo  ix 
months  in  Rule  II  supra. 

VI.  Persons  wishing  to  graze  their  cattle  or  other  animals 
shall  apply  to  the  Divisional  Porest  Officer,  or  other  officer 
authorised  in  this  behalf  stating  how  many  cattle  they  wish  to 
graze,  for  what  length  of  time  and  at  what  places,  and  pay  the 
prescribed  fee  in  advance.  Such  officer  will  then  issue  a  permit 
in  the  printed  form  appended  to  these  rules,  specifying  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cattle,  the  amount  of  fees  received  and  the  grazing  locality 
or  block,  &c. 

Provided  that  grazing  shall  not  be  permitted  on  areas  cov¬ 
ered  with  .young  growth  as  follows 

Coppice  under  10  years  old, 

Plantations  under  15  years  old, 

.Natural  forests  under  20  years  old ; 

And  provided  also  that  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may 
limit  the  number  of  cattle  allowed  to  graze  in  any  locality  and 
withdraw  the  permit  and  exclude  the  cattle  if  he  finds  that  the 
forest  growth  is  suffering  from  their  presence. 

VH.  Free  passes  will  be  granted  on  application  to  the  Divi¬ 
sional  Porest  Officer  or.  to  the  respective  Range  Officers. 
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VIII.  Each  cattle  owner  must  appoint  a  responsible  ^herds¬ 
man  who  should  be  not  less  than  15  years  of  age  and  ’whose 
name  will  be  entered  in  the  permit.  The  herdsman  must  always 
accompany  the  cattle  and  carry  the  permit  with  him  in  the 
forests  and  produce  it  on  demand  by  a  Forest  or  Police  Officer, 
or  by  a  Frontier  Chowkey  Officer,  in  the  case  of  the  High  Bange 
Division.  The  Police  or  Chowkey  Officer,  shall,  if  he  finds  any 
irregularity,  immediately  report  the  fact  to  the  Forest  Bange 
Officer  concerned.  At  least  one  herdsman  is  required  for  every 
50  head  of  cattle  or  100  of  sheep.  The  Forest  guard  or  watcher 
in  charge  of  the  block  or  compartment  will  check  the  cattle  as 
often  as  possible.  If  any  cattle-owner  wishes  to  appoint  a  new’ 
herdsman,  he  should  inform  the  Bange  Officer  concerned  and  get 
the  necessary  corrections  made  in  the  permit.  Cattle  owmers 
must  understand  that  they  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  dam¬ 
age  done  to  the  forests  through  the  negligence  of  their  herdsmen 
by  cattle  straying  &c. 

IX.  Cattle  found  grazing  in  the  places  closed  to  them,  or  in 
places  not  mentioned  in  the  permit,  will  be  impounded  and  the 
owners  will  be  liable  to  punishment  under  Section  21  or  the 
rules  under  Section  22  or  under  Section  24  of  the  Forest  Begu- 
lation,  as  the  case  may  be. 

X.  Cattle  found  in  the  forests  without  a  permit,  or  in  numbers 
in  excess  of,  or  different  in  description  from,  those  mentioned 
in  the  permit,  will  be  impounded  and  the  permit  may  also  be 
cancelled  by  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer.  In  the  case  of  foreign 
cattle,  the  owner  or  herdsman  will  be  liable  to  be  punished  unler 
the  Forest  Begulation  or  Buies  framed  thereunder,  in  addition 
to  the  impounding  the  cattle  and  the  cancellation  of  the  per¬ 
mit,  if  any. 

XI.  When,  on  account  of  scarcity  of  grass  or  water,  it  is  de¬ 
sired  to  move  cattle  from  the  grazing  block  mentioned  in  the 
permit,  to  another  grazing  block,  application  accompanied  by  the 
permit  should  he  made  to  the  local  officer  in  charge  of  the  Bange, 
who  shall  promptly  grant  the  .  request  if  unobjectionable,  and 
report  the  fact  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer. 

XII.  Cattle  herdsmen  and  permit-holders  shall  not  carry  or 
use  fire-arms  or  carry  any  cutting  weapons  within  the  limits  of 
any  Forest  Beserves  or  Plantations,  nor  shall  they  carry  torches 
or  kindle  fire  in  places  other  than  those  specially  set  apart  for 
cooking,  or  set  fire  within  the  limits  of  Forest  Beserve  or  graz¬ 
ing  block  or  outside  it,  so  as  to  endanger  its  safety  from  fire. 

Infringement  of  this  rule  will  entail  cancellation  of  the  per¬ 
mit  or  permits  in  addition  to  any  other  punishment  that  the  law 
provides. 

XIII.  The  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may  prohibit  the  grant 
.of  a  permit  to  any  person  cr  cancel  a  permit  for  specified  rea¬ 
sons.  An  appeal  against  such  order  shall  lie  to  the  Conservator 
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of  Forests  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  Divisional 
Forest  Officer’s  order  and  the  Conservator’s  order  thereon  shall 
be  final. 

XIV.  All  permits  shall  be  in  triplicate,  and  the  entries  there¬ 
in  shall  be  in  the  current  Language  (Malayalam  or  Tamil)  of 
the  locality.  The  original  should  be  given  to  the  owner,  the 
duplicate  sent  to  the  Range  Officer  who  will  submit  it  to  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officer  with  his  monthly  account  for  check, 
and  the  triplicate  retained  by  the  issuing  officer  for  record  and 
check. 

Rules  for  the  Penning  op  Cattle  in  Grazing  Areas. 

XV.  In  cases  of  real  necessity,  penning  of  cattle  will  he  al¬ 
lowed  in  grazing  blocks  recommended  by  the  Range  Officer  after 
personal  inspection,  provided  there  is  not  more  than  one  pen  in 
any  compartment  and  subject  to  the  following  conditions : — 

(1)  The  penning  of  cattle  shall  only  be  allowed  in  those 
penning  localities  or  tholm  which  may  be  notified  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer. 

(2)  The  penning  shall  he  done  only  on  obtaining  a  printed 
pen-license,  in  the  annexed  form,  from  the  Range  Officer,  who 
will  issue  the  license,  only  for  cattle  for  which  grazing  permits 
have  been  previously  obtained. 

[S]  The  fee  for  a  pen-license  shall  be  one  rupee  for  every 
20  head  of  cattle  or  fraction  thereof,  for  penning  throughout  the 
year,  or  8  As.  for  every  grazing  season.  Exception— -All  domestic 
cattle  of  the  Villagers  of  Anjanad  who  are  subjects  of  Travan- 
core,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  penned  free  in  unreserved  lands. 

(4)  When  cattle  are  taken  from  one  locality,  pen  or  tholv, 
to  another,  a  fresh  license  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Range 
Officer  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  latter  thohi  lies,  on  payment  of 
a  fresh  license  fee. 

(5)  There  shall  be  at  least  one  herdsman  in  charge  of 
every  cattle  pen  containing  500  cattle  or  less,  and  he  shall  keep 
the  grazing  permits  of  the  cattle  penned  with  him  to  be  shown 
on  demand. 

(C)  Herdsmen  accompanying  the  cattle  shall  be '  allowed 
free  use  of  unclassified  timber,  bamboos  and  reeds  required  for 
their  huts  and  for  firewood,  in  quantities  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Divisional  Forest  officer. 

(7)  The  herdsmen  shall  not  kindle  fire  outside  the  limits 
of  the  pen,  nor  allow  fire  to  spread  beyond  it,  and  they  shall  be 
bound  to  give  information  coming  to  their  knowledge,  to  the 
nearest  Forest  Officer,  of  any  forest  offence,  committed  or  damage 
done  by  others  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  They  shall  also 
render  such  reasonable  assistance  as  may  be  required  of  them  by 
any  Forest  Officer  in  putting  out.  or. preventing  the  occurrence  of 
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fires  and  in  the  detection  or  the  prevention  of  the  commission  of 
any  forest  offence.  Cattle  owners  will  be  held  responsibly  for 
any  damage  that  their  herdsmen  may  cause  to  the  forest  besides 
the  penalty  provided  by  the  Forest  Laws. 

(8)  The  license  shall  not  ordinarily  be  transferable,  but 
when  the  ownership  of  the  cattle  covered  by  a  license  changes 
hands,  the  license  also  shall  go  with  it. 

(9)  Failure  to  abide  by  any  of  these  rules  will  entail  can¬ 
cellation  of  the  license  and  the  grazing'  permit  or  permits  by  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officer,  besides  rendering  the  license-holder  or 
his  herdsman  or  both  as  the  case  may  be,  liable  to  any  other 
punishment  which  the  law  provides.

Rules  passed  under  Section  21  (g)  and  Section  22  (f)  of  the 
Travanaore  Forest  Regulation,  with  the  sanction  of  His  Highness 
the  Malta  Rajah,  under  date  the  11th  November  I912j26th 
Thulam  1038.  ( As  amended  by  notification  No.  1241  jL. 
R.  d  F.  dated  4th  February  1914). 

The  following  Buies  are  .enacted  under  Section  21,  clause  (g) 
and  Section  22,  clause  (/),  of  the  Travaneore  Forest  Eegulation 
H  of  1068,  as  amended  by  Begulations  IV  of  1071  and  IX  of 
1086,  for  the  Regulation  of  hunting,  shooting,  v  fishing  and  the 
setting  of  traps  and  snares,  and  to  prohibit  the  poisoning  of 
water,  within  the  limits  of  Beserved  Forests,  and  of  lands  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  Reserved 
Forests. 

2.  The  Rules  issued  under  Section  21  [g )  of  Regulation  II  of 
1008,  and  published  at  page  113  of  the  Government  Gazette 
dated  the  13th  February  1906  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  Subject  to  the  concessions  granted  to  hilhnen  by  the  Rules 
dated  the  14th  December  1911,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one 
to  hunt  or  shoot  within  any  Reserved  Forest,  or  any  land  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved 
Forest,  unless  he  has  obtained  a  license  permitting  him  to  do  so. 
Provided  that  all  officers  of  the  Forest  Department,  of  and  above 
the  rank  of  Rangers  and  all  officers  of  the  Revenue  Department 
in  the  Devicolam  Division,  are  exempted  from  these  Rules  within 
their  respective  jurisdictions. 

4.  A  fee  of  Bh.  Rs.  (50)  fifty  shall  be  levied  for  each  license 
to  hunt  or  shoot  in  the  Reserved  Forests  of  a  Revenue  Division 
and  of  Bh.  Rs.  (25)  twenty-five  in  the  case  of  lands  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  Reserved  Forests 
in  all  parts  of  Travancore,  except  in  the  Devicolam  Division. 
In  the  Devicolam  Division,  the  fee  shall  be  Bh.  Rs.  (100)  one 
hundred  in  the  case  of  Reserved  Forests,  and  Bh.  Rs.  (50)  fifty 
in  the  ease  of  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not 
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included  in  Reserved  Forests.  A  license  to  hunt  or  shoot  in 
Reserved  Forests  includes  also  permission  to  hunt  or  shoot  in 
lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in 
Reserved  Forests,  but  not- vice  vena. 

5.  Owners  of  packs  of  hounds  and  dogs,  consisting  of  five  or 
more  in  number  and  kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  hunting 
shall  apply  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests  for  the  registration  of 
their  packs,  and  shall  pay  a  fee  of  Bh.  Rs.  (100)  one  hundred  for 
a  license  for  the  privilege  of  hunting  with  dogs.  No  two  packs 
shall  be  kennelled  or  hunted  within  a  radius  of  12  miles  of  one 
another  by  the  shortest  road. 

6.  Persons  desirous  of  hunting  or  shooting  for  sport  should 
apply  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests,  stating  the  locality  where  they 
wish  to  shoot  and  the  time  for  which  a  license  is  required,  and 
if  there  is  no  objection,  a  license  will  be  granted.  In  the  case  of 
lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  a 
Reserved  Forest,  the  Conservator  of  Forests  shall  obtain  the 
views  of  the  Division  Peishkar  or  the  Superintendent,  Devicoiam 
Division  as  the  case  may  be,  before  he  grants  a  license. 

7.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  may,  after  obtaining  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  Government,  issue  special  licenses  to  person  desirous 
of  hunting  or  shooting  for  sport  in  Reserved  Forests  or  in  lands 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  Reserved 
Forests,  throughout  the  State.  The  fee  for  such  a  special  license, 
shall  he  Bh.  Rs.  (200)  two  hundred,  and  the  license  shall  be 
valid  for  one  year.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  shall,  on  receipt 
of  applications  from  the  proprietors  of  Estates  adjoining  Reserved 
Forests  or  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  Reserved  Forests,  grant  them  yearly  licenses  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  fees  prescribed  therefor.

9.  No  license  shall,  however,  be  granted  for  hunting  or  shoot¬ 
ing  .  for  sport  big  game  within  any  Reserved  Forests  between 
the  31st  of  May  and  the  1st  of  October  and  feathered  game  and 
hare  between  the  30th  November  and  the  1st  April  of  each  year. 
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This  period  shall,  for  this  purpose,  be  deemed  to  be  a  close  season. 
But  the  Conservator  of  Forests  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Government,  declare,  by  Notification  in  the  Gazette,  any  Reserved 
Forest  or  any  portion  thereof  to  he  closed  against  shooting,  either 
permanently  or  for  any  prescribed  period  as  may  be  considered 
necessary.

10.  Any  person  holding  land  within  or  adjoining  a  Reserved 
Forest  or  within  or  adjoining  land  at  the  disposal  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  and  wishing  to 
protect  his  land  from  the  ravages  of  animals,  may  apply  to  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officer  concerned,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for 
his  application,  and  upon  that  officer  satisfying  himself  that  the 
application  is  bona  Me  for  the  defence  of  property  and  that  the 
applicant  understands  the  rules  prohibiting  the  lighting  of  fires 
the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may  grant  a  free  license,  permitting 
the  shooting  of  destructive  animals  within  3  miles  of  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  property. 

11.  The  officer  authorised  to  issue  licenses  may  refuse  to 
grant  a  license,  if  an  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  an  offence 
against  the  Rules  or  for  any  other  special  reason  to  be  stated  in 
writing.  In  every  case  of  refusal  by  a  Divisional  Forest  Officer 
to  grant  a  license,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Conservator  of 
Forests,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.

15.  Beating  or  the  setting  of  traps  or  snares  for  game  is 
forbidden,  except  with  the  special  permission  of  the  Divisional 
Forest  Officer. 

1C.  No  license  is  required  for  fishing  in  Reserved  Forests,  or 
’  in  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included 
in  a  Reserved  Forest,  which  are  not  closed  by  special  order,  but 
if  this  privilege  is  abused,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  Conservator 
of  Forests  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government,  declare,  by 
Notification  in  the  Gazette,  all  or  any  rivers,  streams  or  lakes, 
situated  within  any  Reserved  Forest,  or  lands  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Government  ihoug'h  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  to  be 
closed  against  fishing  without  a  license. 

17.  The  use  of  mesh  nets,  poison  and  dynamite  or  other  ex¬ 
plosives  in  water  is  absolutely  prohibited  anywhere  within  the 
limits  to  which  these  Rules  apply. 

1  8.  The  license  to  he  issued  under  these  Rules  in  respect  of 
Reserved  Forests  shall  be  in  Form  I,  hereto  annexed.  It  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  the  original  being  given  to  the  licensee,  the  dupli¬ 
cate  being  kept  by  the  officer  issuing  it  and  the  triplicate  being 
sent  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  concerned.  Licenses  in 
respect  of  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  but  not  includ¬ 
ed  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  shall  be  in  Form  II,  and  shall  also  he  in 
triplicate,  the  original  being  given  to  the  licensee,  the  duplicate 
being  kept  by  the  officer  issuing  the  license,  and  the  triplicate  being 
sent  to  the  Division  Peishkar  or  the  Superintendent  of  the  Devi- 
eolam  Division  as  the  case  may  be.  The  licenses  shall  be  num¬ 
bered  consecutively  for  each  year.

19.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  shall  submit  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  annual  returns  of  all  licenses  issued  under  Rules  6  and  7  in 
respect  of  Reserved  Forests,  and  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  separately. 
He  shall  also  submit  a  similar  return  in  respect  of  licenses  issued 
under  Rule  9.  The  names  of  all  license  holders  under  Rules  6,  7 
and  9  shall  be  printed  and  posted  at  the  Conservator’s  Office,  the 
Division  Cutcherries  and  the  Divisional  offices,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same  sent  to  each  license-holder. 

20.  The  duty  of  enforcing  these  Rules  is  laid  on  the  Forest  De¬ 
partment  in  regard  to  Reserved  Forests,  and  on  both  the  Forest  and 
the  Land  Revenue  Departments  in  regard  to  lands  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest.

Provided  that  owners  and  occupiers  of  Estates  may  he 
allowed  to  drive  away  by  shooting  any  animals  that  may  be  found 
to  be  doing  damage  to  their  cultivation. 

6.  Beating  or  the  setting  of  traps  or  snares  for  game  is 
forbidden  except  with  the  special  Permission  of  the  Divisional 
Forest  Officer. 
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7.  ,No  license  is  required  for  fishing  in  Reserved  .forests,  or 
the  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included 
in  a  Reserved  Forest,  which  are  not  closed  by  special  order,  but, 
if  this  privilege  is  abused  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Forests  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government 
declare,  by  Notification  in  the  Gazette,  all  or  any  rivers,  streams 
or  lakes,  situated  within  any  Reserved  Forest  or  lands  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved 
Forest,  to  be  closed  against  fishing  without  a  license. 

8.  The  use  of  mesh  nets,  poison  and  dynamite  or  other 
explosives  in  water  is  absolutely  prohibited  anywhere  within  the 
limits  to  which  these  Rules  apply. 

9.  Within  the  limits  to  which  these  Rules  apply  no  person 
shall,  at  any  time  of  the  year,  shoot  at,  trap  or  snare  any  of  the 
insectivorous  birds  specified  in  the  schedule  attached  to  the  Game 
Rules. 

10.  Whoever  commits  any  breach  or  infringement  of  these 
Rules  is  liable,  on  conviction,  to  punishment  under  Section  21 
of  the  Forest  Regulation.

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Rules  for  the  sale  of  Waste  lands  <m  the  Travaneore  Hills 
for  co fee  or  tea  cultivation,  passed  by  His  Highness  the  Maha 
Raja,  under  date  the  38th  November  1918,  as  amended  by  Noti¬ 
fications  Nos.  1418 jL.  B.,  4401jL.  R.  and  8046IL.  R.,  dated 
the  20th  February  1915,  5th  July  191 G  and  31st  March  1917 
respectively. 

1.  Waste  land,  in  which  no  rights  of  private  proprietorship 
or  exclusive  occupancy  exist,  and  which,  may  not  he  reserved  as 
hereinafter  provided,  may,  until  further  notice,  be  sold  under 
the  following  rules ; — 

2.  Every  application  for  land  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Chief 
Secretary  to  the  Government,  or  to  the  Peishkar  or  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Division  in  which  the  land  is  situate  and  shall 
contain  the  following  particulars : — 

(a)  the  estimated  area  of  the  lot  applied  for  and 
(l>)  the  situation  of  the  lot  and  its  boundaries,  as  accura¬ 
tely  as  can  be  stated. 

The  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  of 
the  land  applied  for. 

3.  No  lot  shall  ordinarily  exceed  500  acres.  But  a  person 
may  apply  for  several  contiguous  lots,  each  not  exceeding  the 
above  limit. 

4.  Every  lot  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  compact,  and  shall 
ordinarily  include  no  more  than  one  tract  of  land  capable  of 
being  surrounded  by  a  ring  fence,  and  when  the  lot  touches  a 
public  road,  navigable  river,  canal  or  backwater,  the  length  of 
the  road  or  water  frontage  shall  not  ordinarily  exceed  one-half 
of  the  depth  of  the  lot,  and  in' all  other  cases  the  blocks  shall  be 
so  laid  out  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  their  length  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  half  their  depth. 

5.  No  lot  shall  be  sold  until  it  has  been  demarcated  with 
durable  boundary  marks  and  surveyed. 

6.  On  receipt  of  an  application  under  Buie  2,  the  Peishkar 
or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Division  shall  ascertain  whether  the 
lot  applied  for  is  available  for  sale  and  forward  the  application 
along  with  his  views  thereon  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the 
Government. 

7.  If,  on  receipt  of  an  application  under  Buie  2. or  of  a  report 
under  Rule  6,  the  Government  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
lot  applied  for  is  saleable  under  these  rules,  the  applicant  will  be 
called  upon  to  give  such  security,  not  exceeding  the  estimate  d  cost 
of  the  demarcation  and  survey,  by  deposit  of  cash  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  sufficient,  unless  the  land  has 
been,  already  surveyed  .and  demarcated.  A  deposit  paid  as  above 
required  will  be  refunded  at  the  sale  under  Rule  14, 
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6.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  furnish  security  under  Rule  7, 
within  (6)  six  weeks  from  the  (late  of  demand,  his  application 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

9.  On  receipt  of  the  security  required  under  Rule  7,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  cause  the  land  applied  for  to  be 
demarcated  and  surveyed.  The  Government  may  then  either 
advertise  the  lot  for  sale  by  public  auction  on  a  given  day  to  be 
fixed,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  notice  required  in  Rule  10  being 
given,  or  dispose  of  it  by  private  sale  according  as  they  deem  fit. 

10.  The  advertisement,  in  case  the  land  is  to  be  sold  by  public 
auction,  shall  be  in  English  and  Malayalam,  and  it  shall  specify 
the  locality,  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  lot,  the  annual  assess¬ 
ment,  and  the  place,  time  and  conditions  of  the  sale.  It  shall 
ordinarily  be  posted  for  three  months  on  the  land  itself,  as  well 
as  in  the  neighbouring  villages,  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Dewan 
Peishkar  or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Division  and  the  Tahsildar 
of  the  taluk.  The  Government  will  at  their  discretion  fix  the 
time  and  the  place  of  auction  and  nominate  the  officer  by  whom 
the  auction  is  to  be  conducted,  and  may  alter  all  or  any  of  them, 
if  necessary,  provided  that  not  less  than  14  days’  notice  shall 
ordinarily  be  given  of  every  such  alteration,  and  that  no  land 
shall  ordinarily  be  sold  until  it  has  been  advertised  as  aforesaid 
for  three  full  months.  A  notification  of  the  intended  sale  will 
also  be  inserted  in  the  Travancore  Government  Gazette. 

1.  The  Division  Peishkar,  or  the  Commissioner  in  the  case 
of  the  Devicolam  Division,  shall  send  a  written  notice  of  the 
place  and  time  of  sale,  as  also  any  alteration  under  the  provisions 
of  Rule  10,  to  the  applicant,  hut  no  party  shall  have  the  right  to 
have  the  sale  cancelled  in  consequence  of  the  non-receipt  of  such 
notice,  or  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  non-appearance  of  the 
applicant. 

12.  An  applicant  withdrawing  his  application  prior  to  the 
sale  of  the  lot,  will  be  entitled  to  the  refund  of  so  much  only  of 
his  deposit,  where  deposit  has  been  paid  by  him  under  Rule  7, 
as  may  not  have  been  expended.  Where  no  deposit  has  been 
paid,  he  will  still  be  liable  to  make  good  any  expense  which  the 
Government  may  have  incurred  in  consequence  of  his  applica¬ 
tion  and  its  withdrawal. 

IS.  On  the  withdrawal  of  an  application,  it  shall  be  dis¬ 
cretional  with  the  Government  to  proceed  with  the  sale  of  the 
lot  or  not,  as  they  consider  best  in  the  public  interests. 

-  14.  The  upset  price  will  be  British  . Rupees  (25)  twenty-five 

an  acre,  which  will  include  all  survey  expenses.  If  the  original 
applicant  (wl  o  may  have  paid  the  deposit)  he  the  purchaser,  he 
shall  receive  credit  for  his  deposit  in  payment.  Otherwise,  the 
amount  of  the  deposit  shall  be  paid :  to  him  from  the  sale 
proceeds. 
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'  15.  If,  before  the  time  of  sale,  no  claim  of  private  proprie¬ 
torship,  or  of  exclusive  occupancy  or  of  any  other  right  incom¬ 
patible  with  the  sale  of  the  lot  by  public  auction  or  by  private 
arrangement  under  these  rules,  be  preferred  the  lot  shall,  as 
advertised,  be  put  up  to  auction  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 
above  the  upset  price,  subject  to  an  annual  assessment  of  one 
British  Rupee  on  every  acre  of  land  granted.  The  land  will  he 
free  of  assessment  for  three  years  on  condition  that  a  quarter 
of  it  is  cleared  and  planted  within  the  first  two  years,  failing 
which  the  whole  of  the  assessment  for  the  three  years  shall  be 
levied  in  the  third  year,  or  in  other  words,  the  assessment  will 
be  levied  from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  sale  and  re¬ 
covered  as  arrears. 

16.  The  sale  shall  be  conducted  under  and  .  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: — 

(1)  The  highest  bidder  above  the  upset  price  shall  be  the 
purchaser  of  the  lot ;  and,  if  any  dispute  arises  between  two  or 
more  bidders  at  the  same  price,  the  lot  shall  be  immediately  put 
up  again  at  the  last  preceding  undisputed  bidding  and  resold. 

(2)  The  person  declared  to  be  the  purchaser  shall  pay, 
immediately  after  such  declaration,  a  deposit  of  10  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  his  purchase  money,  to  the  officer  conducting 
the  sale,  and  in  default  of  such  deposit  the  property  shall  forth¬ 
with  he  put  up  again  and  sold. 

(3)  The  full  amount  of  the  purchase  money  shall  he  paid 
by  the  purchaser  before  the  office  closes  on  the  60th  day  after  the 
sale  of  the  property,  exclusive  of  such  day,  or,  if  the  60th  day  be 
a  Sunday  or  other  holiday,  then  on  the  first  office  day  after  the 
holiday. 

(4)  If  the  purchase  money  he  not  paid  within  60  days 
from  the  day  of  the  sale,  the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
Government  within  6  months  from  the  date  of  sale,  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase  money  from  the  date  of  sale  to  the  date  of  payment. 

(5)  If  the  purchase  money  be  not  paid  within  6  months 
■from  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  deposit,  after  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  sale,  shall,  be  forfeited  to  the  Government,  and  the  property 
shall  be  resold  either  by  public  auction  or  by  private  contract. 

(6)  In  case  of  resale  under  Clause  2  or .  5,  the  defaulting 
purchaser  shall  forfeit  all  claims  to  the  property  or  to  any  part  of 
the  sum  for  which  it  may  be  subsequently  sold.  The  deficiency, 
if  any,  arising  from  such  resale,  together  with  all  expenses  at¬ 
tending  it,  shall  he  recovered  from  the  purchaser  as  if  it  were 
arrears  of  land  revenue  under  Regulation  I  of  1068. 

(7)  If  the  purchaser  shall  pay  to  the  Government  the  re¬ 
sidue  of  his  purchase  money,  he  shall,  thereupon,  be  placed  in 
possession  of  the  lot,  pending  the  issue  of  the  title  deed, 


(8)  All  persons  desirous  of  becoming  purchasers  shall 
satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  identity,  correct  description  and  the 
measurement  and  boundaries  of  the  premises  previous  to  the  sale; 
by  having  the  lot  knocked  down  to  him,  the  purchaser  thereof, 
shall  be  held  to  have  waived  all  objections  to  the  lot  embracing 
any  tract  unfit  for  cultivation  to  any  mistakes  that  may  after¬ 
wards  appear  to  have  been  made  in  the  description  of  the  lot  as 
well  as  to  any  other  error  whatever  in  the  particulars  of  the 
property. 

17.  Claims  of  private  proprietorship,  or  of  exclusive  occu¬ 
pancy,  or  of  any  right  affecting  the  sale  of  the  land  under  the 
rules,  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  II 
of  1040. 

18.  Reserves  of  grazing  and  forest  land,  of  land  for  the  growth 
of  firewood,  for  building  sites,  for  the  growth  of  timber,  &c.,  or 
required  for  any  other  special  pur-pose,  are  not  to  be  sold  under 
these  rules  without  the  special  sanction  of  the  Government. 

19.  As  soon  as  the  land  has  been  purchased,  a  grant  shall 
be  made  to  the  purchaser,  in  the  form  appended  to  these  rules, 
provided  he  shall  have  paid  his  purchase  money  in  full. 

20.  Arrears  of  annual  assessment  on  the  lands  sold  shall  be 
recoverable  in  the  same  manner  as  arrears  of  ordinary  land 
revenue,  under  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time . 
being  in  force. 

21.  Land  sold  under  these  rules  shall  continue  subject  to 
all  general  taxes  or  local  rates  payable  by  law  or  custom  at 
the  time  of  the  sale,  or  which  may  thereafter  become  so  pay¬ 
able. 

22.  Land  sold  under  these  rules  shall  he  held  in  perpetuity 
as  heritable  or  transferable  property  ;  but  every  case  of  transfer 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  Government,  who  shall  have  the 
right  of  apportioning  the  tax  if  a  portion  of  the  holding  is  trans¬ 
ferred. 

23.  The  existing  and  customary  rights  of  the  Government, 
or  other  proprietors,  and  of  the  public,  in  existing  roads  and 
paths  and  in  streams  running  through  or  bounding  lands  sold 
undet  these  rules,  are  reserved,  and  in  no  way  shall  they  be 
affected  by  the  sale  of  such  lands  under  these  rules. 

24.  Nothing  contained  in  these  rules  shall  be  held  to  debar 
the  Government  from  granting  waste  lands  on  patta,  cowle,  or 
otherwise,  at  their  discretion,  as  heretofore. 

25.  If  any  portion  of  the  lands  granted  under  these  rules  is 
cultivated  with  cardamoms,  rubber  or  other  special  products, 
liable  to  a  higher  tax  than  that  payable  under  these  rules,  it  will 
he  open  to  the  Government  to  impose  on  that  portion,  such 
higher  rates  of  assessment  as  may  be  applicable  to  lands  granted 
for  the  cultivation  of  such  products, 
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26.  The  full  proprietorship  of  all  Eoyal  trees,  viz.,  Teak, 
Blackwood,  Ebony  and  Sandalwood,  within  the  grant,  vests  in 
the  Government.  The  number  and  description  of  such  tjjees 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Schedule  attached  to  the  title  deed  for 
the  land  and  the  grantee  shall  be  bound  to  take  care  of  the  trees 
until  they  are  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  In  regard  to  Beserved  trees,  the  grantee  shall  pay  the 
value  of  all  such  timber  as  is  actually  used  for  building  purposes 
withjn  the  limits  of  the  grant  or  removed  outside  its  limits  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever.  In  no  other  case  will  the  grantee  be 
required  to  pay  for  the  Beserved  trees  on  the  land  comprised 
within  the  grant. 

The  timber  used  for  building  purposes  within  the  limits  of 
the  grant  will  be  measured  and  its  value  realised  by  the  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Forests,  as  the  buildings  are  completed,  so  as  to  obviate 
the  necessity  for  measuring  and  valuing  small  lots  of  sawn  timber 
as  they  are  used  for  the  purpose.  The  value  of  the  timber  re¬ 
moved  outside  the  limits  of  the  grant  will  also  be  recovered  by 
the  Conservator  prior  to  such  removal.  The  valuation  will  be 
made  according  to  the  rates  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  append¬ 
ed  to  these  Buies.  The  rates  as  per  Column  3  of  the  Schedule 
will  apply  to  the  taluks  of  Parur,  Alengad,  Kunnatnad,  Quilon, 
Kottarakara,  Kunnathur,  Pathanapuram,  Skencottah,  Ckirayin- 
kil,  Trivandrum  and  Nedumangad  and  those  as  per  Column  4  to 
the  remaining  taluks  of  the  State. 

27.  The  banks  of  streams  or  rivers  containing  forest  trees  to 
the  extent  of  60  yards  on  each  side,  and  the  crests  of  hills  to  the 
extent  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  each  side,  will  not  be  assigned 
for  cultivation. 

28.  The  grantee  shall,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every 
year,  give  notice  (to  the  Tahsildar  having  jurisdiction)  of  all 
lands  planted  by  the  grantee  during  the  current  Malabar  year 
with  rubber,  or  rubber  and  tea,  or  tea,  or  any  other  cultivation 
liable  to  an  enhanced  assessment,  and  shall  specify  in  every  such 
notice  the  number  of  acres  of  land  so  planted  and  the  place  or 
places  where  the  same  are  situate.  Provided  always  that  the 
Government  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time,  to  make  any  arrange¬ 
ment  they  may  consider  necessary  to  ascertain  for  themselves 
the  correct  extent  of  land  so  planted  or  liable  to  any  of  the 
hereinbefore  mentioned  taxes  and  that  the  expense  of  such 
arrangement  shaE  be  borne  by  the  grantee.  Provided  further 
that,  if  the  grantee  fail  to  give  any  such  notice  to  the  Tahsildar 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every  year  hereinbefore  required 
the  grantee  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  prohibitory  tax  of  5  times  the 
assessment  "leviable  on  such  plantation  from  the  last  day  on 
which  such  notice  ought  to  have  been  given,

Know  all  men  by  these  Presents,  that  the  Dewaii  of 

Travancore,  in  behalf  of  the  Travancore  Government,  has  hereby 
this  day,  being  the  day  of  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  ,  granted  under  the  Buies  for  the  sale  of 

Waste  Lands  for  Coffee  or  Tea  cultivation,  passed  by  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maha  Baja  under  date  the  28th  November  1913,  as 
amended  by  Notifications  Nos.  1418/L.  B.,  4401/L.  B.  and 
2046/L.  B.,  dated  the  20fh  February  1915,  5th  July  1916  and 
.31st  March.  1917  respectively  to  Heirs,  Executors, 

Administrators  and  Assigns,  for  Coffee  or  Tea  cultivation,  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  purchase  money  of  sum  of  British  Bupees 

paid,  to  the  Travancore  Government,  by  the 
said  the  tract  of  land  measuring  bounded  as 

mentioned  in  the  Schedule  hereunder  written,  and  delineated  in 
the  Map  hereto  annexed,  to  be  holden  by  the  Grantee  subject  to 
the  following  conditions 


First.  A  tax  of  one  British  Rupee  shall  be  payable  to  the 
Government  annually  on  every  acre  of  land  sold,  but  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  have  the  power  to  make  any  modification  in  the  tax 
which  circumstances  may  render  desirable ;  but  it  is  stipulated 
that  no  increase  of  the  assessment  of  these  lands  beyond  one 
British  Rupee  an  acre  will  be  made,  except  in  concurrence  with 
the  general  revision  of  the  assessment  in  the  Travancore  State. 
If  any  portion  of  the  lands  granted  under  these  Rules  is  cultivat¬ 
ed  with  cardamoms  or  rubber  or  other  produce,  it  will  be  open 
to  the  Government  to  impose  on  that  portion  such  rates  of  special 
assessment  as  may  be  applicable  to  the  lands  granted  for  the 
cultivation  of  such  products. 

Second,  The  aforesaid  annual  tax  is  payable,  in  one  sum,  to 
the  Tahsildar  of  the  taluk  of  ,  on 

or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  May  of  each  year,  without  a 
formal  demand  from  the  Tahsildar. 

Third.  Arrears  of  assessment  or  tax  shall  be  treated  in  the 
same  manner  as  arrears  of  ordinary  land  revenue  under  the 
Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time  being  in  force  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  mode  of  realisation. 

Fourth.  The  Grantee  shall  maintain  permanent  boundary 
marks  round  grant,  and  keep  them  in  good  repair,  on 

failure  of  which,  after  due  notice,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the 
Government  to  cause  such  marks,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  be 
put  up,  and  to  levy .  the  cost  of  the  same  with  all  expenses 
attendant  thereon  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing 
Section. 

Fifth.  The  full  right  to  Royal  trees  within  the  grant  vests  in 
the  Government.  The  Grantee  shall  bb  bound  to  take  care  of 
the  Royal  trees  particularised  in  Column  5  of  the  Schedule  here¬ 
under  written  until  they  are  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
the  Government.  In  regard  to  the  Reserved  trees,  the  Grantee 
shall  pay  the  value  of  all  such  timber  as  is  actually  used  for  build¬ 
ing  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  grant  or  removed  outside 
its  limits  for  any  purpose  whatsoever.  The  Grantee 
bound  to  deliver  to  the  Sirkar  all  Ivory  found  and  other  Royal¬ 
ties  produced  in  the  land,  and  all  captured  elephants,  and  will  be 
paid  the  regulated  price  for  the  articles  of  produce,  and  the  regu¬ 
lated  reward  for  the  elephants  at  the  discretion  of  the  Govern- 


,  '  Sixth.  All  established  rights  of  way  shall  be  respected  by  the 
Grantee,  and  such  ways  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  feet  wide. 
It  is  to  be  considered  that  there  is  a  natural  right  of  way  through 
the  land  when  such  is  neoessary  in  order  to  render  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  land  available. 
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Seventh.  No  exclusive  right  of  water  beyond  what  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  use  of  the  plantation,  shall  be  considered  to  t>e  con¬ 
veyed  by  the  grant.  All  rights  over  all  water  power  vest  in  the 
Government. 

Eighth.  Should  the  Government  have  occasion  to  take  up 
any  portion  of  the  land  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
roads,  channels  or  other  public  works,  due  compensation  shall 
be  paid. 

Nineth.  The  land  will  be  free  of  assessment  for  three  years 
on  condition  that  a  quarter  of  it  shall  be  cleared  and  planted 
within  the  first  two  years,  failing  which  the  whole  of  the  assess¬ 
ment  shall  be  levied  in  the  third  year,  or  in  other  words,  the 
assessment  will  be  levied  from  the  date  of  completion  of  sale, 
namely  the 

Tenth.  The  Grantee  shall,  as  a  most  important  condition  of 
the  grant,  always  use  best  exertions  to  prevent  the  produce 
of  the  grant,  being  exported,  except  on  payment  of  the  regulated 
duty  at  the  Customs  Houses,  and  to  prevent  smuggling  of 
articles  of  Government  monopoly  and  to  prevent  criminals  in 
general  obtaining  any  kind  of  protection  on  the  Estate. 

Eleventh.  The  land  granted  shall  be  held-  in  perpetuity  as 
heritable  or  transferable  property,  but  every  case  of  transfer  of 
the  grant  by  the  Grantee  shall  he  immediately  made  known  to 
the  Government,  who  shall  have  the  right  of  apportioning  the 
tax,  if  a  portion  of  the  holding  is  transferred. 

Twelfth.  All  rights  in  mines,  metals  and  minerals  vest  in  the 
Government.  The  discovery  of  all  mines  and  treasures  within 
the  limits  of  the  grant  shall  be  immediately  communicated  to 
the  Government.  The  disposal  of  treasure  discovered  in  the 
land  granted  will  be  regulated  by  the  Treasure  Trove  Regulation, 
III  of  1084. 

Thirteenth.  The  produce  of  lands  held  under  the  grant  will 
be  liable  to  duty  on  export  in  common  with  other  like  produce 
exported  from  the  State. 

Fourteenth.  The  liability  of  the  lands  herein  specified  to 
Municipal,  General  or  Local  taxes,  is  not  prejudicially  affected 
by  this  grant* 

Fifteenth.  The  Grantee  shall,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of 
May  every  year,  give  notice  (to  the'  Tahsildar  having  jurisdiction) 
of  all  lands  planted  by  the  Grantee  during  the  current  Malabar 
year  with  cardamoms  or  rubber,  or  rubber  and  tea,  or  any  other 
produce  liable  to  an  enhanced  assessment,  and  shall  specify  in 
every  such  notice  the  number  of  acres  of  land  so  planted  and  the 
place  or  places  where  the  same  are  situate.  Provided  always 
that  the  Government  shall  be  at  liberty  at  any:  time  to  make  any

arrangement  they  may  consider  necessary  to  ascertain  for  them¬ 
selves  the  correct  extent  of  land  so  planted  or  liable  to  any  of  the 
hereinbefore  mentioned  taxes  and  that  the  expenses-  of  such 
arrangement  shall  be  borne  by  the  Grantee.  Provided  further 
that,  if  the  Grantee  fail  to  give  any  such  notice  to  the  Tahsildar 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every  year  hereinbefore  required, 
the  Grantee  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  prohibitory  tax  of  5  times 
the  assessment  leviable  on  such  plantation  from  the  last  day  on 
-which  such  notice  ought  to  have  been  given. 

Sixteenth.  All  sums  or  money  due  or  alleged  to  be  due  to 
the  Government  from  the  Grantee  under  the  grant  shall  be  re¬ 
coverable  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of  the 
.Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

Seventeenth.  The  term  Grantee  in  these  Presents  shall 
besides  the  said  Grantee  include  also  his  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
.trators  and  assigns.

Rules  under  Section  42  of  the  Travancore  Co-operative 

Societies  Regulation,  X  op  1089  sanctioned  bt  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Raja  under  date  the 
17th  November  1915. 

I.  In  these  rules 

(a)  the  expression  “  the  Regulation  ”  means  the  Travancore 
Co-operative  Societies  Regulation,  X  of  1089  and  “  the  Rules  ” 
means  the  rules  made  under  the  Regulation  and  for  the  time 
being  in  force. 

(b)  terms  or  words  defined  in  the  Regulation  shall  bear  the 
meanings  respectively  assigned  to  them  therein. 

•  II.  (1)  Every-  application  for  the  registration  of  a  Society  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  Co-operative  Societies,  in  the  form 
prescribed  in  the  Schedule  appended  to  these  rules  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  applicants. 

(2)  Every  such  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  two 
copies  of  the  proposed  bye-laws  signed  by  the  applicants.  One 
copy  shall  be  retained  in  the  Registrar's  Office  and  the  other,  if 
approved  by  the  Registrar,  shall  he  returned  to  the  Society  with 
the  Official  seal  of  the  Registrar  affixed  thereto. 

III.  The  bye-laws  shall  conform  to  the  Regulation  and  the 
rules  made  thereunder  and  shall  deal  with  the  matters  specified 
in  clauses  (a)  to  (t)  below  and  may  deal  with  such  other  matters 
incidental  to  the  organisation  of  the  Society  and  the  management 
of  its  business  as  may  he  deemed  necessary  : — 

(a,)  the  name,  address  and  the  area  of  the  operations,  of  the 
Society ; 

(b)  the  objects  ,of  the  Society  and  the  purpose  to  which  its  ; 
funds  are  applicable ; 

(c)  the  qualifications  for  admission  to  membership  and  the 
payment,  if  any,  to  he  made  or  interest  to  be  acquired  as  a  con¬ 
dition  of  exercising  the  right  of  membership ; 

(cH)  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  members 
for  the  debts  contracted  by  the  Society  ; 

(e)  the  circumstances  under  which  withdrawal  from  member¬ 
ship  shall  be  permitted  ; 

(/)  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  cases  of  withdrawal, 
ineligibility  and  death  of  members  ;  ' 

(g)  the  conditions,  if  any,  under  which  the  transfer  of  a  ' 
share  or  the  interest  of  a  member  shall  be  permitted  ;  ' 
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(h)  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  share  capital,  if  any,  of 
the  society  and  where  there  is  a  share  capital,  the  maximum 
share  capital  which  a  single  member  can  hold  ; 

(0  the  circumstances  under  which  the  society  may  borrow 
funds  and  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  so  borrowing ; 

(j)  the  entrance  and  miscellaneous  fees  and  fines,  if  any,  to 
be  collected  from  members ; 

(ifc)  the  maximum  loan  admissible  to  a  member  and  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  granting  loans  and  extensions  or 
renewals  and  in  recovering  loans  from  members ; 

(f)  the  conditions  on  which  loans  may  be  granted  to  mem¬ 
bers  ; 

(m)  the  consequences  of  default  in  payment  of  any  sum  due 
by  a  member ; 

(a)  the  maximum  dividend  payable  on  subscribed  share 
capital  to  members ; 

(o)  the  rates  of  interest  payable  by  the  Society  on  borrowed 
funds  and  by  members  on  loans  granted  to  them. 

( p )  in  the  case  of  productive  and  distributive  Societies  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  purchasing  and  selling  stores,  raw 
material  and  finished  products ; 

(q)  the  mode  of  holding  meetings,  the  right  of  voting  and, 
subject  to  rule  VII,  the  manner  of  making,  altering  and  abrogat¬ 
ing  bye-laws ; 

(r)  the  mode  of  appointment  and  removal  of  the  managing 
Committee  and  of  other  offices,  if  any,  and  the  duties  and  powers 
of  the  Committee  and  such  Officers ; 

(s)  the  mode  of  custody  and  investment  of  the  funds  and, 
subject  to  rules  X  &  XII,  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts ; 

(f)  the  disposal  of  the  net  profits. 

IV.  The  /Registrar  shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  proposed 
application  and  bye-laws  do  not  contravene  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Begulation,  that  the  draft  bye-laws  are  suitable  and  that 
the  Society  has  reasonable  chances  of  success  with  reference  to 
local  conditions.  The  Registrar  may,  before  passing  final  orders 
call  for  such  further  information  or  make  such  enquiry  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.  It  shall  also  be  competent  to  the  Registrar, 
before  registering  a  Society,  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  draft 
bye-laws  submitted  with  the  application  for  registration  as  he 
may  deem  advisable,  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  applicants 
to  such  alterations  is  obtained.  When  the  Registrar  registers  a 
Society,  he  shall  issue  to  it,  free  of  cost,  a  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  signed  by  himself  and  bearing  his  Official  seal ;  and  he  shall 
also  issue  to  the  Society  along  with  the  certificate  of  registration 
a.certified  copy  of  the  draft  bye-laws  as  approved  and  registered 
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by  him.  Should  the  Registrar  refuse  to  register  a  Society  be 
shall  record  a  brief  Statement  of  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  and 
the  applicants  shall  be  given  free  of  cost  a  copy  of  the  Registl-ar’s 
order  of  refusal.  Where  Officers  subordinate  to  the  Registrar 
have  been  empowered  to  exercise  any  powers  of  the  Registrar, 
their  orders  under  this  rule  shall  be  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Registrar  and  all  orders  of  the  Registrar  under  this  rule  shall  be 
open  to  revision  by  Government. 

V.  If  the  Registrar  refuses  to  register  a  Society  or  any  draft 
bye-law  or  draft  amendment  of  a  bye-law  of  a  Society,  an  appeal 
shall  lie  to  the  Government  within  two  months  from  the  com¬ 
munication  of  such  refusal  to  the  applicants  and  it  shall  be  com¬ 
petent  to  Government  to  direct  the  Registrar  to  register  the 
Society  or  the  draft  bye-law  or  the  draft  amendment  of  a  bye¬ 
law  or  to  pass  such  other  order  as  they  may  think  fit. 

VI.  When  a  Society  and  its  draft  bye-laws  have  been  regist¬ 
ered  the  said  draft  bye-laws  including  such  modifications  as  the 
Registrar  may  have  made  therein  shall  become  the  bye-laws  on 
their  being  adopted  at  a  general  meeting  by  a  majority  of  not 
less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  then  present. 

VEL  (1)  After  registration  of  a  Society  any  of  its  bye-laws 
may  be  altered  or  amended  or  new  bye-laws  be  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Provided  that 

(«)  due  notice  of  any  proposal  to  make,  alter  or  rescind  is 
given  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws  ; 

(1)  the  resolution  is  passed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds'  of 
the  members  present  at  the  general  meeting ; 

(c)  the  making,  alteration  or  rescission  is  approved  and  re¬ 
gistered  by  the  Registrar ; 

(2)  An  application  for  the  registration  of  a  new  or  altered 
bye-law  or  for  the  rescission  of  an  existing  one,  shall  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Registrar.  It  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  true  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  general  meeting  at  which  the  resolution  in 
regard  to  the  new,  altered  or  rescinded  bye-law  was  adopted. 
In  the  case  of  a  new  or  altered  bye-law  two  copies  of  the:  same 
shall  be  submitted  along  with  the  application.  The  application, 
the  copy  of  the  minutes  and  the  bye-law  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  and  three  members  of  the  managing  Committee. 

(3)  If  the  Registrar  considers  that  the  new  or  altered  bye¬ 
law  or  rescission  and  the  method  of  its  adoption  are  not  contrary 
to  the  Regulation  and  the  rules,  he  may,  in  the  case  of  a  new  or 
altered  bye-law,  register  it,  retain  one  copy  in  his  Office  and 
return  the  other  to  the  Society  with  a  certificate  of  approval  and 
in  the  case  of  rescission  he  will  cancel  the  bye-law  and  issue  a 


certificate  of  cancellation  provided,  when  the  bye-law  requiring, 
alteration,  amendment  .or.  rescission  has  relation  to  the'  nature 
and  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  members  for  debts  already ^con¬ 
tracted  by  the  Society,  the  alteration,  amendment  or  rescission 
shall  not  be  undertaken  by  the  Registrar  before  obtaining  the

'■  ■VIII.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  bye-laws 
of  a  Society  as  to  the  mode  of  summoning  general  meetings  and 
the  Object,  time  and  place  of  such  meetings,  the  Registrar  or  any 
person  authorised  by  the  Registrar,  may  at  any  time  summon  a 
special  general  meeting  of  the  Society  in  such  manner  and' at 
such  time  and  place  as  he  may  direct.  He  may  also  direct  what 
matters  shall  be  discussed  by  the  meeting.  Such  meetings  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  and  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  a  meet¬ 
ing  called  according  to  the  bye-laws  of  the  Society.

X.  '  E.very  Society  shall,  before  the  15th  Chingom  prepare  (a) 
a  statement  showing  its  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the 
year  ending  32nd  Karkadakom  preceding  ( b )■  a  statement  show¬ 
ing  its  assets  and  liabilities  and  (c)  the  profit  and  loss  as  they 
stood  . on  32nd  Karkadabam.  These  three  statements  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Registrar  without  delay.  After  the  Registrar 
has  verified  the.  statements  and  granted  his  audit  certificate,  the 
Society.' shall  publish  the  statements  in  a  manner  approved  by 
the  Registrar.

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shall- be  certified  by  not  less  than  three  members  of  its  managing 
body  including  such  President  or  Secretary  and  shall  beair  the 
Society’s  seal. 

XII.  Co-operative  Societies  shall  keep  the  following  accounts 
and  books  for  recording  the  business  transacted  by  them 

(а)  Books  to  be  maintained  by  Credit  Societies. 

(1)  Minute  book,  recording  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
of  management  and  of  the  general  body  of  members. 

(2)  Admission  book,  showing  the  name  and  address  of 
each  member,  the  date  of  his  admission  and  shares  taken  by 

(3)  Cash  hook  showing  daily  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
the  balance  at  the  end  of  each  day. 

(4)  Receipt  book,  containing  forms  in  duplicate,  one  of 
each  set  to  he  issued  for  money  received  by  the  Society  and  the 
other  to  serve  as  counterfoil. 

(5)  Loan  ledger,  showing  the  number  and  date  of  dis¬ 
bursement  of  each  loan  issued  to  members,  the  amount  of  loan, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  granted  and  the  date  or  dates  of  re¬ 
payment,  distinguishing  principal  and  interest. 

(6)  Ledgers  of  borrowings,  showing  deposits  and  other 
borrowings  of  all  kinds. 

.  (7)  Liability  register,  showing  the  indebtedness  of  each 

member  to  the  Society  whether  on  account  of  loans  taken  direct¬ 
ly  by  him  or  on  account  of  loans  for  which  he  stands  as  surety. 

'  ■  (8)  Monthly  register. of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

(9)  Such  other  accounts  and  hooks  as  may  be  required  or 
prescribed  by  the  Registrar. 

(б)  Books  to  be  maintained  by  Central  Banks. 

..  In  addition  to  books  to  be  maintained  as.  above  by  Credit 
Societies,  all  central  banks,  that  is,  Societies  which  lend  money 
to  other  Societies,  shall  keep  the  following  accounts: —  . 

(1)  Interest  register,  showing  interest  payable  and  paid 
by  eaeh'borrowed.

.  •  Every  Society  based  on  unlimited  liability  shall  keep  a’  state¬ 
ment  showing  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  each  individual  member . 
at  the  date  of  ..admission  :as  well  as  on.  the  last  day  of  each  Co¬ 
operative  .year.. 
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(a!)  Books  to  be  maintained  by  distributive  and  productive 
Societies. 

The  books  for  the  credit  branch  of  such  Societies  shall  be 
the  same  as  for  Credit  Societies  other  than  Central  Banks.  In 
addition  the  following  books  shall  be  maintained  by  distributive 
and  productive  Societies: — 

•  (1)  Goods  ledger,  containing  a  classification  of  goods  stock¬ 

ed  and  sold. 

(2)  Stock  purchase  book,  showing  the  daily  purchase  of 
articles. 

(e)  The  following  returns  shall  he  submitted  to  the  Registrar 
by  all  Co-operative  Societies  annually  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  end  of  each  co-operative  year. 

(1)  Statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

(2)  Statement  of  assets  and  liabilities. 

(3)  Statement  of  profit  and  loss. 

(/)  The  following  return  shall  be  submitted  every  year  to 
the  Registrar  by  distributive  and  productive  Societies  only: — 

Statement  of  verification  of  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  co-operative  year. 

{g)  In  addition  to  the  above  every  Society  shall  submit  to 
the  Registrar  such  other  returns  as  that  officer  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

XIII.  The  Registrar  shall  keep: — 

(1)  a  register  of  the  names  and  addresses'  of  all  societies. 

(2)  a  register  of  the  bye-laws  of  societies  in  the  order  of 
registration  of  the  societies. 

(3)  a  register  of  amendments  and  alterations  in  the  bye¬ 
laws  of  societies  in  the  order  in  which  the  same  are  certified  by 
him  as  approved. 

XIV.  In  Societies  with  unlimited  liability  the  whole  of  the 
net  profits  shall  be  carried  to  the  reserve  fund. 

Should  a  Society  with  limited  or  unlimited  liability  elect 
with  the  approval  of  the  Registrar  to  appropriate  any  portion  of 
its  reserve  to  a  charitable  purpose,  such  purpose  shall  be  clearly 
defined  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Society  and  it  shall  not  be  other, 
than  a  charitable  purpose  as  defined  in  Section  2  of  Regulation 
II  of  1082. 
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XV.  (a)  The  reserve  fund  in  a  registered  Society  with  limit¬ 

ed  liability  shall  be  invested  or  deposited  in  one  or  more  of  the 
modes  mentioned  in  Section  32  of  the  Begulation.  * 

(6)  The  reserve  fund  in  a  registered  Society  with  unlimit¬ 
ed  liability  may,  unless  the  Begistrar  by  a  special  order  direct  it 
to  be  invested  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  (a)  above,  be  utilised 
in  the  business  of  the  Society  or  invested  or  deposited  in  the  ways 
mentioned  in  Section  32  of  the  Begulation. 

XVI.  (I)  In  the  case  of  a  dispute  touching  the  business  of  the 
Society  between  members  or  past  members  of  the  Society  or  per¬ 
sons  claiming  through  a  member  or  past  member  or  between  a 
member  or  past  member  or  persons  so  claiming  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  or  any  officers,  a  reference  in  writing  may  be  made  by 
any  party  to  the  Begistrar. 

(2)  The  Begistrar  shall  have  power  on  receipt  of  such 
reference  either  to  decide  the  dispute  himself  or  to  refer  it  for 
decision  to  the  arbitrator  appointed  by  him  or  to  several  arbitra¬ 
tors  of  whom  one  may  be  appointed  by  him  and  one  other  by 
each  of  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

(3)  The  Begistrar,  the  arbitrator  or  arbitrators  shall  have 
power  t</'administer  oaths,  to  require  the  attendance  of  all  parties 
concerned  and  of  witnesses  and  to  require  the  production  of  all 
boohs  and  documents  relating  to  the  matter  of  the  dispute  by  the 
same  means  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case 
of  a  Civil  Court  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

(4)  After  hearing  the  parties  to  the  dispute  and  examin¬ 
ing  such  witnesses  and  documentary  evidence  as  may  be  produc¬ 
ed,  the  Begistrar  or  arbitrator  or  arbitrators  shall  give  a  decision 
or  award  in  writing  and  where  there  are  several  arbitrators, 
the  opinion  of  the  majority  shall  prevail. 

(5)  Such  decision  or  award  shall  on  application  to  the 
Civil  Court  having  local  jurisdiction,  be  enforceable  as  a  decree 
of  such  Court. 

(6)  Similarly  in  the  case  of  a  dispute  relating  to  a  debt 
due  to  a  society  by  a  member  or  a  past  member  or  persons  claim¬ 
ing  through  a  member  or  past  member,  a  reference  in  writing 
may  be  made  by  either  party  to  the  Begistrar  (Vide  Notification 
No.  948/L.  B.  dated  9-2-18.) 

xvn.  Procedure  to  he  adopted  by  Liquidator. 

(a)  When  the  registration  of  a  Society  is  cancelled  under 
Section  40  of  the  Begulation  or  when  no  appeal  has  been  made 
under  clause  2,  Section  39  of  the  Begulation  against  the  order 
of  the  Begistrar  under  that  Section  cancelling  the  registration  of 
a  Society  or  where  such  an  appeal  has  been  dismissed;  the 
liquidator  shall  forthwith  take  charge  of  the  books  of  the  Society 
in  order  to  take  necessary  steps  to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  shall 
at  once  publish  by  such  means  as  he  may  think  proper,  a  notice 


requiring  all  claims  against  the  absolved  Society  to  be  submitted 
to  him  within  three  months  of  publication  of  the  notice.  All 
liabilSies  recorded  in  the  account  books  of  a  Society  shall  be 
deemed  ipso  facto  to  have  been  duly  notified. 

(A)  If  necessary  the  liquidator  will  institute  suits  for  the 
recovery  of  sums  due  to  the  Society. 

(b)  The  liquidator  will  then  proceed  to  determine  the 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Society  as  they  stood  on  the  date  of 
the  cancellation  of  its  registration  :  this  being  done  the  contribu¬ 
tions  to  be  made  by  the  members  and  past  members  of  the 
Society,  respectively,  to  the  assets  of  the  Society  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined.  He  shall  also  determine  by  what  persons  and  in  what 
proportion  the  costs  of  the  liquidation  are  to  be  borne. 

All  orders  passed  by  the  liquidator  under  this  clause  shall  be 
submitted  to  the.  Registrar  for  approval,  before  action  is  taken 
to  enforce  them  under  clauses  ( h )  and  W  below 

(d)  for  the  above  purpose  the  liquidator  may  issue  sum¬ 
monses  to  persons  whose  attendance  is  required  either  to  give 
evidence  or  to  produce  documents.  He  may  compel  the*attend- 
ance  of  any  person  to  whom  a  summons  has  been  issued  and  for 
that  purpose  issue  a  warrant  for  his  arrest. 

(«)  .The  liquidator  shall  send  all  such  notices,  summonses 
or  warrants  for  service  to  the  District  Munsiff  concerned. 

(/)  The  District  Munsiff,  upon  receipt  thereof,  shall 
proceed,  as  if  such  notices,  summonses  or  warrants  have  been 
issued  by  him  and  shall  return  them  to  the  liquidator  with  the 
record  (if  any)  of  the  proceeding  taken  with  regard  thereto. 

(g)  The  liquidator  should  keep  short  notes  of  the  deposi¬ 
tions  of  the  persons  thus  summoned  to  give  evidence. 

( h )  The  liquidator  should  then  make  an  order  noting  the 
names  of  members  and  past  members  of  the  Society  and  the 
amounts  to  be  realised  from  each  as  contributions  under  clause 
(A),  sub-section  (2)  of  Section  41  and  as  costs  of  liquidation  under 
clause  (d)  of  the  same  sub-section. 

(i)  A  copy  of  the  above  order  accompanied,  if  necessary, 
by  a  list  of  the  property  of  each  member  or  past  member  against 
which  the  decree  will  have  to  be  enforced  should  be  filed  in  the 
Civil  Court  having  local  jurisdiction,  to  be  enforced  as  laid'  down 
in  clause  (a),  sub-section  (5)  of  Section  41. 

(  j)  The  liquidator  shall  submit  to  the  Registrar,  a  month¬ 
ly-report,  showing  the.  progress  made  in  the  liquidation  of  the  - 
societies  placed  under  his  charge. 
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(k)  All  funds  in  charge  of  the  liquidator  should  be  kept 

and  deposited  in  the  Government  Savings  Bank  or  such  other 
Bank  as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Registrar.  '  „ 

(l)  After  recovery  of  the  dues  of  the  Society  and  the 
realisation  of.  the  contribution  and  costs  of  liquidations,  from  the 
member  and  past  members,  the  liquidator  shall,  after  meeting  the 
liabilities  of  the  Society,  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and 
submit  a  final  report  to  the  Registrar. 

(m)  The  appointment  of  a  liquidator  shall  he  published  in 
the  Government  Gazette. 

XVIII.  Ho  appeal  shall  lie  from  any  order  of  the  liquidator 
under  Section  41.

Under  the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja,  the 
Rules  for  the  guidance  of  Government  servants  in  their  rel/aSions 
■with  co-operative  societies  registered  under  the  Co-operative 
Societies  Regulation  issued  under  date  the  23rd  December  1915, 
are  modified  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  Government  servants  are  at  liberty  to  become  members 
of  Co-operative  Societies  of  every  description  including  Central 
Banks  and  take  shares  or  place  deposits  in  them. 

2.  Government  servants  drawing  a  pay  of  Rs.  100  and 
below  are  also  at  liberty  to  hold  any  office  in  any  such  Society  or 
serve  on  any  Committee  appointed  for  'the  management  of  its 
affairs;  but  they  shall  not  accept  any  remuneration  except  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  relating  thereto,  contained  in 
Article  62  of  the  Travancore  Service  Regulations. 

3.  No  Government  servant  drawing  a  pay  above  Rs.  100 
shall  hold  any  office  in  any  such  Society  or  serve  on  any 
Committee  appointed  for  the  management  of  its  affairs,  without 
the  special  sanction  of  the  Government  previously  obtained  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Government  may  impose. 

4.  It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that,  whenever  any  Gov¬ 
ernment  servant  of  whatever  grade,  joins  these  societies  and 
helps  them  in  their  work,  he  is  expected  to  do  so  in  his  private 
capacity  as  a  citizen  and  he  should  not  use  his  official  position  or 
influence  in  any  manner  which  would  militate  against  the  non- 
official  character  of  such  societies.

Read  again  the  Revised  State  Life  Insurance  Rules,  passed 
with  the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  under  date 
the  16th  August  1906. 

Order  thereon. 

The  present  rules  enforce  insurance  on  all  public  servants 
permanently  entertained  in  the  service  on  or  after  1st  Thye  1073. 
Several  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  oppressive 
way  in  which  the  scheme  is  said  to  have  been  working,  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  public  servants.  The  scheme  as  a 
compulsory  one,  has,  in  the  opinion  of  Government,  been  tried 
long  enough  and  it  has  been  all  through  unpopular.  His 
Highness’  Government  consider  that  it  may  be  well  left  to  each 
man  to  decide  in  what  form  he  should  provide  for  those  dear  to 
him,  and  they  resolve  to  make  insurance  optional  hereafter  in 
the  case  of  every  public  servant,  irrespective  of  the  date  of  his 
entertainment  in  the  service. 

.2.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  present  rules  for  withdrawal 
from  insurance  if  the  person  insured  wishes  to  do  so.  Some 
provision  for  the  purpose  appears  necessary,  and  Government 
direct  that  a  provision  be  inserted  in  the  rules,  permitting  with¬ 
drawal  at  any  time  at  the  option  of  the  person  insured,  the 
latter  being  paid  back  the  sum  total  of  all  the  premia  paid  by 
him  up  to  the  date  of  his  withdrawal. 

3.  Further,  the  rules  now  in  force  do  not  insist  upon  medical 
examination  for  further  insurance.  It  appears  to  Government 
desirable  to  prescribe  such  examination  for  further  insurance 
also,  as  alperson  in  perfectly  good  health  when  first  insuring, 
may  fall  ill  subsequently  and  his  health  may  be  so  far  impaired 
as  to  render  him  ineligible  for  further  insurance,  His  Highness  ’ 
Government  therefore  direct  that,  in  the  cases  of  all  future  pro¬ 
posals  for  further  insurance,  the  proposers  should  undergo 
medical  examination,  before  the  proposals  are  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

4.  The  State  Life  Insurance  Rules,  as  now  further  revised, 
are  appended  to  this  order.  They  will  come  into  force  at  once. 

STATE  LIFE  INSURANCE. 

Revised  state  life  insurance  rules. 

In  these  rules : 

(a)  “  Proposer  ”  means  the  person  whose  life  is  proposed 
be  insured. 

(h)  “  Insured  ”  means  the  person  who.  has  insured  his 
life  imder  these  rules. 
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foj  “Policy”  means  the  written  document  containing 
the  contract  for  the  payment  under  these  rules  of  an  endowment 
bonus  in  consideration  of  the  premium  paid  by  the  Insured. 

(d)  “  Pay  ”  means  the  remuneration  paid  to  an  officer  in 
respect  of  any  permanent  office  held  by  him.  in  the  service  of 
Government,  in  respect  of  which  office  he  may  become  entitled 
under  any  rules,  which  are  now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  in 
force,  to  a  pension,  but  shall  not  include  any  fees  accruing  to  any 
officer  in  respect  of  such  office. 

fe)  “  Premium  ”  means  the  periodical  payment  for  any 

policy. 

2.  All  public  servants  holding  permanent  appointments  may 
insure  their  lives  under  these  rules. 

Provided  that  the  age  of  the  officer  insuring  does  not  exceed 
46  years  and  his  salary  is  not  below  Bs.  10. 

3.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  pay  of  the  Insured  shall  be  recovered 
every  month  as  premium  and  credited  to  Government  from 
the  month  following  that  of  his  last  birthday  till  the  in¬ 
sured  shall  complete  55  years  or  in  the  event  of  his  dying 
earlier,  till  his  death,  in  consideration  of  which  a  bonus  (accord¬ 
ing  to  the  table  appended  to  these  rules)  shall  be  payable  from 
the  Government  Treasury  to  the  insured  or  his  representative  or 
assignee  as  the  case  may  he  cn  his  completing  the  age  of  65  years 
or  at  his  death,  if  earlier.  Tractions  of  a  rupee  other  than  half- 
a  rupee  shall  be  excluded  in  calculating  the  monthly  premium. 

4.  The  age  of  the  Proposer  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  age  at 
his  last  birthday. 

5.  Whenever  the  pay  of  the  Insured  is  permanently  increas¬ 
ed,  further  insurance  may  be  effected  for  such  bonus  as  will 
cover  the  surplus  premium  available. 

6.  When  an  Insured  ceases  to  be  in  the  service  of  Government 
before  completing  the  age  of  55  years,  he  may  elect  either  to 
continue  to  pay  the  premium  due  on  his  policy  till  it  becomes 
mature,  or  withdraw  from  insurance.  Provided,  however,  that 
dismissed  officials,  who  have  been  ordered  by  Government  to  be 
included  in  the  list  of  officers  not  eligible  for  re-entertainment  in 
Government  service,  shall  not  have  the  option  to  continue  to 
pay  the  premium. 

7.  *  If  an  Insured  wishes  to  withdraw  at  any  time  from  in¬ 
surance,  he  may  surrender  his  policy  and  apply  for  the 
surrender  value  of  the  bonus  assured  thereby,  which  will  he  the 
sum  total  of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  the  date  of  such 
withdrawal. 

£>.  If  an  Insured  be  degraded  for  any  cause,  he  may  either 
continue  to  pay  the  full  premium  on  his .  Policy  or  discontinue 
payment  of  the  difference  between  such  premium  and  that  due 
pn  his  reduced  pay  the  bonus  payable  being  in  the  latter  case 
Vide  also  Rules  7,  20,  21  and  22  modified  by  Notification  No.'  g.  6176 
dated  17th  August  1910  appended. 
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such  portion  of  the  original  bonus  as  is  proportionate  to  the  pre- 
mium^paid. 

9.  "The  business  of  the  State  Life  Insurance  Scheme  shall 
be  managed  hy  the  Financial  Secretary  to  Government,  or  any 
other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf.  The  account 
portion  of  the  work  shall  be  attended  to  in  the  Central  Account 
and  Audit  Office. 

10.  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  or  other  officer 
specially  authorised  in  this  behalf  may,  with  the  Dewan’s  sanc¬ 
tion,  frame  such  subsidiary  rules  for  the  transaction  of  business 
as  may  he  found  necessary. 

All  matters  not  provided  for  in  these  rules  and  all  doubts 
about  the  construction  or  interpretation  of  the  rules  shall  be 
placed  before  the  Dewan  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or  other 
officer  aforesaid,  and  the  orders  thereon  of  the  Dewan  shall  be  final. 

11.  All  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  State 
Life  Insurance  shall  he  carried  to  a  separate  head  of  account, 
and  funds,  belonging  to  this  account  shall  at  the  end  of 
each  month  be  invested  in  such  manner  as  Government  may 
prescribe. 

12.  A  Public  servant  proposing  to  insure  his  life  under  these 
rules,  shall  submit  his  proposal  in  Form  No.  1  written  in  his  own 
hand  whenever  possible,  and  signed  in  the  presence  of  his  im¬ 
mediate  superior  who  will,  in  his  turn,  sign  the  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  he  has  read  and  explained  the  form  to  the  Proposer, 
whose  signature  was  affixed  in  his  presence,  and  that  the  entries 
made  therein  (especially  those  relating  to  the  age,  the  date  of 
birth,  pay  and  the  date  of  first  permanent  appointment  in  service 
on  Es.  10  or  above  of  the  Proposer)  are  correct  and  forward  the 
same  in  a  sealed  cover  to  the  head  of  the  department  concerned. 

13.  The  head  of  the  department  concerned  will,  after  ex¬ 
amining  the  Proposal,  forward  the  same  to  the  Medical  Officer 
who  may  be  appointed  by  Government  in  this  behalf,  requesting 
him  to  examine  the  Proposer  and  record  his  opinion  regarding 
his  age  and  health  in  the  certificate  appended  to  the  Proposal. 

Government  may,  however  in  any  case,  dispense  with  the 
medical  examination  contemplated  in  the  first  para  of  this  rule 
and  accept  a  certificate  of  health  produced  by  the  Proposer  from 
a  competent  Medical  Officer. 

Note : — The  arrangement  sanctioned  for  the  medical  ex¬ 
amination  is  as  follows  : — 

(а)  If  the  proposer’s  pay  is  Es.  20  or  less,  he  shall  be 
examined  hy  a  medical  officer  in  independent  charge  of  an 
institution. 

(б)  If  his  pay  is  more  than  Rs.  20,  hut  not  more  than 
Es.  100,  he  shall  be  examined  hy  a  medical  officer  not  below 
the  rank  of  an  Assistant  Surgeon. 

(c)  If  his  pay  exceeds  Es.  100,  the  medical  examination 
shall  be  conducted  by  a  medical  officer  not  below  the  rank  cf  a 
Deputy  Surgeon, 
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14.  It  shall  fee  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  examine 
the  Proposer  and  record  his  remarks  on  the  back  of  the  Propos¬ 
al  and  forward  the  same  direct  to  the  Durbar  Physician  in  .a 
sealed  covfer,  after  obtaining  the  signature  of  the  Proposer  to  the 
declaration  prescribed  therein. 

15.  The  Proposal  and  the  Medical  report  shall  then  be  ex¬ 
amined  by  the  Durbar  Physician  and  forwarded  to  the  Financial 
Secretary  or  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf, 
with  his  opinion,  which  shall  be  final.  The  Durbar  Physician 
may,  if  he  deems  necessary,  call  a  Medical  Board  to  examine 
any  Proposer  before  passing  his  final  opinion.  In  all  cases  where 
the  Medical  Board  is  convened,  the  opinion  of  the  majority  shall 
be  final.  In  cases  of  equality  of  votes,  the  Durbar  Physician 
shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

16.  If  the  Proposer  is  declared  to  be  fully  eligible,  the 
Financial  Secretary  or  other  Officer  aforesaid,  shall  issue  a  Policy 
in  Form  No.  3  and  arrange  to  give  intimation  of  the  acceptance 
of  the  Proposal  to  the  Proposer  through  his  immediate  superior. 
If  a  Proposal  is  not  fully  eligible,  the  age  of  the  Proposer  shall 
be  taken  to  be  his  age  plus  the  years  recommended  by  the 
Durbar  Physician  to  be  added  on,  and  a  policy  in  Form  No.  3  A, 
shall  be  issued  for  the  amount  of  the  bonus  which  the  age  so 
taken  would  entitle  him  to.  The  difference  between  the  bonus 
thus  entered  in  the  policy  and  that  payable  if  his  age  had  been 
accepted  without  any  addition  shall  however,  be  divided  by  the 
difference  between  his  age  and  his  55th  year,  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  annually  added  to  the  bonus  specified  in  the  Policy 
until  his  death,  if  it  happens  before  his  55  th  year,  and 
paid  along  with  the  said  bonus.  If  he  lives  to  the  age  of 
55,  the  amount  of  bonus  payable  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
which  would  have  been  payable  if  his  age  had  been  accepted 
without  any  addition. 

17.  The  Financial  Secretary  or  other  officer  specially  author¬ 
ised  in  this  behalf  shall  forward  the  policy  to  the  Head  of  the 
department  in  which  the  Proposer  may  be  employed,  or  to  the 
Officer  in  charge  of  the  Treasury  from  which  his  pay  is  disbursed, 
for  delivery  to  him  on  payment  of  the  first  premium  in  cash  or 
deduction  from  his  pay.  The  date  of  payment  of  the  first  pre¬ 
mium  shall  be  the  date  of  the  policy,  and  shall  be  entered  therein 
by  the  officer  realising  the  premium  before  delivery. 

18.  When  an  Insured  wishes  to  further  insure  his  life,  he 
shall  submit  a  Proposal  in  Form  No.  2.  The  procedure  pre¬ 
scribed  in  rules  12  to  16  supra  shall  be  applicable  to  this  further 
insurance. 

.  19.  On  an  Insured  completing  the  age  of  55  years,  the  sum 
assured  by  his  Policy  les3  the  amount  (if  any)  on  account  of 
arrears  of  premia,  will  be  paid  to  him  or  to  his  assignee,  after 
the  surrender  of  his  policy,  and  on  the  production  of  a  certificate 
>f  identity;  but  if  he  dies  before  completing  the  age  of  55  years, 
the  amount  dne  will,  on  production  of  satisfactory  evidence  of 
death  and  of  the  claim  to  the  bonus  and  on  the  surrender  of  the 
it 
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policy,  be  paid  to  bis  legal  representative  or  assignee.  If  there 
be  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  bonus 
it  shall  be  paid  after  production  of  satisfactory  proof  of  the 
claimant’s  right.  • 

-20.  f  The  premia  shall  be  payable  in  advance  and  be  re¬ 
covered  monthly  by  deduction  from  the  pay  of  the  Insured. 

21.  t  When  an  Insured  is  absent  from  duty  on  leave  with 
allowances,  the  premium  shall  be  realised  when  such  leave  all¬ 
owances  are  drawn.  If  he  should  obtain  leave  without  all¬ 
owances  or  be  suspended  from  service,  the  past  premium,  if  not 
otherwise  recovered,  shall  be  a  debt  on  his  policy  carrying  interest 
at  4  per  cent  per  annum,  and  shall  be  recovered  as  arrears  from 
his  future  pay,  if  any,  in  instalments  not  exceeding  10  per  cent 
of  such  pay,  in  addition  to  the  current  premium. 

22.  t  'When  an  Insured  who  has  ceased  to  be  in  the  service 
of  Government  has  elected  to  continue  to  pay  premium  till  Ms 
policy  matures,  he  may  be  allowed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or 
other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf,  to  pay  such 
premium  in  advance  monthly,  quarterly,  half-yearly  or  yearly 
into  any  Government  Treasury.  Fifteen  days’  grace  shall  be 
allowed  when  the  premium  is  payable  monthly  and  a  grace  of  one 
month  when  it  is  paid  otherwise.  If  the  Insured  fails  to  pay 
the  premium  within  the  days  of  grace,  he  shall  he  deemed  to 
have  withdrawn  under  rule  7  and  he  shall  be  paid  back  the 
surrender  value  of  the  bonus  assured  which  will  be  the  sum  total 
of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  date. 

23.  Every  Insured  shall  be  supplied  with  a  Premium  Receipt- 
book  (Form  No.  4)  in  which  payment  of  each  premium  shall  be 
acknowledged  by  the  Officer  realising  the  same. 

If  an  Insured  should  apply  for  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  of 
the  Premium  Receipt-book,  because  the  original  is  lost  or 
damaged,  the  same  shall  be  issued  to  him  by  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  or  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf,  on  his 
paying  a  fee  of  Re.  one. 

24.  If  an  Insured  should  apply  for  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  of 
the  policy,  because  the  original  is  lost  or  damaged  the  same 
shall  be  issued  to  him  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or  other  officer 
specially  authorised  in  this  behalf  on  his  paying  a  fee  of  one 
Rupee. 

25.  False  information  furnished  by  an  Insured  or  production 
by  him  of  any  false  evidence  in  connection  with  the  insurance  of 
his  life,  shall  render  his  policy  null  and  void,  and  the  premia  paid 
by  him  shall  be  forfeited  to  Government. 

26.  Government  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  add  to,  or 
modify  or  altogether  cancel,  these  rules  in  regard  to  all  Future 
applicants. 

27.  These  rules  do  not  apply  in  respect  of  appointments, 
service  in  which  does  not  count  towards  pension  under  the 
pension  rules. 

28.  These  revised  Rules  shall  come  into  force  at  once.

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(а)  A  certificate  from  the  Head  of  the  offioe  in  which  the 
deceased  Policy-holder  was  serving  at  the  date  of  his  death,  cer¬ 
tifying,  from  his  personal  knowledge  or  on  the  declaration  of  two 
senior  subordinates  serving  under  him  possessing  personal  know¬ 
ledge,  to  the  relationship  of  the  claimant  or  claimants,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

(б)  In  cases  where  the  deceased  has,  by  a  registered  will 
bequeathed,  the  bonus  to  any  particular  individual,  a  certified 
copy  of  such  will,  granted  under  the  signature  and  seal  of  the 
Begistrar  in  whose  office  the  will  was  deposited  or  registered. 

(c)  Certificate  or  heirship,  probate  or  letter  of  administration 
granted  by  the  Besident  or  any  Court  of  Law  in  British  India,  ■ 
although  such  certificate,  probate  or  letter  of  administration  does 
not  expressly  mention  the  bonus  due  under  the  State  Insurance 
Policy. 

(d)  Decree  or  order  of  a  Civil  Court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  Travancore  or  British  India,  recognizing  the  heirship  of 
the  claimant  to  the  deceased  although  the  suit  or  proceeding  in 
which  the  decree  or  order  was  passed,  did  not  directly  embrace 
the  claim  to  the  bonus  under  the  State  Policy. 

(e)  Certificate  from  any  officer  of  Government  drawing  a 
salary  of  not  less  than  Bs.  200,  or  from  a  Tahsildar,  Munsiff  or 
Magistrate  in  the  service  of  this  State  or  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
exercising  jurisdiction  in  Travancore,  declaring  from  his  personal 
knowledge  the  relation  of  the  claimants  to  the  deceased. 

(/)  Certificate  from  a  Tahsildar  in  the  service  of  the  State 
.  testifying  as  the  result  of  the  due  enquiry,  to  the  claim  of  the 
applicant  (or  applicants)  to  the  bonus  assured  by  the  Policy  of 
the  deceased. 

3.  Notwithstanding  anything  said  in  the  previous  paras,  the 
Financial  Secretary  or  any  'other  officer  specially  authorised  in 
this  behalf  may,  in  cases  of  conflicting  and  cross  claims  require 
the  claimants  to  produce  a  decree  of  the  Travancore  Civil  Court 
establishing  his  or  their  claim  to  the  bonus  as  against  his  or 
their  opponents. 

4.  In  cases  of  bequests,  a  certificate  of  the  identity  of  the 

claimant  must  also  be  produced  from  an  officer  of  the  rank  men¬ 
tioned  in  clause  (e)  Buie,  2.  - 

•5.  The  certificate  granted  by  officers  under  (a)  and  (e)  of 
Buie  2  should  give  full  particulars  of  the  relationship  of  the 
claimant  to  the  deceased  and  the  means  of  knowledge  possessed 
by  the  officer  granting  it  and  state  whether  there  are  any  other 
relations  of  the  deceased  likely  to  claim  the  bonus. 

6.  Any  person  who  does  not  forward  his  claim  within  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  notice  referred  to  in  Buie  1  will  be 
considered  to  have  waived  his  claim  to  the  bonus. 


7.  The  bonus  assured  by  tbe  Policy  will  be  paid  to  the  per¬ 
son  who  among  several  claimants,  seems  to  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  or  any  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf  to 
have  the  best  claim,  on  his  giving  a  good  and  tangible  security 
to  indemnify  the  Government  against  any  loss  that  may  accrue  in 
the  event  of  the  Government  being  compelled  by  a  decree  of  a 
Court  to  pay  the  bonus  over  again  to  another  claimant. 

8.  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  or  any  other  officer 
aforesaid  may  consult  the  Head  Sirkar  Vakil  or  Assistant  Head 
Sirkar  Vakil  on  any  legal  point  connected  with  the  settlement 
of  claims.  (30th  August  1914.)

His  Highness  the  Maha  Bajah  has  been  pleased  to  sanction 
Buies  7,  20,  21  and  22  of  the  (Revised  State  Life  Insurance  Buies 
appended  to  the  Proceedings  of  Government  No.  2680,  dated 
18th  September  1908  being  modified  as  follows : — 

7.  If  an  Insured  wishes  to  withdraw  at  any  time  from  insur¬ 
ance,  he  may  surrender  his  policy  and  apply  for  the  surrender 
value  of  the  bonus  assured  thereby,  which  will  be  75  per  cent  of 
sum  total  of  all  tbe  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  the  date  of  such 
withdrawal. 

Note— This  rule  will  apply  to  all  applications  (for  withdrawal) 
made  on  and  after  the  1st  Thnlam  1086. 

20.  The  premia  shall  be  payable  strictly  in  advance  and  the 
Insured  shall  be  responsible  for  seeing  the  same  paid  into  the 
Treasury  on  or  before  the  25th  of  the  month  either  by 
deduction  from  his  pay  bill  or  otherwise.  If  payment  be  not  so 
made,  the  past  premium  shall  be  a  debt  on  his  policy  carrying 
interest  at  4°/0  per  annum.

(2)  An  Anchal  card  shall  not  be  folded,  cut,  or  otherwise  altered,  except 
that  the  impressed  Anchal  stamp  (if  any)  may  he  perforated  with  initials;  nor 
may  an  Anchal  card  he  enclosed  in  a  cover  of  any  land.

(2)  An  undelivered  Anchal  article  on  which  the  words  “  to  await 
arriral"  or  “to  be  kept  till  oalled  for  "or  similar  instructions  have  been 
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written  shall  he  kept  in  the  Anchal  Office  to  which  it  is  addressed  for  a  period 
of  one  month  from  the  date  on  which  it  reaches  that  Off ioe. 

115.  An  undelivered  Anchal  article  shall  ordinarily  not  remain  in  an  Anchal 
office  to  which  it  has  been  redirected  after  it  has  been  ascertained  that  tho 
sddresseo  cannot  be  found. 

116.  An  undelivered  telegram  which  is  in  course  of  transmission  by  Anchal 
shall  he  kept  in  tho  Anchal  office  to  which  it  is  addressed  for  a  period  of  seven 
days  from  tho  date  on  which  it  reaches  that  oilico. 

117.  An  undelivered  Anchal  article,  of  which  tho  addressee 

(i)  Iras  refused  or  omitted  to  take  delivery  after  duo  notice  lias  given  to 
Irim  by  the  Anchal  oflioc,  or 

(ii)  is  known  to  havo  gone  away  from  Travancoro  or  Cochin  without  leav- 
iag  instructions  at  tho  Anchal  office  as  to  tho  redirection  of  his  c-’-resnoudenco 

(iii)  is  dead,  and  there  is  no  person  to  whom  it  could  properly  ho  delivered 
shall  not  be  detained  in  the  Anchal  office  to  which  it  is  addresed  but  shall 
at  once  ire  sent  to  tho  Dead  Letter  Office  in  tire  office  of  tho  Anchal  Superin. 
tendent: 

Provided,  however,  iliat.  if  the  name  of  tho  sender  is  superscribed  un  the 
article  it  shall  he  returned  to  the  office  of  posting  for  delivery  to  tiro  sender. 

1  IS.  If  tho  Anchal  Office  of  delivery  has  information  that  tho  addressee 
has  gone  to  British  India,  and  his  address  is  known,  tiro  article  shall  bo  sent 
through  tho  British  Post, 

At  the  Dead  Letter  Office  in  the  Office  of  the,  Anchal  Superintendent. 

119.  (i)  Packets  containing  printed  papers,  obviously  without  value  such  as 
trade  circulars  and  price  lists,  wliioh  cannot  bo  disposed  of  undur  Section  33  of 
the  Regulation,  may  be  disposed  of  forthwith  by  being  sold  as  waste-paper  or 
destroyed. 

(ii)  Book  paokets,  other  than  tho  packets  mentioned  in  sub-clause  (i)  news¬ 
papers  and  pattern  packets,  which  oanuot  bo  disposed  of  under  Section  33  of  the 
Regulation,  shall  bo  detained  for  a  period  of  throe  months,  on  tho  expiration  of 
whioh  they  may  be  disposed  of  by  being  sold  or  destroyed.  Magazines,  periodi- 
sals  and  newspapers  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Anchal  Superintendent,  bo  used 
for  any  public  purpose. 

121).  Anchal  cards  whioh  cannot  bo  disposed  of  under  Section  36  of  the 
Regulation  shall  bo  detained  for  a  period  of  one  month,  on  the  expiration  of 
which  they  may  ho  destroyed  by  being  burnt: 

Provided  that  Anchal  cards  on  whioh  tho  postage  has  not  boon  prepaid 
shall  he  destroyed  forthwith  by  being  burnt. 

121.  Subjoct  to  tho  provisions  of  Section  37,  proviso  (b),  of  tho  Regulation, 
parcels  which  cannot  he  disposed  of  under  Section  36  shall  be  detained  for  a 
period  of  three  months,  on  tho  expiration  of  which  tho  contents,  if  of  no 
saleable  value,  may  be  destroyed. 

122.  Letters  which  oannot  he  disposed  of  under  Section  36  of  tho  Regula¬ 
tion,  shall  bo  dealt  with  as  follows: — 

(a)  Letters  containing  nothing  of  intrinsic  value  shall  be  detained  for  a 
period  of 

(i)  one  month,  when  they  are  unregistered,  and 

(ii)  three  months,  when  they  are  registered: 

(b)  Other  letters  shall  ho  detained  for  a  period  of 

(iii)  throe  months,  when  the  postage  is  not  prepaid  or  is  insufficiently 
prepaid,  and 
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(it)  six  months,  when  the  postage  is  fully  prepaid. 

On  the  expiration  of  the  prescribed  period,  the  letters  shall  be  destrrfyed  by 
being  burnt. 

Provided  that  unpaid  letters,  which  have  not  been  securely  closed  by  the 
senders,  shall  be  destroyed  forthwith  by  being  burnt. 

Exception.  This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  artioloB  which  are  transferred 
from  any  British  Post  Office  or  Cochin  Anchal  Offico  for  delivery  through  tho 
Trovaucore  Anchal.  Such  articles  shall  bo  returned  to  tho  British  Post  or  the 
Cochin  Dead  Letter  Office  as  tho  case  may  be. 

123.  Nothing  in  those  rules  shall  prevent  tho  immediate  destruction  of  any 
Anchal  nrtiole  in  exorcise  of  tho  powors  conferred  by  Section  22,  sub-section  (8), 
of  tho  Regulation. 

PART  IX. 

Geneiul  Rules. 

1.  Manner  of  prepayment  of  postage. 

124.  Where  the  postage  on  an  Anchal  article  is  prepaid,  the  prepayment 
shall  bo  made  by  moans  of  a  propor  stamp  or  stamps  provided  for  the  purpose 
undor  the  orders  of  Our  Government  under  Section  IS  of  tho  Regulation. 

125.  Tho  postage  on  an  Auchal  urtielo  shall  not  ho  doomed  to  bo  prepaid  by 

(a)  if  tho  stomp  is  a  stomp  which  Iras  not  boon  provided  for  uso  as  an 
Anchal  stamp  undor  Soction  15  of  the  Regulation;  or 

(5)  if  tho  stamp  has  boon  obliterated,  defaced,  torn,  out  or  otherwise 
rendorod  imperfect;  or 

(c)  if  the  stomp  has  upon  it  any  word,  letter,  figure,  or  design  printed  or 
impressed  upon  it  otherwise  than  by  authority  of  Our  Government  before 
posting;  or 

(d)  if  tho  stamp  has  been  out  or  otherwise  separated  from  an  embossed 
envelope  or  from  an  Anchal  card  or  wrapper: 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  provont  tho  perforation  of  Anchal 
stamps  with  initials,  or  other  identifying  marks,  traced  in  minute  holes. 

Note.— Tho  special  registration  envelopes  provided  by  the  Anchal  Office  bearing 
embossed  denoting  tho  registration  fee  and  the  initial  rate  of  letter  postage,  cannot,  be 

2.  Price  and  Sale,  af  Stamps. 

126.  Anchal  stamps,  envelopes,  and  Aneho  cards  for  the  uso  of  tho  public 
shall  be  sold  in  any  quantity,  however  small,  at  all  Anchal  offices  at  any  time 
tho  affioo  is  opou  to  tho  public,  Embossed  envelopes,  stamps  and  Anchal  cards 
arc  also  sold  by  delivery  poous  and  Railway  sorters  in  vans  who  ore  also  sup¬ 
plied  with  hvmdi  and  other  forms. 

127.  Anchal  stamps,  envelopes  and  Anohal  cords  of  tho  following  values  are 
sold  by  tho  Anohal  office. 

Stamps.  l,casb,4cash,  5cash,  Geash,  1,  1,  1$,  2,  3,  4,  7,  and  14  chuckrams. 
Ordinary  Envelopes.  (Ten  cash.)  Registration  Envelopes.  Ordinary,  3J 
chuckrams  and  cloth -lined,  4  chuckrams. 

Cords.  Single,  5  oash. 

3,  Foreitju  Anchal  Articles. 

128.  All  articles  posted  in  tho  Cochin  Anohal  offices  will  he  delivered  in 
Travancore  and  artioles  posted  in  Travanoore  offices  will  likewise  be  delivered 
in  Coohm.  But  Cochin  stamps  shall  not  be  accepted  in  payment  of  p ortago  on'

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d.  Certijkatelnf 'Posting. 

120.  A  certificate  of  posting  may  be  obtained  in  respect  of  any  artiole  for 
which  a  receipt  is  not  given  by  the  Anchal  office  subject  to  tho  following  con¬ 
ditions,  namely: — 

(a)  The  certificate  of  posting  written  in  ink  shall  bo  presented  to  the 
Anohnl  Master  or  other  officer  on  duty  at  tho  Anchal  office  along  with  tho 
articles  to  be  posted  during  the  hours  fixed  for  the  grant  of  such  certificates. 

(i)  The  certificate  shall  contain  an  exact  copy  of  tho  addresses  on’tho 
articles,  to  which  it  relates,  and  shall  have  a  stump  or  stamps  affixed  thereto  in 
payment  of  a  foe  charged  as  follows: — 

(1)  In  the  case  of  unregistered  letters,  Anohnl  cards,  book  packets  (includ¬ 
ing  registered  newspapers)  and  pattern  packets  posted  by  tho  same  porson  at  one 
time  iohuckram  for  every  six  articles  of  any  of  those  classes,  or  for  any  less 

(ii)  In  tho  case  of  unregistered  parcels  (ordinary  or  vnluo-payablo)  and 
value-payable  unregistered  book  packots  posted  by  the  same  person  at  one  time- 
i  chuckram  for  every  twelve  articles  of  either,  or  both,  of  tlicso  classes,  or  for 

(2)  There  shall  be  a  separate  certificate  for  each  of  theso  two  classes  of 
articles  (i)  and  (ii),  headed  with  the  words  “  Certificate  of  posting  for  letters” 
or  “  Certificate  of  posting  for  parcels"  as  the  case  may  lie,  and  the  actual 
number  of  articles  in  respect  of  which  tho  certificate  is  required  shall  be  written 
in  words  at  tho  foot  of  tho  document. 

(3)  The  Anchal  Master  or  other  officer  on  duty  shall  oumparo  the  number 
of  tho  articles  presented  and  tho  addresses  on  them  with  tho  entries  in  .the 
certificate  and  if  the  latter  is  correct  shall  obliterate  tho  Anchal  stamps  by 
impressing  the  date  stamp  on  the  certificate.  Tho  certilicate  shall  then  lie  re¬ 
turned  to  the  person  who  prosonted  it. 

130.  Late  letters  shall  moan  letters  posted  after  tho  hour  fixed  for  tho 
closing  of  a  mail,  which  cannot  be  forwarded  by  tile  mail  then  being  prepared 
for  despatch  without  tho  payment  of  an  additional  fee. 

131.  The  ordinary  late  letter  foe  for  Anchal  articles  other  than  parcels  to 
be  transmitted  by  the  inland  or  foreign  Anchal  shall  be  half  a  chuckram  for 
each  Anchal  article. 

132.  The  late  letter  fee  in  respect  of  registration  for  articles  to  be  transmit¬ 
ted  by  the  inland  or  foreign  Anchal  shall  bo  1  chuckram  for  each  Anchal 
article. 

133.  Late  letters  shall  bo  prosonted  at  the  window  of  tho  Anchal  Office 
within  the  hours  prescribed  for  this  purpose  by  the  Anchal  Superintendent  and 
the  postage  and  late  letter  feo  shall  be  fully  prepaid  by  moans  of  Anchal 

Delivery  to  the  sender  of  Anchal  articles  in  course  of  transmission  by 
Anchal 

134.  Letters,  Anchal  cards,  book  and  pattern  packets  and  registered  articles 
posted  in  an  Anchal  office  for  delivery  within  Travanoore  may  bo  recalled  when 
m  course  of  transmission  by  Anchal  without  reference  to  the  consent  of  the 
addressee,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

'  (o)  No  suoh  Anchal  article  as  aforesaid  shall  be  redelivered  to  the  sender 

exoept  under  the  orders  of  the  Government  or  the  Anchal  Superintendent. 

(h)  A  fee  of  one  rupee  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  each  Anchal  article  for 
tire  delivery  of  which  tb  the  sender  an  application  is  made. 
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(c)  An  application  for  tho  redolivery  to  the  sender  of  an  Anchal  article 
may  he  presented  in  writing  to  any  of  the  authorities  aforesaid,  either  direct  or 
through  any  officer  in  charge  of  an  Anohal  office.  * 

(rf)  An  application  shall  bo  received  only  from  the  sender  of  the  Anchal 
article  or  from  some  person  authorised  iu  this  behalf  by  the  sender  in  writ¬ 


es)  Every  application  shall  bo  accompanied  by  a  statomout  (which  may  bo 
enclosed  in  a  sealed  onvor)  of  tho  reasons  why  redolivery  is  sought.  Such 
seaiod  cover  shall  bu  opened  oidy  by  tiro  authority  to  which  tho  application  is 
presented,  or,  where  such  authority  is  the  Government,  by  tho  Chief  Secretary 

(f)  Upon  receiving  such  application  and  statement,  togothcr  with  the  pros¬ 
cribed  fee  as  aforesaid,  tho  officer  in  charge  of  tho  Anohal  office  shall  immedi¬ 
ately  send  the  same  to  tho  Anohal  Superintendent  through  tho  Anchal  Inspector 
of  the  Division  in  whioh  ho  is  serving. 

(rf)  If  tho  Anchal  article  of  whioh  redeliver, y  is  sought  is  in  his  possession, 
the  said  offioer  shall,  instead  of  forwarding  it  to  the  addressee,  keep  it  in  de¬ 
posit,  and  send  tho  application  to  tho  said  authority. 

(A)  If  tho  Anchal  artiole  is  not  in  his  possession,  tho  said  officer  shall  re¬ 
quire  the  officer  iu  charge  of  tho  Anohal  office  of  address  to  abstain  from 
delivering  it  to  tho  addressee  or  forwarding  it  to  its  address,  and  to  lrcop  it  iu 
deposit.  Tho  requisition  to  such  other  officer  may  be  sent  by  telegraph,  but 
all  expenses  attending  its  transmission  shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant. 
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138.  If  the  addressee  bo  not  found  and  if  the  Anchal  offioo  bo  unablo  to 
find  out  his  whereabouts,  the  letter  shall  bo  treated  as  undelivered.  It  will  be 
detained,,  at  the  offioe  of  dslivory  for  throe  weeks  and  then  returned  to  the

140.  The  above  rules  regarding  expresses  do  not  in  any  way  affect  tho  ex¬ 
isting  arrangement  for  tho  transmission  of  articles,  etc.,  by  periodical  oxpresses 
for  the  uso  of  tho  Palnoo. 


WINDOW  DELIVERY  IlULEs. 


1.  To  avoid  delay  in  receiving  “Service”  Iettors  and  other  “Servioe"  articles 
by  public  officers  from  Anolml  Offices  all  officers  having  ponns  of  their  own 
are  reipiired  to  send  olio  of  them  to  the  Anchal  Offioe  and  tako  window  delivery 
of  letters  and  otlior  articles  to  their  address. 

?.  This  peon  may  bo  authorised  to  sign  receipts  for  registered  letters  and 
articles  under  Auclml  Rule  30. 

being  charged  by  tire  Anchal  Department' to  offioers  who  may  like  to  use  tapvl 
boxes  with  looks  and  dupli  onto  keys,  one  of  wldoli  maybe  left  with  tlusAnohal 
Master  for  takiuf  window  delivery  of  their  “tnpal”.

ANOI-IAL  OFFICE  HOLIDAYS.  . 

All  Sundays,  His  Majesty  the  King  Emperor’s  Birthday’,  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Raja's  Birthday,  Vislru  and  Thiru  Onam  days  nro  holidays  for  Anchal 
Offices.  The  only  work  that  will  bo  done  in  the  offioes  on  those  days  will  be 
the  receipt  and  despatch  of  mails  aud  the  delivery  of  only  paid  unregistered 
articles.  In  offices  where  there  are  more  than  one  delivery  daily  there  will  bo 
only  one  delivery  on  these  holidays.  There  will  be  no  registration,  Hundi, 
Y.  Pr  and  S,  B,  -work,  on  those  days. 
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Object. 

1.  The  object  of  the  Government  in  establishing  Savings 
Bank  is  to  provide  a  ready  means  for  the  deposit  of  savings  and 
to  encourage  thrift. 

Definitions. 

2.  Eor  the  purpose  of  these  rules 

Deposit  moans  money  paid  into  an  Anchal  Savings  Bank  by 
or  on  behalf  of,  a  depositor. 

Depositor  means  the  person  by  whom,  or  on  whose  behalf, 
money  is  deposited. 

Account  means  the  account  of  a  depositor  in  an  Anchal 
Savings  Bank. 

Balance  means  the  balance  at  credit  of  an  account. 


Minor  means  a  person  who  has  not  completed  the  age  of  18 
years. 

Guardian  includes  in  a  Makkathayam  or  Marumakkathayam 
family  the  father  or  karanavan  as  the  case  may  be  and  if  the 
father  or  karanavan  be  de,ad,  the  mother,  or  if  the  mother  be 
also  dead  and  no  guardian  of  the  minor  has  been  appointed,  by 
Will  or  Deed,  or  under  Regulation  II  of  1077,  any  adult  relation 
of  the  minor  with  whom  the  minor  is  residing,  or  by  whom  he  is 
being  maintained.  It  also  includes  the  father  of  a  minor  of 
Marumakkathayam  family  if  the  deposits  are  made  by  the  father 
on  behalf  of  the  minor  children. 

'  Limitations  as  to  opening  Accounts  and  Deposits: 

3.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  not  a  minor,  may 
deposit  money  in  an  Anchal  Savings  Bank,  (a)  on  his  or  her  own 
behalf  or  (b)  on  behalf  of  any  minor  relative,  or  (c)  on  behalf  of 
any  minor  of  whom  he  or  she  is  the  guardian. 

4.  No  person  may  have  more  than  one  account  opened,  in  his 
or  her  own  name.  In  addition  to  the  account  which  a  person 
may  open  in  his  own  name,  he  may  open  any  number  of  separate 
accounts  on  behalf  of  any  minors  who  are  related  to  him  or  of 
whom  he  is  the  guardian,  provided  he  shall  not  open  more  than 
one  such  account  on  behalf  of  each  such  minor.  A  married 


•woman  may  open  a  separate  account  from  that  of  her  husband, 
provided  the  money  to  be  deposited  by  her  is  her  own  property 
or  e&ning,  or  is  at  her  disposal.  A  depositor  who  has  an  account 
in  the  Treasury  savings  Bank  may  open  another  account  in 
addition  in  the  Anchal  Savings  Bank  and  vice  versa. 

B.  Deposits  in  trust  are  not  allowed  and  cannot  be  recognised. 
Exception  is  however  made  in  the  case  of  Public  accounts  when 
the  amounts  of  such  deposits  are  less  than  Its.  100  5  A.  Money 
cannot  be  deposited  in  the  name  of  two  or  more  persons  jointly, 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  prevent  the  deposit  of 
money  in  the  name  of  a  known  Eirm. 

6.  The  smallest  sum  of  money  that  can  be  deposited  at  any 
time  is  half  a  rupee  and  no  sum  can  be  deposited  which  includes 
a  smaller  fraction 

7.  The  total  amount  which  a  depositor  may  have  at  any  time 
to  his  credit  is  Bs.  10,000  exclusive  of  interest  for  the  current 
year. 

Powers  to  withdraw  money  and  limitations  as  to  withdrawals. 

8.  A  depositor  may  not  withdraw  money  from  bis  account 
more  than  twice  in  a  week,  reckoning  it  from  Sunday  to  Satur¬ 
day.  Money  deposited  on  behalf  of  a  minor  may  only  be  with¬ 
drawn,  during  his  or  her  minority  by  the.  guardian.  Women, 
whether  married  or  single,  may  withdraw  money  deposited  by 
them  in  their  own  names. 

9.  A  depositor  may  not  withdraw  a  smaller  sum  than  a  rupee 
or  any  sum  which  includes  a  fraction  of  a  rupee,  unless  it  be  to 
close  his  account. 

How  to  open  an  Account. 

10.  Any  person  wishing  to  open  an  account  should  apply,  in 
form  No.  A  to  the  nearest  S.  B.  Anchal  Office  stating  his  name, 
occupation  or  profession,  father’s  or  karanavan’s  name,  caste  and 
place  of  residence. 

The  application  need  not  necessarily  be  made  in  person. 

11.  The  intending  depositor  may  sign  a  declaration  in  Form 
No.  BJhat  ho  has  read  and  accepted  the  Savings  Bank  Buies. 
If  he'  be  unable  to  write,  he  must  attend  personally  and  affix  "his 
mark  or  seal  to  the  declaration,  which  must  be  attested  by  the 
signature  of  a  witness.  If  he  should  apply  in  person,  a  copy  of 
these  rules  will  be  given  to  him  to  read  or  they  will  be  read  and 
explained  to  him,  should  he  be  unable  to  read.  If  he  should 
not  apply  in  person,  a  copy  of  these  rules  with  the  form  of 
declaration  will  be  sent  to  him  and  he  must  present  the  declara¬ 
tion  duly  signed. 

12.  When  the  declaration  is  presented,  duly  signed  with  the 
amount  of  the  first  deposit,  the  deposit  will  be  entered  in  a  pass- 
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the  entry  in  which  will  be  signed  by  the  Anchal  Master  and 
stamped  with  the  Anchal  Office  stamp. 

13.  The  depositor  will  be  required  to  sign  a  receipt  for  the 
pass-book  in  a  Book  of  signatures,  Bonn  No.  D  which  will  be 
kept  in  the  Anchal  Office.  The  signatures  should  be  carefully 
made,  as  they  will  be  preserved  as  specimens  for  the  future 
guidance  of  the  Savings  Bank. 

When  the  depositor  does  not  himself  attend  at  the  Anchal 
Office,  his  signature  should  be  obtained  on  the  printed  slip  (Bonn 
No.  1)  duly  attested  by  a  trustworthy  witness  known  to  the 
Anchal  Master  in  oases  in  which  such  attestation  is  deemed,  by 
the  Anchal  Master,  necessary. 

PassBook. 

14.  The  pass-book  of  a  depositor  will  show,  in  the  vernacular 
of  the  place  or  in  English,  as  the  depositor  may  wish,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  his  account,  the  name  of  the  Anchal  Office  from  which 
the  pass-book  is  issued,  his  own  name,  occupation  or  profession 
and  address.  No  deposit  can  be  made  and  no  money  can  he 
withdrawn  from  an  account  without  its  production.  The  Anchal 
Office  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  sum  not  acknowledged  in 
the  pass-book,  nor  for  any  loss  caused  to  a  depositor,  if  any 
person  obtain  possession  of  the  book  and  obtain  payment  of  any 
sum  belonging  to  the  depositor. 

15.  No  charge  will  he  made  for  the  pass-book,  first  supplied 
to  a  depositor,  or  for  any  book  issued  to  him  in  continuation  of 
the  original  hook,  which  latter  will  thereupon  be  retained  by  the 
Anchal  Office.  But  if  a  pass-book  be  lost  or  spoiled,  (except  under 
circumstances  over  which  the  depositor  has  no '  control)  or  if 
any  account  be  re-  opened,  with  the  permission  of  the  Account 
Officer,  (under  rule,  34)  before  the  expiry  of  three  months  from 
the  date  of  closure  the  depositor  will  have  to  pay  half  a  rupee 
for  a  fresh  book. 

16.  A  depositor  may  deposit  money  at  the  Anchal  Office  at 
which  his  account  stands,  as  often  as  he  wishes,^  so  long  as  the 
prescribed  limit  is  not  exceeded.  All  that  he  is  required  to  do 
is  to  take  or  send  the  amount  of  a  deposit  with  the  pass-book 
and  see  that  the  amount  is  entered  in  the  pass-book  and  the 
balance  struck  and  signed  by  the  Anchal  Master  and  stamped 
with  the  date. 

Mode  of  VrithdraTKing  Money. 

17.  When  a  depositor  wishes  to  withdraw  money,  he  must 
present  his  pass-book  at  the  Anchal  Office  at  which  his  account 
stands,  with  the  application  for  withdrawal,  Bonn  No.  B,  (which 
can  he  had  at  the  Anchal  Office),  signed  by  himself  and  showing 
the  balance  to  his  credit  and  the  amount  which  he  wishes  to 
withdraw.  If  the  pass-book  and  the  application  for  withdrawal 
are  presented  by  an  agent,  the  name  and  signature  of  the  agent 
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should  be  entered  in  the  application  for  withdrawal  before  it 
leaves  the  depositor’s  custody,  and  in  any  case,  the  entries  must 
be  rnide  before  the  application  is  presented  at  the  Anchal  Office. 

18.  If  the  depositor  is  unable  to  write,  he  must  attend  per¬ 
sonify  and  affix  his  mark  or  seal  to  the  application.  Should  he 
be  absolutely  unable  to  attend  personally,  lie  must  have  his  mark 
or  seal  affixed  to  his  application  and  attested  by  some  respectable 
witness,  and  the  Anchal  Master  will  then  make  payment  to  the 
person  presenting  this  application  with  the  pass-book,  after 
satisfying  himself,  by  such  enquiry  as  lie  may  think  proper,  of  the 
inability  of  the  depositor  to  attend  and  of  the  genuine  character 
of  the  application.  The  mark  or  seal  of  a  depositor  or  messenger 
who  cannot  write  must,  at  the  time  that  he  receives  pay¬ 
ment  of  withdrawal,  be  attested  by  the  signature  of  a  respectable 
witness  (other  than  the  paying  officer),  who  is  personally  acq¬ 
uainted  with  the  depositor  or  messenger  as  the  case  may  be  and 
also  known  to  the  Anchal  Master  or  some  member  of  the  Anchal 
Office.  If  a  depositor  desires  to  withdraw  the  whole  of  the 
balance  shown  to  his  credit  in  his  pass-book  lie  will  be  required 
to  close  his  account. 

19.  In  the  case  of  withdrawals  made  from  accounts  opened  on 
behalf  of  minors,  the  father,  karanavan  or  other  guardian  of  the 
minor  must  sign  the  following  certificate  on  the  application  for 
withdrawal :. 

“Certified  that  the  amount  sought  to  be  withdrawn  is  required 
for  the  use  of  the  minor”. 

20.  Should  any  person  other  than  the  father  or  karanavan,  or 
if  the  father  be  dead,  other  than  the  mother,  wish  to  withdraw 
money  from  an  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  minor,  and  claim 
to  do  so  as  guardian  of  such  minor,  he  or  she  will  ho  required  to 
answer  the  following  questions  and  such  other  questions  as  may¬ 
be  considered  necessary,  and  will  bo  allowed  to  withdraw  money 
only  on  the  order  of  the  Account  Officer  in  accordance  with  rule 
38. 

(а)  What  is  the  relationship  to  the  minor? 

(б)  Is  the  father,  mother  or  karanavan  of  the  minor  dead  or 
are  both  parents  and  the  karanavan  dead  ?  What  near  relative  cf 
the  minor  is  alive? 

(c)  Have  you  been  appointed  guardian  of  the  minor  by  will 
or  deed  or  under  any  Regulation  in  foreo  in  Travancore  ? 

Note— If  the  reply  to  this  question  is  iu  tlio  oIHrmalive,  the  applicant  must 
produce  the  document  on  which  lie  or  she  relics  to  support  Ilia  or  her  claim, 

( d )  Does  the  minor  reside  with  yon  or  is  the  minor  main¬ 
tained  by  you  ? 

21.  (i)  The  amount  to  he  withdrawn  will  be  entered  in  the 
pasS-.book  and  a  fresh  balance  struck  as  in  the  case  of  a  deposit

under  the  signature  of  the  Anchal  Master  and  with  the  date 
stamp  of  theAnchal  Office.  The  amount  will  then  be  paid  to  the 
depositor  or  to  the  person  presenting  the  pass-book  and  applica¬ 
tion,  and  his  receipt  taken  in  all  cases  without  a  receipt  stamp, 
under  the  payment  order. 

(ii)  The  payment  of  a  withdrawal  at  an  Anchal  Office  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  condition  that  funds  are  available  in  the  Office.  If 
funds  are  not  available  they  will  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  such  a  case  the  depositor  will  be  informed  of  the  date  on  which 
he  should  come  to  the  Anchal  office  to  receive  payment,  and  he 
will  retain  the  pass-book.  The  amount  will  be  paid  on  present¬ 
ation  of  the  pass-book  on  the  date  mentioned  or  any  subsequent 
date  within  one  week  from  that  date, 

Interest. 

22.  Interest  will  be  allowed,  until  further  notice,  at  the 
rate  of  1  chuckram  per  3  rupees  per  mensem,  or  a  little  above 
3|  per  cent  per  annum,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  on  any  excess 
over  a  multiple  of  Es.  3  or  over  Its.  10,000.  This  interest  will 
be  allowed  for  each  month  on  the  lowest  balance  at  credit  of  an 
account  between  the  close  of  the  fourth  day  and  the  end  of  the 
month. 

Note: — No  lutorext  will  be  allowed  for  any  month  on  an  account,  opened  after 
the  fourth  day  of  that  month. 

23.  When  an  order  has  been  issued  to  close  an  account, 
interest  will  cease  to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in 
which  the  order  is  issued. 

24.  Interest  on  the  account  of  a  deceased  depositor  will  cease 
to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  notice  is 
issued  to  person  or  persons  recognised  by  the  Government  as 
entitled  to  receive  the  balance  of  the  account. 

Note.  The  notice  shall  be  issued  by  the  Account  Office,  for  which  purpose  the 
Anchal  Master  shall  intimate  tlio  death  of  any  depositor  to  that  office,  with  the  name 
or  names  of  the  legal  heirs  of  the  deceased  and  their  addresses. 

25.  The  interest  calculated  as  above  on  the  lowest  balance  for 
each  month  will  be  added  each  year  to  the  balance  of  each 
account. 

26.  Depositors  should  present  their  pass-books,  a3  soon  as 
possible  after  the  end  of  the  year,  in  order  that  the  necessary 
entries  may  be  made  in  them,  and  should  receive  an  acknow¬ 
ledgment  in  Dorm  No.  D,  if  the  pass-book  is  not  returned  then 
and  there. 

27.  No  balance  will  be  struck  in  the  pass-book  after  the  end 
of  Sarkatakam  until  interest  has  been  added  for  the  past  year,  . 

2u  ’  ' 
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Transfer  of  Aooounts. 

28.  A  depositor  may  have  his  account  transferred,  free  of 
charge*  to  any  Anchal  Office,  that  is  a  Savings  Bank,  provided 
that  the  account  shall  have  been  in  existence  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  transfer.  If  he  should  wish  to  transfer  his 
account,  he  must  present  his  pass-book  personally  or  send  it  to 
the  Anchal  Office  and  must,  in  either  case,  make  a  written 
application  for  transfer  in  Form  No.  G.  The  pass-book  will  be 
returned  to  the  depositor,  who  should  present  it  as  soon  as 
possible  at  the  new  Anchal  Office  to  which  his  account  has  been 
transferred,  with  the  specimen  of  his  signature. 

29.  Accounts  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  Anchal  Office 
to  another  in  the  month  of  Karkatakam,  nor  can  accounts 
ordered  to  be  closed  be  transferred. 

Note.— -No  account  can  be  transferred  after  tbe';death  of  a  depositor. 

Closing  of  Aooounts. 

30.  When  a  depositor  wishes  to  close  his  account  he  must 
present  his  pass-book,  with  a  form  of  application  for  withdrawal. 
The  amount  of  interest  as  per  rule  22  w'ill  be  entered  in  the 
pass-book  and  a  filial  balance  struck  in  the  Account  Office. 
The  amount  will  then  he  paid  to  the  depositor  and  his  receipt 
taken  in  the  pass-book,  which  will  he  returned  by  the  Anchal 
Office  to  the  Account  Office. 

31.  An  account  may  be  closed  within  the  week  in  which  a 
withdrawal  has  been  made. 

32.  If  an  order  to  close  an  account  has  been  issued  under 
these  rules,  notice  in  writing  will  be  sent  to  the  depositor  requir¬ 
ing  him  to  present  his  pass-book.  After  the  date  of  such  notice, 
no  deposit  will  be  accepted  in  the  account  and  no  interest  will  be 
allowed  on  the  balance  after  the  end  of  the  calendar  month 
preceding  such  date. 

33.  An  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  minor  must,  if  still 
open,  be  closed  by  him  on  his  attaining  the  age  of  18  years. 
Interest  on  an  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  minor  will  cease 
to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  after  that  in  which 
the  minor  attains  the  age  of  18  years. 

Re-opening  an  Acoount. 

34.  A  depositor  who  has  once  closed  an  account  cannot 
open  another  account  until  after  the  expiration  of  a  month  from 
the  date  of  closure  without  the  permission  of  the  Account  Officer 
and  a  depositor  whose  account  has  been  closed  by  order  cannot 
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open  a  fresh  account  in  any  case  Without  the  permission  of  the 
authority  which  ordered  it  to  be  closed. 

Dead  Account, 

35.  Accounts  in  respect  of  which  no  transactions  have  taken 
place  for  the  periods  specified  below  will  be  treated  as  “Dead”, 
and  no  subsequent  deposit  or  withdrawal  will  be  allowed  in  the 
case  of  such  accounts  without  the  previous  orders  of  the  Account 
Office.

Successions  and  Guardianship, 


36.  If  a  depositor  shoud  die,  leaving  a  balance  in  a  Savings 
Bank,  and  if  a  certificate  under  Begulation  IX  of  1090  he  not  pro¬ 
duced  within  three  months  of  his  death,  the  Account  Officer  may 
pay  the  said  balance  to  any  person  appearing  to  be  entitled  to 
receive  it. 

37.  If  any  depositor  become  insane  or  otherwise  incapable  of 
managing  his  affairs,  and  if  such  insanity  or  incapacity  be  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Account  Officer,  he  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  payment  out  of  the  deposits  to  any  proper  person. 
When  a  committee  or  manager  has  been  duly  appointed  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  depositors’  estate,  nothing  in  this  rule  authorizes 
payments  to  any  person  other  than  the  committee  or  manager. 

38.  When  any  person  other  than  the  father,  mother  or  kara- 
navan  claims  to  withdraw  money  from  an  account  opened  on  be¬ 
half  of  a  minor,  as  being  the  guardian  of  such  minor,  the  Ac¬ 
count.  Officer  may  authorise  the  applicant  to  withdraw  money 
from  the  account  for  the  minor’s  use  under  the  following  condi-- 
tions:— 

(a)  Where  the  applicant  claims  to  be  a  guardian  under  th^ 
law,  on  production  of  proof  of  the  claim; 


(b)  Where  the  applicant  claims  as  guardian  appointed  by 
•will  or  deed,  on  production  of  the  documents  in  support; 

(c)  In  other  cases,  the  applicant  may  be  required  to  produce 
a  certificate  under  Regulation  IX  of  1090  before  payment  is 
made  to  him. 


Public  Account. 

89.  The  following  rules  govern  the  opening  of  “Public  Ac¬ 
counts”  and  their  transactions: — 

(a)  Accounts  may  be  opened  by  the  Secretaries,  Treasurers, 
or  Managers  of  the  Punds  of  any  Dispensary,  Devaswom,  or  other 
Religious  Institution,  School,  Orphanage,  Asylum  or  Library,  or 
of  any  other  Fund  contributed  for  purposes  other  than  the  per¬ 
sonal  advantage  of  the  contributors.  Race,  Racquet,  Billiard, 
Mess  and  similar  Funds,  the  objects  of  which  are  of  a  private  or 
personal  nature,  cannot  be  allowed  accounts. 

( h )  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  or  Managers  of  Societies  regis¬ 
tered  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation  I  of  1092, 
may  be  allowed  accounts. 

(c)  Secretaries  and  managers  of  Benevolent  Funds  (that  is, 
Funds  formed  by  mutual  subscription  as  an  insurance  against 
domestic  misfortune)  may  be  allowed  accounts. 

(d)  Officers  of  Government  or  of  public  institutions,  such  as 
Railway  and  Steamer  Companies,  and  the  like,  who  collect  subs¬ 
criptions,  voluntary  or  departmental,  from  their  subordinates 
■for  departmental  ptu-poses,  may  be  allowed  accounts. 

40.  Public  accounts  of  the  kind  specified  above  must  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  names  indicating  the  object  to  which  the  money  is 
devoted, — as  Dispensary  Fund,  Battalion  Kit-money  Fund,  Re¬ 
formatory  Mark-money  Fund  etc. 

41.  Information  must  also  be  given  in  writing  regarding  the 
object  and  source  of  income  of  the  Fund. 

42.  Each  new  public  account  must  be  authorised  .  by  the 
Account  Officer  before  it  is  opened. 

H,  The  .  Account  Officer  is  empowered  to  direct  that  a  public 
account  be  closed,  should  its  object  be  such  that  the  account 
■  could  not,  under  the  rules,  be  opened  as  such. 

44.  '  In  every  case  in  which  the  holder  of  a  public  account, 
other  'than  a  public  account  held  by  an  officer  of  Government  in 
-his  official  capacity,  is  changed,  a  fresh  declaration  ( vide  rule  II) 
pjust  be  filled  up.  -  : 
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45.  The  limitations  laid  down  in  rule  4  are  not  meant  to  pre- 

vent  any  person  from  opening  more  than  one  ex-officio  or  public 
account.  „ 

46.  Public  accounts  may  stand  in  the  names  of  two  or  more 
persons  jointly. 

47.  The  limit  of  Rs.  10,000  for  deposits  (Rule  7)  as  well 
as  for  calculation  of  interest  (Rule  22),  does  not  apply  to  public 
accounts.  But  no  public  accounts  may  have  at  any  time  more 
than  Rs.  20,000  at  its  credit,  exclusive  of  interest  for  the  current 
year;  and  no  interest  will  be  credited  on  any  sum  in  excess  of 
Rs.  20,000. 

47.  The  restrictions  laid  down  in  rules  6  &  9  in  regard  to 
the  amounts  of  deposits  and  withdrawals  do  not  apply  to  Public 
accounts. 

48.  In  the  form  of  declaration  referred  to  in  rule  11,  which 
every  depositor  must  sign,  the  words  “I  declare  also  that  there  is 
no  account  at  any  other  Amclial  Savings  Bank  in  my  own  (or  in 
the  minor’s)  name”  should  be  scored  through,  in  the  case  of  a 
public  account. 

.  49.  No  account  may  be 'allowed  for  money, 

(i)  which  is  the  property  of  the  Government,  or 

(ii)  which  has  been  received  for  credit  of  the  Government, 

'  or 

(iii)  which  has  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for  expendi¬ 
ture  on  account  of  the  Government,  or 

_(iv)  which  is  raised  by  taxation,  either  local  or  municipal, 

(v)  which  is  collected  or  received  or  held  in  trust  by  any 
■  public  officer  or  court,  in  accordance  with  any  law,  provided 
that  the  money  is  the  property  of  the  Government. 

Noth. — Nothin#  in  those  rules  pi- events  the  opening:  of  on  account  for 
tv  Judicial  deposit,  in  accordance  with  a  special  order  passed  by  a  Court  of  Law- 
in  a  particular  ease,  directing  the  investment  of  the  money  in  the  Anchal  Savings 
Bank.  Such  all  account,  when  admitted,  is  subject,  in  every  reapoet,  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  which  govern  ordinary  private  accounts. 

Security  Deposit  Accounts  ^ 

50;  The  following  special  conditions  govern  the  opening  of 
.seourity. deposit,  accounts  and  their  transactions: — 

(a)  Government  servants; -servants  of  Town  Improvement 
Committees  and  contractors  who  are  required  to  deposit  security 
".may  be.  "allowed  separate  acdotints  fdr  the  iteburity  deposit  cftdjh 
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(b)  The  restrictions  laid  down  in  rule  7,  in  regard  to  the 
maximum  limits  for  each  separate  account,  and  those  laid  down 
in  rules  6  and  9  in  regard  to  the  amounts  of  deposits  and  with¬ 
drawals,  do  not  apply  to  security  deposits. 

(e)  A  person  may  open  a  security  deposit  account  either  in 
his  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  another  person.  More  than  one 
account,  however,  may  not  be  opened  as  security  for  the  same 
person  in  respect  of  the  same  work  or  contract. 

(cl)  A  security  deposit  may  be  opened  in  the  joint  names  of 
the  persons  undertaking  the  same  work  or  contract. 

(e)  A  person  undertaking  more  than  one  work  or  contract 
at  the  same  time  may  be  allowed  a  separate  account  in  respect 
of  each. 

(/)  The  depositor  will  be  required  to  sign  a  declaration,  in 
Form  No.  H.,  undertaking  not  to  make  any  claim  on  the  Savings 
Bank  for  the  principal  of  the  sum  deposited  or  any  interest  there¬ 
on  except  with  the  express  written  sanction  of  the  officer  to  whom 
the  security  is  pledged,  not  to  object  to  the  payment  by  the  Bank 
of  the  whole  or  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  to  such  officer  on 
his  claiming  it  and  not  to  make  any  claim  for  interest  from  the 
date  on  which  interest  has  ceased  to  accrue  owing  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  principal  to  such  person  or  from  the  date  on  which 
such  person  has  sanctioned  the  re-payment  of  the  deposit. 

( g )  The  personal  attendance  of  persons,  furnishing  security 
deposits,  need  not  be  insisted  on  for  signing  the  Book  of  Signa¬ 
tures  (rule  13).  A  specimen  signature,  duly  attested  by  the  Head 
of  the  Department  concerned  or  by  a  Magistrate,  may  be  obtain¬ 
ed,  and  filed  in  the  Book  of  Signatures. 

(h)  The  prohibition  against  the  transfer  of  an  account  until 
it  has  been  in  existence  for  three  months  (rule  28)  does  not  apply 
to  security  deposit  accounts  which  may  be  transferred,  on  the  re¬ 
quisition,  accompanied  by  the  pass-books,  of  the  officers  to  whom 
the  accounts  are  pledged. 

(t)  In  the  case  of  a  security  account,  the  personal  attendance 
of  the  depositor  at  the  Anchal  Office  of  deposit  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  the  amount,  when  closing  the  account  (rule  30)  need 
not  be  insisted  on.  Payment  may  be  made  to  the  depositor  by 
Anchal  Hnndi  at  his  cost,  on  receipt  of  the  pass-book,  duly  re¬ 
ceipted  by  him  aud  attested  by  the  Plead  of  the  Department  or 
■  office,  to  whom  the  account  is  pledged. 

( j )  The  notice  required  by  rule  24  shall  be  issued,  in  the 
case  of  security  deposits,  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  or  the 
officer  to  whom  the  deposit  is  pledged. 

(7r)  .  No  interest  will  accrue  on  security  deposits  from  the 
first  of  the  month  in'  which  notice  of  release  is  served  on  the 
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depositor  by  the  officer  to  whom  the  account  is  pledged.  A  copy 
of  such  notice  should  always  be  furnished  to  the  Anchal  Master 
concerned.  " 

Miscellaneous. 

51.  The  employees  of  the  Anchal  Department,  engaged  in  the 
receipt  of  payment  of  deposits,  are  not  allowed  to  disclose  the 
name  of  any  depositor,  or  the  amount  deposited  or  withdrawn  by 
him,  except  to  officers  of  the  Department  engaged  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  these  rules. 

52.  The  Government  reserve  the  right  to  alter  or  add  to  these 
rules  at  any  time.  All  alterations  and  additions  will  be  previous¬ 
ly  published  in  the  Gazette.

Seals  must  he  placed  over 
each  joint  or  loose  flap  of  the  covering  of  a  parcel ;  and,  if  string 
be  used  in  packing,  a  seal  must  be  placed  oil  the  ends  of  the 
string  where  they  are  tied.  If  a  parcel  contains  gold  bullion  or 
coins,  it  must  be  packed  in  a  stout  wooden  case  with  an  outer 
covering  of  cloth  or  stout  paper. 

(3)  All  the  seals  affixed  to  an  insured  article  must  be  of  the 
same  kind  of  wax  and  must  bear  distinct  impressions  of  the  same 
private  device.  The  device  must  not  be  that  of  a  current  coin  or 
merely  a  series  of  straight,  curved,  or  crossed  lilies.

RULES  FOR  SECOND  CLASS  TRAVELLERS'  BUNGALOWS  IN 
TRAVANCORE. 

1.  All  Travellers’  Bungalows  are  iu  charge,  of  Urn  Travaucoru  Public  Works 
Department.  Complaints  relating  to  tho  Second  Class  Travellers'  Bungalows 
may  he  addressed  to  the  Executive  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  Division. 

2.  When  accommodation  iK  required  by  other  travellers  and  unless  compelled 
to  do  so  by  illness,  no  person  is  permitted  to  halt  at  a  Travellers'  Bungalow  for 


Note.  The  day  is  counted  from  midnight.  Pull  fees  are  charged  for 
the  father  and  mother  or  two  senior  members’ of  a  family,  aud  half  fees  for 
the  children  or  miaor  members. 


3.  The  first  applicant  is  entitled  to  ohoico  of  rooms.  Ho  may  not  however 
appropriate  to  himself  more  tliau  one  suite  consisting  of  bed,  dressing  and  bath 
room.  Should  furniture  be  taken  from  an  unoucupiod  room  it  must  immedi¬ 
ately  be  replaced  when  required  by  other  travellers.

4.  Second  class  Travellers'  Bungalows  arc  in  charge  of  a  Watcher  who  will 
do  what  he  oan  for  travellers  but  is  not  expected  to  cook.  A  special  fee  of  four 
annas  daily  must  be  paid  for  the  service  of  a  sweeper. 

5.  Every  oocupier  of  a  Travellers’  Bungalow  is  required  to  furnish  «his  full 
name  and  udilvoss  when  demanded  by  the  Watcher  in  charge  and  to  sign  in  the 
book  on  payment  of  Bungalow  fees. 

G.  A  list  of  crockery  and  furniture  supplied  to  the  Bungalow  showing  die 
value  of  each  article  is  maintained  in  the  Bungalow.  The  full  value  of  the 
articles  damaged  or  broken  by  tlio  traveller  or  bis  servants  will  be  recovered 
from  him  before  leaving  tho  Bungalow.  The  amount  so  paid  should  bo  entered 
in  the  remark  column  of  the  Bungalow  book.

8.  No  articles  shall  be  removed  from  the  Bungalow  except  under  tho 
orders  of  the  Executive  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  Division,  nor  shall  the  Bun¬ 
galow  be  occupied  by  other  than  boita-jide  travellers.

1.  Dwellers  in  Travancoro  or  Cochin  State  who  wish  to  bring  from  British 
India  into  these  States  arms  or  ammunition  must  apply  to  the  Resident  for  a  non¬ 
objection  certificate  and  must  forward  this  certificate  to  tho  Commissioner  of 
Police,  Madras,  who  1ms  power  to  grant  a  permit. 

2.  Those  who  wish  to  send  into  British  India  from  those  States  arms  or  am¬ 
munition  must  obtain  a  license  from  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  Madras,  or  from 
the  Magistrate  of  the  District  to  which  the  consignment  goes. 

3.  If  it  is  desired  to  send  into  British  India  arms  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
repair,  European  and  East  Iifdiim  subjects  of  His  Majesty  and  othei  persons 
enumerated  in  Rule  1  of  the  Arms  Act  Rules  can  obtain  from  the  Resident  free 
of  charge  a  permit  to  import  such  arms  into  British  India  and  to  after  wards  ex¬ 
port  them  from  British  India  into  these  States.

NOTIFICATION. 

No.  J.  3734- 

Buies  under  Sections  J,,  B,  6,  7  and  8  of  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Regulation  VI  of  1085,  made  by  the  Government  of  Sis 
Highness  the  Maharajah  of  Travaneore  under  date  the  10th  June 
ldWjmh  RdavomlOS  7. 

I.  Standards. 

1.  The  primary  standards  of  weights  and  of  measures  of 
length  and  of  capacity,  prescribed  in  Section  2  of  the  Regulation, 
are  given  below. 

(1)  The  primary  standard  of  weight  is  the  “Tola,” 
equivalent  to  180  grains  Troy  or  one  British  Indian  rupee. 

(2)  The  Primary  standard  for  measures  of  length  is  the 
“  Yard”  equal  in  length  to  the  standard  yard  of  British  India. 

(3)  Tho  primary  standard  for  measures  of  capacity  is  the 
“  Ndangali,”  equal  to  80  cubic  inches  of  water. 

2.  The  originals  of  the  above  sairl  primary  standards  of 
weights  and  measures  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  at  Trivandrum. 

3.  'Thu  aforesaid  originals  of  the  primary  standards  of  weights 
and  measures  shall  boar,  besides  the  impression  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharajah's  Coat  of  Arms,  the  inscription  .— 

(1)  1  Tola . Standard  weight . Travaneore  State; 

(2)  1  Yard... Standard  measure  of  length... Travaneore  State; 

(3)  1  Kdangali... Standard  measure  of  capacity... Travaneore 

State. 

4.  The  units  of  weights  and  of  measures  of  length  and  of 
capacity  are,  as  prescribed  in  Section  3  of  the  Regulation,  for 
weights,  tho  said  Tola  ;  for  measures  of  length,  the  said  Yard; 
and  for  measures  of  capacity,  the  said  Edangali. 

5. "  All  weights  and  measures  forming  integral  multiples  or 
integral  sub-multiples  of  the  above  units  of  weights  and  measures 
are  authorized  sets  of  weights  and  measures,  as  laid  down  in 
Section  8  of  tho  Regulation. 

(i.  Tho  weights  and  measures  described  in  Schedule  n  hereto 
appended,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  so  declared,  shall,  under 
Section  4  of  tho  Regulation,  be  authorized  sets  of  weights  and 
measures,  though  they  do  not  form  integral  multiples  or  integral 
sub-multiples  of  the  units  of  weights  and  measures  aforesaid. 

7.  No  weights,  measures,  weighing  machines  or  balances, 
not  authorized  or  certified  under  the  provisions  of  this  notifica¬ 
tion,  shall  after  the  Kith  November  1913  be  used  m  any  dealing 
or  contract  that  is,  bad  or  made  and  has  its  operation  within  the 
Travaneore  State.  Any  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this 
Notification,  shall  be  liable  to  punishment,  as  provided  m  Section 
10  of  the  Itegulation. 
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II.  Wardens. 

8.  All  taluk  Tahsildars  and  Deputy  Tahsildars  and  the 
Treasury  Officer  and  the  Deputy  Tahsildar,  Alleppey  Major 
Treasury „shall  be  supplied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  with  certified 
copies  of  the  primary  standards  and  also  with  sets  of  authorized 
weights  and  measures,  and  balances,  for  purposes  of  testing  and 
stamping  under  the  provisions  of  this  Notification,  and  the  said 
officers  shall  he  ex-officio  Wardens  for  the  said  certified  copies 
and  the  said  sets  of  weights  and  measures  and  balances.  In 
regard  to  liquid  measures,  the  copies  and  sets  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  should  he  of  the  description  of  the  “  special 
vessels”  referred  to  in  clause  (fi)  of  Buie  ‘21  infra. 

9.  Besides  the  standards  and  sets  of  weights  and  measures 
and  balances  supplied  under  the  preceding  Buie,  the  Wardens 
shall  also  be  supplied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  with  dyes  for  stamp¬ 
ing  weights  and  measures  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described. 

10.  All  officers  of  the  Government  who  have  to  use  weights 
and  measures  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  all  managers  of 
companies,  and  all  persons  engaged  in  business  or  trade,  shall 
submit,  for  verification,  to  the  Warden  within  whose  local  limits 
the  head-quarters  of  the  officer  concerned  is  situate,  or  the  busi¬ 
ness  or  trade  is  conducted,  the  weights,  weighing  machines,  and 
balances  and  measures  used  by  them  in  their  dealings,  at  least 
once  in  two  years,  and  pray,  for  such  verification,  the  fees  pres¬ 
cribed  hereunder. 

11.  The  Warden  shall,  on  payment  of  the  regulated  fees, 
verify,  and  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do,  correct,  all  weights, 
weighing  machines  and  measures,  purporting  to  be  weights  and 
measures  authorized  under  this  Notification,  and  all  balances 
which  are  brought  to  him  for  verification  or  correction  and  which 
appear  to  him  fit  for  verification  or  correction-  When  such 
weights,  weighing  machines,  measures  and  balances  are  foifnd  or 
made  correct,  and  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
this  Notification,  he  shall  certify  to  the  correctness  and  confor-’ 
mity,  by  stamping,  engraving  or  branding  them  with  the  proper 
mark  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described. 

12.  The  Warden  may,  as  mentioned  in  Section  8  of  the 
Begulation,  deface,  or  render  incapable  of  use,  or  refuse  to  verify, 
correct  or  mark  anything  so  brought,  which  appears  to  him  unfit 
for  verification  or  correction. 

13.  The  work  of  testing  and  stamping  weights  and  measures 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Wardens  by  such 
establishments  as  may  be.  appointed  for  the  purpose, 

14.  There  shall  be  appointed,  for  duty  under  each  Warden 
Such  establishment-  as  the  Government  may,  from  time  to  time 
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decide,  and  the  charges  on  account  of  such  establishment  shall 
be  met  froim  the  fees  collected  under  the  pro-visions  of  this  Noti¬ 
fication. 

Ill,  Instructions  fob  testing  and  stamping 
Weights  and  Measures. 

15.  The  object  of  stamping  weights  and  measures  being  to 
induce  the  recognition  of  the  established  standards,  no  weights 
ami  measures  not  being  multiples  or  fractions  of  the  authorized 
standards  as  described  in  Itule  5,  or  not  being  authorized  sets  of 
weights  and  measures  as  described  in  Buie  6,  shall  be  passed  by 
the  Wardon. 

10.  Only  metal  weights  and  measures  shall  ordinarily  be 
stamped  ;  but  where  wooden  measures  are  largely  in  use,  they 
may  also  be  stamped.  Every  endeavour  should,  however,  be 
made  to  induce  merchants  and  others  to  adopt  metal  measures  in 
lieu  of  wooden  ones. 

A-  Testing  of  weights. 

17.  The  balances  supplied  to  the  Wardens  being  true  and 
sensible,  no  necessity  arises  for  trying  them  as  to  their  accuracy 
before  they  are  used  for  the  verification  of  weights  brought  to  the 
Wardens  for  being  stamped.  When,  however,  weights  have  to 
be  verified  by  standard  weights  and  only  common  scales  or 
balances  arc  available,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  try  the 
balance  as  to  its  degree  of  sensibility  (apart  from  the  question  of 
its  equilibrium)  in  the  manner  hereinafter  indicated. 

18.  Balance  brought  for  verification  should  be  tested  as  to  their 
accuracy  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  requisites  of  a  good  balance  are, — 

(1)  It  should  be  true,  i.  e.,  when  loaded  with  equal 
weights,  the  beam  should  be  horizontal.  This  requisite  is  obtain¬ 
ed  by  making  the  scale-pans  of  equal  weights  and  the  two  arms 
exactly  similar  in  every  respect.  The  truth  of  a  balance  may  be 
easily  tested  by  interchanging  the  weights  which  keep  tire  beam 
in  equilibrium,  when  horizontal ;  if  the  beam  settles  again  into  a 
horizontal  position,  the  weights  are  equal  and  the  balance  true, 
but  not  otherwise. 

(2)  A  balance  should  be  sensitive,  i.  e.,  when  the  weights 
differ  by  a  small  quantity,  the  deviation  of  the  beam  from  the 
horizontal  should  be  easily  perceptible.  If  a  beam  does  not  turn 
with  1,500  part  of  the  weight  that  may  be  in  one  scale,  it  cannot 
be  used  for  very  accurate  purposes. 

(3)  A  good  balance  should  be  stable,  i.  e„  it  should  readily 
return  to  its  position  of  equilibrium  when  moved  from  it,  e.,  its 
time  of  oscillation  about  its  position  of  equilibrium  should  be- small 
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If  the  sensitiveness  of  a  balance  be  very  great,  the  addition  of  a 
small  weight  to  either  scale  will  cause  the  beam  to  q^cillate  and 
some  time  will  elapse  before  it  attains  its  position  of  equilibrium, 
on  this  account,  the  beam  is  sometimes  furnished  with  a  pointer 
and  a  graduated  arc  of  a  circle.  If  the  pointer  oscillates  through 
equal  arcs  on  opposite  sides  of  the  point  which  corresponds  to 
horizontality,  the  scales  may  be  considered  to  be  equally  loaded, 
without  waiting  to  ascertain  whether  the  beam  will  ultimately 
rest  in  a  horizontal  position. 

Balances  used  for  weighing  medicines,  gold,  diamonds 
and  other  precious  stones  should  undergo  rigid  test  as  to  their 
sensibility. 

19.  Besides  the  common  balance,  weighing  machines  called 
steel-yards  or  Vellikoles,  in  which  one  and  the  same  weights 
made  use  of  in  all  cases,  are  also  used. 

The  most  commonly  used  form  of  Vellikole  corresponds  to 
what  is  called  the  Danish  Steel-yard,  in  which  the  weight  is  fixed 
to  one  end  of  the  beam  and  the  fulcrum  is  moveable,  the  thing 
to  be  weighed  being  suspended  at  the  other  end  of  the  beam. 
The  beam  of  the  Steel-yard  is  graduated  to  denote  the  point 
where  the  fulcrum  should  be  when  there  is  a  weight  in  the  scale- 
pan.  equal  to  the  weight  marked  at  the  point. 

Steel-yards  brought  for  verification  should  be  tested  as  to 
the  accuracy  of  the  graduations. 

20.  Weights  received  for  verification  should  be  examined 
thus : — 

Suppose  a  weight  purporting  to  correspond  to  the  standard 
Tola  is  brought  for  verification.  Place  the  standard  weight  in 
the  right-hand  scale  and  exactly  counterbalance  it,  then  take  it 
out  and  put  in  its  place  the  weight  to  be  verified.  If  the  beams 
show  an  equipois,  the  weight  is  correct.  It  is  of  no  consequence 
whether  the  arms  of  the  beam  he  equal  or  not  or,  in  other  'words, 
Whether  the  scales  are  or  are  not  correct. 

B.  Testing  of  Measures  of  Capacity,  i.  e.,  Dry  and  Liquid 
Measures. 

21.  (a)  The  first  thing  to  he  done  in  the  case  of  dry  measures 
is  to  measure  the  diameter  carefully.  If  the  diameter' of  the  mea¬ 
sure  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  any  of  the  authorized  measures 
under  Buies  5  and  (1  the  measure  may  he  accepted  for  testing. 
If  not,  the  measure  should  be  rejected,  as  differences  m  snaps  art 
liable  to  cause  variations  in  the  contents  of  things  which  do  n  it  fill 
all  space. 

Note  : — If  a  measure  is  not  quite  round,  the  mean  bftveen 
the  longest  and  shortest  diameters  should  be  taken  as  the  diame¬ 
ter  of  the  measure. 
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“(b)  All  dry  measures  shall  be  used  struck  and  not  heaped. 
The  standard  dimensions  of  the  authorized  dry  measures  shall 
be  as  follows : —

Note. — The  heights  given  above  for  the  various  measures 
shall  not  be  used  for  purposes  of  testing,  but  are  intended  only 
as  a  guide  to  the-  manufacturers  of  those  measures,” 

2.  In  the  case  of  liquid  measures,  it  is  not  necessary  to  employ 
the  above  test,  as  liquids  fill  all  space,  and  differences  in  the 
shape  of  measures  do  not  affect  the  contents. 

3.  The  capacity  of  measures  should  be  tested  by  volume  of 
water,  for  the  proper  performance  of  which,  the  stamping  officer 
will  be  supplied  with  a  specially  constructed  certified  copy  of 
primary  standard  and  a  specially  constructed  set  of  authorized 
measures  as  provided  in  Rule  8  supra, 

4.  afcThe  following  instructions  should  be  attended  to  prelimin¬ 
ary  to  the  commencement  of  the  process  of  testing 

The  best  drinking  water  available  should  be  obtained,  as  it 
is  the  clearest.  The  measure  to  be  tested  should  be  well  washed 
opt,  and,  if  it  is  of  wood,  water  should  be  allowed  to  stand:  in  it 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  testing  so  as  to  guard  against 
absorbtion  during  the  testing  whereby  the  result  would  be  falsi¬ 
fied.  If  the  measure  is  found  to  be  leaky,  the  leaks  should  be 
caulked,  on  the  outside  only  with  a  pitch  or  sealing  wax. 

5.  The  test  should  then  be  applied  in  the  following  manner.— 
The  rim  of  the  measure  should  first  be  moistened ;  other¬ 
wise,  water  may  stand  without  spilling,  quite  a  sixteenth  of  an 
inch  above  it ;  and  in  a  measure  of  5  inches  diameter,  this  will 
represent  1'39  tolas  of  rice.  The  measure  should  then  be  filled 
with  water  by  pouring  into  it  from  the  special  vessels  according 
to  the  size  of  the  measure  under  examination.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  pour  the  water  withourt  overtoping  the  rim.  of  the 
measure  or  spilling.  The  surface  of  the  water  should  be  exactly 


level  with  the  rim.  The  quantity  of  water  used  to  fill  the  mea- 
gure  can  be  easily  ascertained  from  the  number  qf  times  water 
was  poured  into  the  measure  from  the  special  vessels  and  from 
the  quantity  remaining  in  them.  The  quantity  of  water,  if  any, 
found  to  have  been  spilt  or  to  have  escaped  by  leakage  should  be 
deducted  from  the  total  quantity  poured  out  from  the  special 
vessels.  The  remainder  represents  the  capacity  of  the  measure 
in  cubic  inches  of  water.  If  this  is  equal  to  the  established  cap¬ 
acity  of  the  standard  measure  to  which  it  purports  to  correspond, 
the  measure  may  be  taken  to  be  correct  and  stamped  accord¬ 
ingly;  otherwise  it  should  be  rejected. 

As  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pour  out  liquid  from  measures 
filled  to  the  brim,  without  spilling,  the  measures  used  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  should  be  special  vessels  made  with  a  narrow 
neck  and  broad  lip  for  pouring,  and  standardized  to  cubic  inches. 

G.  Stamping  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

22.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rules  5  and  6  supra,  only 
those  measures  of  length  which  agree  with  the  standard  yard 
measure  should  be  stamped. 

23.  The  process  of  stamping  weights  of  measures  and  capacity 
should  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  following  directions:- 

(1)  Large  weights  should  be  stamped  on  the  top  close  to 
the  handle  on  either  side  and  smaller  weights  on  any  part  (the 
handles  excepted)  having  sufficient  even  surface  to  receive  the 
impression  equally.  Flat  weights  should  be  marked  either  on 
the  top  or  underneath. 

(2)  Wooden  measures  should  be  stamped  by  means  of  a  steel 
die  at  the  very  top,  so  as  to  guard  against  subsequent  tampering, 

(3)  If  there  is  a  joining  as  the  side  of  a  measure,  an  im¬ 
pression  should  be  made  across  it.  » 

(4)  To  effect  the  stamping  of  metal  measures,  which  should 
be  stamped  below  the  rim,  it  is  necessary  to  introduce  the  beak 
of  an  anvil  or  beak  iron  into  the  vessel  (held  horizontally  for 
the  purpose) ;  the  part  to  be  marked  should  be  held  closely  and 
'firmly  down  on  the  beak  by  one  person,  whilst  another  applies 
the  die  on  the  upper  surface,  and  a  third  party  strikes  steadily 
with  a  sledge  or  heavy  hand-hammer,  until  the  required  impres¬ 
sion  has  been  produced. 

(6)  Measures  may  also  be  marked  on  the  bottom  by  being 
inverted  on  an  iron  stake  with  flat  top  somewhat  larger  than 
the  die,  . 
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(6)  In  applying  a  large  die  on  brass  or  iron,  the  sledge 
hammer  must  Jbe  used ;  for  a  small  die,  the  heavy  hand-hammer 
will  be  sufficient. 

(7)  In  the  case  of  weights  or  measures  of  irregular* shapes 
in  use  by  bazaar-men,  no  uniform  system  can  be  prescribed;  but 

*  care  should  be  taken  to  mark  them'  on  a  part  on  which  the  die 
can  be  applied  equally. 

(8)  The  Wardens  may  engage  the  services  of  a  smith, 
a  hammer-man  and  bellows  boy  for  performing  the  operation  of 
stamping  neatly. 

IV.  Fees. 

24.  The  scale  of  fees  prescribed  for  stamping  weights  and 
measures  is  given  in  Schedule  I;  but  the  Government  may  alter 
the  rates  from  time  to  time.  The-  scale  will  be  so  regulated  that  the 
fees  realized  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  coat  of  the  establishments 
necessary  for  stamping  purposes.  The  establishment  and  other 
charges  of  each  year  should  be  so  fixed  as  not  to  exceed  the  rece¬ 
ipts  of  that  year;  but  should  there  be  any  likelihood  of  a  deficit  at 
the  end  of  a  year,  application  for  a  special  allotment  should  be 
made  to  the  Government.  The  surplus  receipts,  if  any,  should  be 
credited  to  the  General  Bevenue.  Every  Warden  shall  maintain 
a  register  of  weights  and  measures  stamped  and  the  fees 
collected. 

Note: — In  conducting  the  actual  operation  of  testing,  the 
stamping  establishments  should,  carry  out  free  of  extra  charge 
any  slight  adjustment  that  may  be  found  necessary,  to  make  the 
weights  and  measures  perfectly  accurate,  care  however  being 
taken  not  to  attempt  at  corrections  within  the  province  of  skilled 
workmen. 


25.  The  Division  Peishkars  and  the  Superintendent,  Devi- 
kulam  Division,  should  inspect  each  party  of  the  stamping 
establishments  in  their  respective  divisions  as  often  as  possible 
and  ascertain  whether  the  men  understand  thehr  work  and 
whether  any  unauthorised  fees  are  collected.  They  should  also 
note  their  remarks  in  an  inspection  book. 

26.  A  report  on  the  stamping  operations  should  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Government  by  the  Division  Peishkars  and  the 
Superintendent,  Deviknlam  Division,  along  with  their  annual 
departmental  reports.
